Poplar  Health  Report 

The  latest  annual  report  of  the  medical  officer  of 
health  for  the  Metropolitan  borough  of  Poplar,  covering 
the  year  1924,  again  records  an  increase  in  the  quantity 
of  electrolytic  disinfectant  fluid  made  by  the  council's 
plant,  70,350  gallons  of  double  the  original  strength 
having  been  used,  compared  with  64,740  gallons  in  the 
previous  year.  The  total  cost  is  given  as  £268  9s.  7d. 
The  only  other  item  of  general  interest  to  the  trade 
in  the  report  is  the  particulars  given  by  the  public 
analyst,  who  reports  that  three  samples  of  dispensed 
medicine  out  of  ten  taken  were  unsatisfactory.  All  the 
prescriptions  were  on  Insurance  forms.  In  the  first 
case  lotio  zinci  co.  was  found  to  be  8  per  cent.,  short 
of  the  quantitj"* ordered ;  in  the  second,  lotio  plumbi  c. 
opio  proved  to  be  a  "  stale  solution  "  ;  and  in  the  third, 
mist.  ipot.  brom.  was  "  made  up  from  old  solution."  A 
sample  of  camphorated  oil  talcen  contained  no  olive  oil; 
the  vendor  was  cautioned. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  ; — 

At  Ramsgate,  recently,  an  inquiry  was  held  concerning 
the  death  of  Eric  M.  L.  Conolly,  a  ship's  mate,  whose 
death  was  certified  by  a  medical  witnesis  as  due  to 
asphyxia.  Mr.  Edward  Baily.  Ph.C  deposed  that 
Conolly  came  to  his  shop  and  asked  for  ^  oz.  of  potas- 
sium cyanide,  ostensibly  for  intensifying  negatives.  A 
verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  not  of  sound  mind  "  was 
given. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Belper,  on  May  11,  on  the 
body  of  John  M.  Gow,  an  errand  boy  employed  by 
Calvert  &  Son,  chemists.  Medical  evidence  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  lad  had  inhaled  sufficient  chloroform  to 
cause  death,  and  that  he  was  probably  trying  an  experi- 
ment of  some  kind  at  the  time.  I\lr.  Eric  H.  Calvert, 
a  partner  in  the  firm,  said  that  the  deceased  jcould  not 
have  got  to  the  stores  without  being  seen.  The  poisons 
were  under  lock.  The  amount  in  the  bottle  at  the 
shop  was  now  exactly  the  same  as  when  the  boy  ^vent 
to  them  five  weeks  ago.  Mr.  Alexander  Matthew, 
chemist  and  druggist,  another  partner,  agreed  that  the 
boj'  was  never  in  the  shop  alone,  that  the  poison  cup- 
board was  locked,  and  that  the  quantity  of  chloroform 
was  the  same  now  as  when  the  boy  went  to  them.  He 
did  not  believe  that  was  chloroform  from  their  shop. 
The  Coroner  :  Wbere  he  could  have  got  it  from  is  a 
mystery.    The  verdict  was  '■  Death  by  misadventure." 

Inquests 

An  inquiry  was  opened  at  Hampstead.  London,  N.W. , 
on  May  12",  concerning  the  death  of  Mr.  Walter  Pi.. 
Andrew",  proprietor  of  the  business  of  Linton,  Hubbard 
&  Andrew,  chemical  merchants,  reiichurch  Street,  E.C., 
who  died  in  hospital  on  May  8.  The  evidence  showed 
that  Mr.  Andrew,  who  had  been  suffering  from  insomnia, 
died  from  coma.  The  coroner  adjourned  the  inquiry  for 
an  analysis  to  be  made. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Heywood,  on  May  14,  on  the 
body  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Mills,  chemist  and  druggist,  who, 
it  was  stated  in  evidence,  died  suddenly  on  May  12  in  the 
shop  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  Market  Street.  Mr.  Mills  had  been 
manager,  and  previously  proprietor,  of  the  business,  and 
liad  apparently  been  in  good  health  until  two  days  before 
his  deatb.  A  medical  witness  said  that  a  ventricle  of 
the  heart  was  ruptured,  and  there  were  signs  of  nephritis. 
A  verdict  was  entered  in  accordance  with  the  medical 
testimony. 

Birmingham 

The  annual  report  of  the  city  analyst,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Liverseege.  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  states  "that  twenty-one  of  the 
240  samples  of  drugs  examined  last  year  were  unsatis- 
factory.   In  the  previous  five  years  the  proportion  has

varied  from  9  to  15  per  cent.  In  one  sample  of  senna 
leaves  the  mineral  matter  was  in  excess  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia limit,  and,  in  another,  pods  instead  of  leaves 
wer-6  supplied.  The  vendors  were  cautioned.  A  vendor 
of  Rochelle  salt,  "  which  contained  about  23  per  cent, 
of  sodium  bicarbonate  and  about  0.6  per  cent,  of  cream 
of  tartar,"  was  fined  £2.  The  sellers  of  the  following 
samples  were  cautioned  : — Camphorated  oil,  2.7  deficient 
in  camphor ;  boric  acid  ointment  containing  respectively 
12  per  cent.,  12.6  per  cent,  and  7.5  per  cent,  of  boric 
acid.  The  report  also  recapitulates  some  of  the  analyti- 
cal data,  presented  by  Mr.  Liverseege  at  the  Bath 
meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
[O.  <£.■  D.,  II,  1924,  p.  198). 

Liverpool 

The  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  picnic  is  fixed  for 
June  24,  Loggerheads  (North  Wales)  being  the  desti- 
nation. 

Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  represented  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  Lord  Leverhulme's  funeral,  and  Mr.  J.  L. 
Hirst  the  local  branch. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders  who  has  been  twice  President 
of  the  Liverpool  Trade  Protection  Society,  wasi  a  leading 
speaker  at  its  annual  meeting  on  May  19,  v/hen  it  was 
announced  that  the  Society's  new  accountancy  department 
would  watch  cases  of  long  firms  appearing  in  either  the 
bankruptcy  or  the  criminal  courts. 

Studei]ts  of  the  Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy  (Princi- 
pal, Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones,  A.I.C.,  Ph.C.)  visited 
the  laboratories  of  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  on 
May  12,  and  were  greatly  interested  in  the  various 
manufacturing  processes.  Subsequently  they  were  enter- 
tained by  the  directors  in  the  staff  canteen,  and  at  the 
conclusion  Mr.  J.  Butler,  B.Sc,  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Morgan 
expressed  thanks  to  the  directors,  which  were  acknow- 
ledged by  Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders  (chairman)  and  Mr.  C. 
Huxtable.

False  pretences  case. — At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court, 
London,  on  May  20,  Ronald  E.  C.  Gardner  (26) ,  labora- 
tory assistant,  was  sentenced  to  nine  montlis'  imprison- 
ment in  the  second  division  for  having  obtained  by  false 
pretences  from  J.  J.  Griffin  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Kingsway, 
W.C.,  and  other  wholesale  houses  platinum  basins  and 
crucibles  to  a  total  value  o£  several  hundred  pounds.

The  outbreak,  which 
is  attributed  to  a  light  being  thrown  down,  was  not 
of  a  serious  nature.— An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred,  re- 
cently, at  the  premises  of  Taylors'  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
Musgrave  Street,  West  Hartlepool.  The  fre  originated 
in  the  basement,  and  caused  considerable  damage. 

Visit  to  botanic  gabden. — Members  of  the  students' 
section  of  the  Newcastle  and  Northumberland  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  visited  the  Armstrong 
College  botanical  garden,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss 
K.  B.  Blackburn,  D.Sc,  on  May  13.  The  garden  is 
divided  into  three  large  sections — polypetalse,  synpetalas, 
and  monocotyledons — and  separate  beds  are  devoted  to 
each  natural  order.  Special  beds  are  set  aside  for 
medicinal  plants.

Robinson  20s.  and 
costs,  with  2s.  6d.  extra  costs  in  each  case. 

A  disastrous  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  on  May  15  in 
the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  Leonard  Hutchinson,  Ph.C,  the 
Quay,  Waterford,  resulting  in  financial  loss  estimated 
at  £10,000.  The  fire  was  discovered  at  8  a.m.,  and  within 
an  hour  the  entire  eistablishment  was  gutted.

French  News 

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent. 

Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  M.  Weitz  was  elected  a 
resident  member. 

Baron  E.  de  Rothschild's  racehorse,  "  Cadum," 
carried  off  the  Prix  du  Cadran,  the  principal  prize,  at 
the  Longchamips  meeting  on  May  10. 

M.  J.  LoiSEL,  ex-President  of  the  General  Association 
of  French  Pharmacists,  has  been  elected  chairman  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Beauvais,  where  his  business  is 
established. 

Returned  containers. — The  project  of  the  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association  to  credit  empty  containers  at 
reduced  figures  raised  such  strong  opposition  on  the  part 
of  the  pharmacists  that  it  has  been  abandoned. 

Houbigant's  Perfumery  celebrated  the  150th  anniver- 
sary of  its  foundation  by  a  lunch,  to  which  t)ie  2,000 
employees  were  invited.  The  business,  founded  by  Jean 
Frangois  Houbigant  in  1775,  is  still  carried  on  at  its 
original  site  in  the  Faubourg  Samt  Honore,  then  prac- 
tically a  suburban  district,  now  in  the  heart  of  Paris, 

Pra-ctice  of  medicine. — A  Parisian  pharmacist  who 
lanced  what  he  supposed  to  be  an  ordinary  boil,  but 
which  turned  out  to  be  a  tuberculous  abscess,  was  sen- 
tenced to  fifteen  days'  imprisonment  and  fined  100  francs 
for  illegally  practising  medicine.  He  carried  the  case 
up  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  which  quashed  the  convic- 
tion, the  Court  holding  that  one  solitary  act  did  not 
prove  that  he  actually  practised  medicine. 


Thiocol  trade-mark. — The  Third  Civil  Tribunal  of 
the  Seine  department  has  decided  that  Hoffman-La 
Roche's  claim  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  word  "  thiocol  " 
is  null  and  void  so  far  as  France  is  concerned,  and 
any  French  pharmacist  may  freely  use  this  term  to 
designate  the  pharmaceutical  product  to  which  it  applies. 

Sunday  closing  decision. — A  number  of  pharmacists, 
hostile  to  the  Sunday  closing  decree  issued  by  the  Prefect 
of  Police,  appealed  to  the  Conseil  d'Etat,  pleading  that 
this  edict,  not  being  in  conformity  with  the  Labour 
Code,  should  be  declared  illegal.  'The  Conseil  d'Etat, 
after  hearing  the  arguments  of  the  lawyers  on  both  sides, 
pronounced  in  favour  of  the  adherents  of  Sunday  closing. 
The  Prefect's  decree  is    therefore  upheld. 

M.  Grimbert  and  M.  Berthond,  on  reaching  the 
age  limit,  have  retired  from  their  posts  as  head  of 
the  Central  Hospital  pharmacy  and  head  pharmacist 
of'  the  Salpetriere  Hospital  respectively.  This  has 
caused  a  certain  movement  in  the  hospital  pharmacy 
world  of  Paris.  M.  Goris  replaces  M.  Grimbert,  M. 
Andre  takes  the  place  of  M.  Berthond,  M.  Crut  is 
now  head  pharmacist  at  Beauion,  M.  Charonnat  at  the 
Hospices  of  Ivry,  M.  Cheramy  at  Brevannes,  and  M. 
Poirot  at  Bichat.  M.  Mascre  succeeds  M.  Goris  as 
chief  pharmacist  at  the  Dubois  Hospital. 

M.  Albin  Haller,  who  died  recently,  had  been  Pro- 
fessor of  Organic  Chemistry  at  the  Paris  Faculty  of 
Sciences  since  1899,  and  had  only  been  superannuated 
a  few  weeks  before  his  death.  He  was  born  in  1849 
at  Felleringen,  and  began  his  professional  career  at 
the  Nancy  Faculty  of  Sciences,  where  he  founded  the 
Chemical  Institute  and  the  Institute  of  Physical 
Chemistry  and  Electro-Chemistry.  He  was  among  the 
pioneers  of  the  movement  for  the  practical  teaching 
of  industrial  chemistry.  He  effected  the  synthesis  of 
citric  acid  and  of  menthol,  and  wrote  various  papens 
on  camphor,  fatty  bodies,  etc.  During  the  war  be 
was  president  of  the  Chemical  Committee  and  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  National  Office  of  pharmaceutical 
and  chemical  products. 

Endowment  of  science. — Professor  Charles  Moureu, 
writing  on  the  endowment  of  French  scientific  labora- 
tories, enumerates  the  legacies  and  gifts  due  to  private 
initiative  during  the  last  five  years  :  12,000,000  francs 
bequeathed  by  the  Marquise  Arconati-Visconti  to  the 
Sorbonne  (1923)  :  Baron  Edmond  de  Rothschild's  gift  for 
scientific  research  (10,000,000  francs,  1921)  ;  a  similar 
foundation  from  M.  Leonard  Rosenthal  (1,000,000,  1924)  ; 
the  dramatist  Henri  Bern.stein's  gift  of  the  vakinf,'s  at  a 
theatrical  performance  in  1922.  60,000  francs  (bestowed  on 
the  printing  of  scientific  reports)  ;  Crequi's  100,000  francs, 
receipts  from  a  boxing  match  (1923),  and  the  legacy  of 
M.  Paul  Pousson  to  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Pharmacv  of 
all  his  fortune  (estimated  at  some  hundreds  ,jf  Ihous'inds 
of  francs)  in  1924.  M.  Moureu  thinks  that  associations 
of  manufacturers  and  business  men  should  couie  f  n-'.vard 
with  subventions,  and  that  a  special  tax  (such  its  already 
exists  for  the  poor)  should  be  levied  for  science  on 
theatres  and  places  of  amusement. 

Theses  for  Doctorate. — The  theses  presented  to  the 
Faculty  of  Pharmacy  of  Paris  during  1924  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  in  Pharmacv  include  "  Contributions  to  the 
Study  of  Glucosides  '  of  the  Orchid  Species"  (M 
Delaunay),  "  Iodised  Oxybenzoic  Acids  "  (M.  C.  Prost). 
"  Essential  Oil  of  Cristemarine  "  (M.  A.  Longuet),  and 
a  "  Chemical  Study  of  Beeswax  "  (M.  Damoy).  M. 
Leonardon  wrote  on  the  determination  of  arsenic  in 
mineral  waters;  M.  Charpentier  on  the  biochemical 
process  of  the  characterisation  of  galactose,  as  applied  to 
the  study  of  the  composition  of  pectines  ;  M.  Tavernier 
on  the  use  of  acetate  of  copper  as  a  differential  reagent 
of  glucose  and  lactose ;  M.  Dardanne  on  the  use  ot 
Indian  hemp  as  a  drug  in  North  Africa :  M.  Doucet  on 
the  action  of  xanthydrol  on  semi-carbazide  and  its 
derivatives ;  M.  G-ros  on  the  application  of  Nessler's 
reasent  ;  M.  Levaltier  on  the  Kjeldahl  method  of  deter- 
mining nitrogen ;  M.  More  on  the  oxidation  of  uric 
acid  in  an  alkaline  medium  ;  Mile.  Braecke  on  aucubine 
in  rhinanthus,  melampyrum,  etc. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Dominican  impobt  levy. — According  to  a  law  which 
entered  into  force  on  April  1,  a  levy  amounting  to  $0.40 
(U.S.  currency)  per  ton  is  collected  on  all  goods  imported 
into  the  Dominican  Republic. 

Finnish  state  factory. — The  Finnish  Parliament  has- 
voted  the  sum  of  5.000,000  Finnish  marks  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  state  factory  for  the  manufacture  of  ether  and 
nitric  acid,  or  an  extension  to  the  powder  works. 

Exports  to  Czechoslovakia. — From  May  25  the  prohi- 
bition On  the  importation  of  the  following  chemicals  into 
Czechoslovakia  will  be  removed,  and  no  licence  will  be 
required  for  their  admission  : — Soda,  crude,  crystals,  cal- 
cined ;  waterglass ;  calcium  carbonate,  artificial. 

Morphine  in  a  book. — Recently  a  post  parcel  contain- 
ing a  Chinese  book  posted  in  Singapore  and  addressed  to 
a  Chinaman  in  Bandoeng  was  found  by  the  Javanese 
Customs  officers  to  contain  21  grains  of  monphine 
sulphate,  cleverly  secreted  in  a  small  hole  cut  in  the 
centre  of  the  book. 

Perfumes  in  Latvia. — The  Latvian  Minister  of  Finance 
has  issued  an  order  prohibiting,  from  June  1,  the  sale 
to  the  public  of  imported  perfumes  by  weight  from  bulk 
containers.  From  that  -date  foreign  perfumes  rnay  be 
sold  only  in  their  original  containers,  and  a  seal  will  be 
affixed  to  each  bottle  by  the  customs  officers  when 
clearing  a  consignment. 

New  German  Pharmacoposia. — The  work  of  prepara- 
tion of  the  new,  sixth,  edition  of  the  German  Pharma- 
copfeia  is  so  far  advanced  that  its  publication  is  awaited 
for  the  end  of  the  present  year.  A  large  number  of 
recently  introduced  remedies  have  been  included,  and 
among  the  more  important  changes  may  be  mentioned 
the  adoption  of  20  deg.  C.  as  the  standard  temperature, 
in  the  place  of  15  deg.  C,  while  specific  gravities  will  not 
be  compared  with  th-s  weight  of  water  at  15  deg.  C, 
but  with  the  exact  volume  of  one  litre.  Physiological 
methods  of  standardisation  are  included  for  certain  drugs, 
inter  alia,  digitalis.  The  appendices  will  include  direc- 
tions for  preparing  volumetric  solutions,  and  a  table  of 
boiling  points  of  liquids  at  different  barometric  pressures. 

TiniKiSH  Health  Administration. — The  Direction  of 
Health  and  Social  Assistance  in  Constantinople  is  a 
branch  of  the  General  Direction  in  Angora,  which  is  the 
supreme  authority  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  medicine 
and  pharmacy.  The  Direction  in  Constantinople  is  en- 
trusted with  the  supervision  oi  the  school  of  pharmacy 
attached  to  the  faculty  of  medicine  in  the  University  of 
Stamboul ;  in  addition,  the  following  institutes  and  labora- 
tories are  under  its  control  :  the  anti-rabic,  bacteriological 
and  serological  institutes,  the  chemical  laboratories 
attached  to  the  Direction  of  Health,  the  prefecture  and 
the  customs.  There  are  at  present  in  Constantinople 
thirty-one  important  hospitals,  including  the  British  Sea- 
men's Hospital,  Austrian,  French,  Greek,  German, 
Armenian,  Bulgarian,  Italian,  Jewish  and  Persian 
hospitals. 

Spirit  s.\les  in  Norway. — Over  a  year  has  elapsed 
since  the  introduction  of  the  law  in  Norway  extending 
the  already  existing  restriction  of  the  sale  of  spirits  to 
pharmacies  by  requiring  in  each  case  the  production  of 
a  prescription.  During  the  twelve  months,  March  1924 
to  February  1925,  Norwegian  pharmacists  supplied  on 
medical  practitioners'  prescriptions  a  total  of  161,418 
litres  of  brandy,  compared  with  1,291,335  litres  in  the 
preceding  twelve  months,  in  addition  to  32,585  litres  of 
pure  alcohol,  against  282,940  litres  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1923-1924.  At  the  same  time  they  supplied 
44,567  litres  of  brandy  and  139,724  litres  of  pure  alcohol 
€>n  prescriptions  from  veterinary  surgeons,  the  figures  for 
the  preceding  twelve  months  being  45,131  and  334,009 
litres  respectively.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above 
figures  that  the  new  provision,  i.e.,  the  production  of 
a  prescription  for  each  purchase,  has  resulted  in  an 
enormous  drop  in  the  sale  of  brandy  and  spirituous 
beverages  in  general,  which  had  already  previously  shown 


a  very  considerable  decline  following  the  introduction  of 
the  pleasure  restricting  their  sale  to  pharmacies  and 
limiting  the  amounts  to  be  supplied. 

Swiss  firm's  jubilee. — On  May  9,  1865,  Dr.  G. 
Wander  founded  an  analytical  laboratory  in  Berne,  and 
shortly  afterwards  undertook  his  first  experiments  on  the 
preparation  of  malt  extract.  The  rapid  and  constant 
extension  of  the  business  necessitated  frequent  changes 
to  larger  premises ;  the  present  factory,  opened  in  1900, 
has  since  been  considerably  enlarged,  and  now  employs 
over  300  hands.  The  founder  died  in  1897,  and  his  son, 
Dr.  Albert  Wander,  now  directs  the  firm,  which  in  addi- 
tion to  the  central  establisliment  in  Switzerland,  at  pre- 
sent possesses  branch  factories  in  Great  Britain,  Ger- 
many, Austria,  France,  Italy,  Hungary  and  the  United 
States,  the  eight  works  giving  employment  to  1,200  per- 
sons, while  the  invested  capital  amounts  to  29,200,000 
Swiss  francs.  In  commemoration  of  the  60th  anniver- 
sary of  its  foundation,  the  Dr.  A.  Wander  A.G.  in  Berne 
has  made  a  gift  of  10,000  Swiss  francs  to  each  of  the 
five  Swiss  pharmaceutical  university  institutes,  for  the 
purchase  of  apparatus  or  books,  or  for  the  promotion  of 
scientific  research  work.  The  welfare  of  its  employees 
is  an  important  feature  of  the  firm's  policy,  which  main- 
tains  a  profit-sharing  scheme  in  addition  to  a  pension 
fund,  etc. 

Invoices  fob  Spain. — From  June  1,  on  clearing  goods 
through  the  Spanish  customs  the  original  invoice  as  well 
as  a  copy  must  be  produced ;  however,  the  names  of 
the  consignor  and  consignee  need  not  appear  on  the 
ccipy.  The  original  invoice  must  be  presented  merely 
to  verify  the  accuracy  of  the  copy,  and  will  be  returned 
immediately.  Invoices  in  Spanish,  French,  English  or 
Italian  do  not  require  to  be  translated,  and  for  the 
present  attestation  by  a  Spanish  consul  is  not  demanded.. 
If  the  original  invoice  cannot  be  produced  the  importer 
will  be  granted  a  period  of  two  months,  if  the  goods 
have  been  consigned  from  a  European  country,  and 
three  months  for  consignments  from  countries  outside 
Europe,  in  whicb  to  comply  with  this  stipulation ; 
failing  this,  a  fine  amounting  to  5  per  cent,  of  the 
chargeable  duty  will  be  inflicted,  but  not  less  than  25 
pesetas.  Special  safeguards  are  provided  in  the  order  to 
prevent  information  gathered  from  the  examination  of 
the  original  invoices  and  their  copies  by  the  customs 
officers 'from  being  used  for  illicit  purposes,  pai-ticularly 
with  regard  to  the  disclosure  of  trade  secrets.  These 
regulations  will  not  apply  to  post  parcels  which  are 
cleared  through  the  customs  by  means  of  form  C,  No.  7, 
in  which  case  only  the  total  value  of  the  contents  has 
to  be  declared. 

Czechoslovak  Pharmacoposia. — The  damaging  criticism 
levelled  at  that  portion  of  the  draft  of  the  proposed 
Czechoslovak  national  pharmacopoeia  so  far  published — ^tha 
work  of  the  phannacopceia  commission  and  tlie  first  insital- 
menits  w^ere  reviewed  in  the  0.  <£■  D.,  November  29,  1924, 
p.  789 — has  induced  the  government  to  suspend  the  publi- 
cation of  further  parts  of  the  draft.  The  Casopis  cesko- 
slovenskeho  lekarnictva  (Czechoslovak  pharniaoeutical 
society)  has  addressed  a  memorandum  to  the  ministry  of 
public  health  and  corporal  instruction,  in  which,  ^  after 
drawing  attention  t<j'  the  numerous  glaring  inexactitudes 
and  discrepancies  contained  in  the  draft,  the  view  ;s 
expressed  that  "  a  pharmacopoeia  presenting  such  defects 
would  seriously  discredit  the  scientific  ajid  professional 
standard  of  Czechoslovak  pharmacy  not  only  at  home,  but 
also  in  the  eyes  of  the  entire  pharmaceutical  profession 
throughout  the  world."  The  society  condemns  the  work 
as  an  uncritical  transcription,  often  badly  translated,  _  of 
articles  in  the  Gennan,  Austrian,  Swiss  and  other  foreign 
phai-macopoeias,  and  attributes  the  incohersncies  and  con- 
tradictions in  the- text  to  the  subordinate  role  played  by 
the  pharmaceutical  members  of  the  commission.  _  The 
society  urges  that  a  new  commission  should  be  appointed, 
and  that  the  work  of  elaborating  the  proposed  pharma- 
copoeia should  be  enitrusted  to  persons  really  representing 
the  practical  as  well  as  scientific  aspects  of  Czechoslovak 
pharmacy,  with  the  collaboration  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry,  medical  practitioners  and  veterinary  surgeons. 
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Legal  Reports 

Perfumery  Dispute. — ^In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  London,  on  May  19.  the  action  of  Par- 
fumerie  Houbigant,  S.A.,  v.  the  Associated  Perfumers, 
Ltd.,  was  mentioned  t-o  Mr.  Justice  Tomlin.  Mr.  Nesbitt 
asked  that  the  case  should  be  allowed  to  stand  out  gener- 
ally, as  the  parties  were  on  the  eve  of  a  settlement.  The 
defendants  had  made  .proposals  which  were  not  unlikely 
to  be  accepted  by  the  plaintiffs,  at  any  rate  as  a  basis 
of  an  agreement.    His  lordship  granted  the  application. 

Unsuccessful    Claim    for    Damages  In  Whitechapel 

County  Court,  London,  on  May  15,  Mr.  Harry  Bogdanor, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Mile  End  Road,  E.,  sued  Ajshby 
Soaps,  Ltd.,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch,  to  recover  the  sum  of 
£50  as  damageis  for  trespass  and  wrongful  execution 
of  the  law.  Mr.  Isaacs  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and 
Mr.  Jolm  Wylie,  barrister,  for  the  defendants.  The 
.plaintiff,  giving  evidence,  s-aid  that  on  February  24  he 
was  not  at  his  shop  until  about  5.30  p.m.,  when,  greatly 
to  his  surprise,  he  found  in  possession  a  bailiff's  officer, 
who  said  he  was  there  to  levy, execution  under  a  warrant 
issued  by  the  defendants.  He  paid  the  £8  lis.  6d. 
required  under  protest  to  save  trouble,  but  on  March  12 
the  judgment  wais  set  aside  at  the  Ashby  County  Court 
and  the  money  refunded.  The  same  day  the  defendants 
issued  instructions  to  the  bailiff's  officer  to  levy  execu- 
tion on  the  plaintiff's  goods  again ;  but  on  this  occasion, 
after  an  explanation,  the  officer  withdrew.  He  was 
supposed  to  have  given  an  order  for  soap  to  a  Mr. 
Argent  personally,  but  he  saw  him  for  the  first  time 
when  he  went  to  Ashby.  Cross-examined  :  He  had 
carried  on  busines-s  up  to  March  25  at  32  Alderney 
Road,  but  Mr.  Argent  never  called  upon  him  there  to 
sell  soap.  Nobody  had  instructions  in  his  shop  to  accept 
goods  on  credit.  He  had  purchased  the  ibusiness  in 
Mile  End  Road  of  a  friend  of  his,  Mr.  Pomerance. 
He  agreed  that  his  case  was  that  the  defendants  had 
a  warrant  against  G.  Bogdanor,  32  Alderney  Road,  and 
that  the  warrant  had  been  altered  to  H.  Bogdanor,  56 
Mile  End  Road.  So  far  as  he  knew,  there  was  no 
G.  Bogdanor.  Ashby's  soap  that  he  may  have  displayed 
in  his  shop  was  bought  from  his  brother,  who  had  a 
similar  shop  in  Leyton.  After  evidence  from  a  bailiff's 
officer  and  from  Mr.  Pomerance,  Mr.  Charles  B.  Argent 
gave  , evidence  for  the  defence.  In  March  1924,  he 
said,  he  personally  took  an  order  from  the  plaintiff  for 
soap  at  32  Alderney  R-oad.  He  must  have  put  the 
initial  as  "  G."  in  the  order  by  mistake.  In  cross- 
examination,  the  witness  said  he  had  no  signed  order 
to  show%  as  it  was  not  a  custom  of  the  trade.  He  said 
that  the  plaintiff's  story  was  a  fabrication,  worked  so 
that  he  could  get  the  £50  damages.  Mr.  Gurling, 
bailiff  of  the  Whitechapel  County  Court,  then  gave 
evidence,  and  counsel  addressed  the  Court.  The  jury, 
after  retiring,  returned  a  verdict  for  the  defendants. 
Judgment  was  entered  accordingly,  with  costjs.

charities. 
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Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 

(Northern  Ireland) 

The  Northern  Ireland  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was 
diseuissed  in  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Belfast, 
on  May  12,  when  58  amendments  in  the  name  of  the 
Minister  of  Home  Affairs  and  one  private  amendment 
were  disposed  of.  The  committee  stage  was  completed 
and  the  Bill  was  fixed  for  May  18  on  report  stage.  The 
following  is  the  report  of  the  debate: — ■ 

Clause  1  (constitution  of  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland)  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill. 
Clause  2  (qualification  of  members,  etc.,  of  the  Society 
and  the  Council).  (3)  If  and  so  long  as  associates  of 
the  .  Society  are  required  by  the  regulations  under  this 
Act  to  contribute  to  the  fundis  of  the  Society  the  same 
fees  or  subscriptions  as  members  contribute,  every  per- 
son elected  and  continuing  as  such  associate  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  attending  and  voting  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  otherwise  taking  part  in  its  proceedings, 
in  the  same  manner  as  members  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
be  qualified  to  be  elected,  and  when  elected  to  act,  as  a 
member  of  the  Council.  (4)  The  annual  subscription  to 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  th'e  Society  by  each  member, 
associate  and  student  of  the  Society  shall  be  such  as  may 
be  prescribed. 

The  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  (Sir  Dawson  Bates) 
moved  to  leave  out  from  "  (3)  "  to  "  shall  "  ("  as  such 
associate  shall")  and  insert:  "Every  person  elected  and 
continuing  as  an  associate  oi  the  Society  shall  contri- 
bute to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  same  fees  or  sub- 
scriptions ais  membeft  contribute  and."  In  regard  to 
this  amendment  and  others  which  appear  on  the  order 
paper,  he  said  he  had  the  advantage  since  the  Bill  re- 
ceived a  second  reading  of  again  meeting  the  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  S^ociety.  They  made  further  repre- 
sentations, and  he  had  done  his  best  to  meet  them,  and 
hoped  the  result  will  be  acceptable  to  both  branches  of 
the  trade.  They  had  a  most  satisfactory  conference,  and 
he  hoped  the  outcome  has  been  agreeable  not  only  to  the 
members  of  this  committee,  but  to  the  members  of  the 
Society.  The  amendment  was  agreed  to  and  the  Clause, 
as  amended,  wais  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill.  Clause 
3  (regulations  for  pm-poses  of  the  Act),  (e)  The  condi- 
tions on  which  persons  who  are  members  of  pharmaceu- 
tical societies  outside  Northern  Ireland,  and  of  whose 
conipet-ence'  to  practise  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  the 
Council  are  satisfied,  may  be  registered  without  exam- 
ination, or  after  modified  examination,  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists  under  this  Act  upon  payment  of  such  fee  as 
may  be  prescribed.  (3)  Every  regulation  made  under 
this  section  shall  be  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment as  soon  as  may  be  after  it  is  made,  and  if  an 
address  is  presented  to  the  Governor  of  Northern  Ireland 
by  either  of  those  Houses  within  the  prescribed  period 
after-  any  such  regulation  is  laid  before  it,  praying  that 
the  regulation  may  be  annulled  or  modified,  the  said 
Governor  may  thereupon  by  Order  in  Council  annul  or 
modify  the  regulation,  and  it  shall  thenceforth  be  void 
or,  if  modified,  shall  thenceforth  have  effect  as  so  modi- 
fied, but  without  prejudice  to  the  validity  of  anything 
which  in  the  meantime  may  have  been  done  thereunder. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  section  the  expression  "  pre- 
scribed period  "  means  a  period  comprising  five  days  at 
least  on  which  the  House  in  question  has  sat,  but  not 
being  in  any  Case  shorter  in  duration  than  ten  days,  and 
days  comprised  in  moi'e  than  one  session  of  Parliament 
may  be  reckoned  for  that  purpose. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move,  in  page  5,  line  28 
[Clause  3  (e)],  to  leave  out  from  the  wor(^  "Ireland" 
("outside  Nortliern  Ireland")  to  the  end  of  line  33 
[.  .  .  may  be  prescribed],  and  to  insert  instead  thereof 
the  words  "  May  be  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists 
under  this  Act,  and  the  societies  whose  members  may  be 
so  registered."  This  is  a  simplification  of  the  original 
subsection  in  view  of  the  more  detailed  provisions  that 
have  been  inserted  in  Clause  7.    Amendment  agreed  to. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates:  I  beg  to  move,  in  page  6,  line  9, 
at  the  end  to  add  the  words  "  registered  chemists  and 
druggists  and  druggists  or  registered  chemists."  This  ie 
really  to  meet  the  case  of  registered  chemists  and  drug- 


gists who  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  Act  and  become 
pharmaceutical  chemists.  Those  chemists  and  druggists 
will  find  it  necessary  to  have  premises  to  caray  on  their 
business,  and  it  is  desirable  that  those  premises  should 
come  under  the  control  of  the  Society.  Amendment 
agreed  to.  Clause  5  (holding  of  examinations). — Provided 
that  (i)  no  person  shall  conduct  any  such  examination 
until  his  appointment  has  been  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Home  Affairs,  and  such  appointment  shall  not  in  any 
case  continue  in  force  for  more  than  five  years. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates:  I  beg  to  move,  in  page  7,  line  20, 
to  leave  out  the  words  "  in  any  case  "  ("  shall  not  in 
any  case  cpntinue").    Amendment  agreed  to. 

'Sir  Dawson  Bates:  I  beg  to  move," in  page  7,  line  21, 
at  the  end  [.  .  .  5  years]  to  add  the  words  "  except 
with  the  consent  of  the  said  Minister  on  application  being 
made  by  the  Council."  It  was  found  that  there  would 
be  difficulty  if  we  limited  the  period  to  five  years  in  view 
of  the  possibility  that  some  of  the  professors  of  Queen's 
University  would  be  appointed.  Of  course,  they  do  not 
go_  out  of  office  in  five  years.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
Minister  should  have  power  to  extend  the  period  beyond 
five  years.  Amendment  agreed  to.  Clause,  as  amended, 
ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  Clause  6.  page  10, 
line  10,  to  leave  out  "  up  to  a  maximum  period  of  two 
years  "  ("to  add  such  service,  up  to  a  maximum  period 
of  two  years  ")  This  Amendment  is  an  agreed  one  as  far 
as  the  Society  is  concerned,  and  allows  the  Council  of 
the  Society  to  add  a  further  period  of  two  years  to  the 
apprenticeship  which  is  necessary  to  qualify.  Amend- 
ment agreed  to. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  Clause  6,  page  10, 
line  11,  at  end  (sub-clause  7)  to  add  "  Provided  that 
the  period  of  service  which  may  be  added  under  this  sub- 
section shall  not  exceed  two  years,  together  with  such 
additional  period  (if  any)  not  exceeding  two  years  as 
the  Council  may  allow."  This  enables  the  Council  to 
decide  whether  or  not  a  man  is  to  get  the  addition  to 
his  service.  Amendment  agreed  to.  Clause  as  amended 
ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill.  Clause  7  (Qualifica- 
tions for  Registration  under  the  Act).  (1)  The  following 
persons  shall  upon  payment  of  the  proper  fees  and 
charges  (if  any)  be  entitled  to  be  registered  under  this 
Act  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  : — (a)  Every  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  in  Northern  Ireland  registered  as  such  in 
the  existing  register  ;  (c)  Every  person,  being  a  member 
of  a  pharmaceutical  society  outside  Northern  Ireland,  of 
whose  competence  to  practise  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
the  Council  is  satisfied  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed. (2)  Every  chemist  and  druggist  or  druggist  in 
Northern  Ireland  registered  as  such  in  the  existing 
register  shall,  upon  payment  of  the  proper  fees  and 
charges  (if  any),  be  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  or  druggist  respectively  under  this  Act. 
(5)  Every  person  who  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this 
Act  has  passed  a  preliminary  examination  (or  the  equiva- 
lent thereof)  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland,  and  is  serving  as  an  appren- 
tice or  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  shall,  upon 
payment  of  the  proper  fees  and  charges  (if  any),  be 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  an  apprentice  under  this  Act. 
(7)  In  this  section  the  expression  "  the  existing  register  " 
means  the  register  in  force  immediately  before  the  pass- 
ing of  this  Act  under  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act  (Ireland),  1875,  and  the  Pharmacy  Act 
(Ireland),  1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  Clause  7,  page  10, 
lines  20  and  21,  to  leave  out  the  ^Yords  "  in  Northern 
Ireland  "  ("  Every  pharmaceutical  chemisi;  in  Northern 
Ireland  ").  We  find  it  is  not  necessary  to  insert  these 
words  here  in  view  of  the  definition  clause  which  appears 
later  on.    Amendment  agreed  to. 

Mr.  George  Henderson  :  I  beg  to  move  in  Clause  7, 
page  10,  after  line  33  ("  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  ") 
to  insert  the  words  "  Life  members  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland  shall  be  entitled  to  registration 
under  this  Act  without  further  payment  of  fee  or 
charges."  I  would  just  like  to  say  that  I  was  asked  to 
put  down  this  Amendment  by  some  members  who  have 
qualified  as  life  members  under  the  old  Society,  that  is 
the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society.    That  relieved  them 
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of  the  payment  of  an  annual  fee  to  the  Society,  and 
these  men  think  the  same  privilege  should  be  continued 
to  them  under  the  new  Society.  I  think,  however,  that 
I  have  put  the  Amendment  down  in  the  wrong  place 
in  the  Bill.  '  I  think  the  only  place  where  these  rights 
could  be  assured  to  these  men  would  be  on  page  5,  after 
.Subsection  (4)  of  Clause  2,  in  line  5,  where  it  says  : — 
"  The  annual  subscription  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Society  by  each  member,  associate  and  student  of 
the  Society  shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed."  The 
Minister  of  Home  Affairs  could  probably  bring  in  a  pro- 
vision there  that  the  men  who  have  qualified  by  paying 
a  lump  sum  to  the  old  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
become  life  members  of  the  new  Society  without  paying 
any  fee.  I  do  not  know  whether  that  would  be  possible 
or  not.  The  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  could  safeguard 
these  men  by  making  provision  that  they  could  become 
members  of  this  Society  by  paying  a  lump  sum. 

The  Chairman  :  On  the  point  of  order  which  the  hon. 
Member  (Mr.  George  Henderson)  raises,  as  we  have 
passed  Clause  2  it  would  not  be  in  order  to  go  back  to 
it  now  for  the  purpose  of  inserting  these  words,  but 
on  the  Report  Stage  the  hon.  member,  if  he  cares  to 
withdraw  his '  Amendment  now  by  leave  of  the  Com- 
mittee, could  move  to  insert  the  words  desired,  though 
I  think  myself  that  it  is  quite  competent  to  insert  them 
now. 

Mr.  George  Henderson  :  I  would  like  to  withdraw 
the  Amendment  if  I  could  have  an  assurance  from  the 
Minister  of  Home  Affairs  that  he  could  see  his  way  to 
safeguard  thes.6  members  so  that  they  would  have  the 
same  privileges  as  under  the  old  Society. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  think  the  hon.  member  (Mr. 
George  Henderson)  cannot  have  studied  this  Bill  very 
carefully.  I  do  not  know  whether  he  has  mixed  up  the 
question  of  the  licence  duty  with  that  of  membership 
fees.  It  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  to  become  a  member  of  this  Society, 
and  he  is  also  entitled  to  come  on  to  the  register.  By 
coming  on  to  the  register  it  is  not  necesisary  to  become  a 
member  of  the  new  Society.  It  is  entirely  a  matter  for 
the  new  Society  to  say  what  fee  they  will  charge  for 
membership.  So  far  as  safeguarding  existing  rights  is 
concerned,  we  do  not  propose  at  all  to  interfere  with 
existing  rights.  Under  the  circumstances  I  cannot  give 
the  undertaking  the  hon.  member  wishes. 

The  Chairman:  Does  the  hon.  meml  er  (Mr.  George 
Henderson)  wish  to  press  his  Amendment? 

Mr.  George  Henderson  :  No.  I  withdraw  the  Amend- 
ment.   Amendment  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  Clause  7,  to  leave 
out  Subsection  (7)  and  insert  a  new  subsection  :—"  (7) 
Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  section,  the  Council  shall  have  power,  if  it  thinks 
fit,  to  cause  to  be  registered  under  this  Act  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  any  peiison  (not  being  an  existing  phar- 
maceutical chemist)  who  is  a  member  of  a  prescribed 
pharmaceutical  society  outside  Northern  Ireland,  and 
who— (a)  satisfies  the'  Council  as  to  his  competence  to 
practise  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist;  {b)  pays  the  proper 
fees  and  charges  (if  any)  for  registration  ;  and  (c)  com- 
plies with  such  other  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed." 
The  original  Sub-clause  (7)  has  been,  as  hon.  members 
will  observe,  deleted.  This  new  sub-clause  sets  out  in 
some  detail  the  conditions  upon  which  members  of  pliar- 
maceutical  societies  elsewhere  may  be  registered.  It  also 
provides  the  conditions  on  which  other  societies  can  be 
recognised  by  the  new  Society  to  be  formed  in  Northern 
Ireland.  This  is  I  think  the  simplest  way  of  ensuring 
reciprocity  between  the  new  Society  and  the  other  phar- 
maceutical societies  in  England,  Scotland  and  elsewhere. 
Amendment  was  agreed  to.  Clause  as  amended  to  stand 
part  of  the  Bill. 

Clauses  8  (Appointment  of  Registrar  and  Inspector),  9 
(Registers  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists,  etc.),  10  (Power 
of  Registrar  to  require  Information),  11  (Evidence  of 
Qualification  to  be  registered),  and  12  (Annual  Publica- 
tion of  Registers)  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill. 

Clause  13  (Penalty  for  Falsification  of  Registers  and 
obtaining  Registration  by  False  Representation).  Any 
Registrar  who  wilfully  makes  or  causes  to  be  made  any 


falsification  in  any  matter  relating  to  any  register  under 
this  Act,  and  any  person  who  wilfully  procures  or 
attempts  to  procure  himself  to  be  registered  under  this 
Act  by  making  or  producing  or  causing  to  be  made  or 
produced  any  false  or  fraudulent  representation  or 
declaration  either  verbally  or  in  writing,  and  any  person 
aiding  or  assisting  him  therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanour  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment 
and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve  moiiths. 

Amendment  made  :  Clause  13,  page  15,  line  3 — Leave 
out  the  word  "  verbally  "  ("  either  verbally  or  in  writ- 
ing ")  and  insert  instead  thereof  the  word  "  orally." 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  page 
15,  line  4,  leave  out  from  "  be  "  ("to  be 
registered  ")  to  the  end  of  ("  not  exceeding 
twelve  months  ")  and  insert  "  liable  on  summary 
conviction  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds  or  on  conviction  on  indictment  to  imprisonment 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months."  In  cases  of 
minor  importance  it  is  left  to  the  magistrates  to  deal 
with,  and  in  more  serious  charges  the  Attorney-General 
will  have  the  right  to  send  a  case  to  the  Assizes.  Amend- 
ment was  agreed  to.  Clause,  as  amended,  ordered  to  stand 
part  of  the  Bill. 

Clauses  14  (Duty  of  Registrar  of  Deaths  to  give  notice 
of  deaths  of  registered  persons)  and  15  (Fees  for  Examina- 
tion and  Registration),  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill. 
The  word  "  compounder  "  was  added  to  chemist  or  dis- 
penser in  clause  15.    Amendment  agreed  to. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  clause  16,  page  15, 
line  37  (sub-Clause  3),  leave  out  from  the  second  "  the  " 
("  against  the  dispensing  ")  to  "  use  "  ("  the  use  of  the 
official  ").  These  words  are  left  out  at  the  request  of 
the  wholesalers  so  that  the  sale  of  ordinary  mixtures  to 
members  may  not  be  interfered  with.  Amendment 
agreed  to. 

Clause  19  (requirements  as  to  management  and  conduct 
of  business),  {b)  Cause  the  name  and  annual  licence  of 
the  person  by  whom  the  business  is  carried  on  in  any 
premises,  and  the  certificate  of  qualification  of  the  person 
by  whom  the  business  is  managed  and  conducted,  to  be 
conspicuously  exhibited  in  the  premises. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  page  19,  line  30, 
after  "  conducted  "  ("  managed  and  conducted  ")  insert 
("  or  a  copy  of  that  certificate,  certified  by  the  secretary 
of  the  Council.")  The  Bill,  as  presented  on  the  second 
reading,  provided  that  it  was  necessary  that  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  should  display  in  his  place  of  business 
the  original  cei-tificate  qualifying  him.  It  is  felt  that  if 
a  fire  occurred  a  difficulty  might  take  place  over  the 
original  certificate,  and  we  provide,  therefore,  that  a 
certified  copy  of  the  original  certificate  will  be  sufficient 
to  display  in  his  place  of  business.  Amendment  agreed 
to.  Clause,  .  as  amended,  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the 
Bill. 

Clause  24.  Amendment  and  extension  of  the  law  as 
to  the  sale  of  poisons.  (5)  In  the  application  of  section 
two  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act.  1908,  to  Northern 
Ireland,  for  the  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland), 
1875,  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland).  1875,  Amendment 
Act,  1890. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates:  I  beg  to  move  in  page  23.  line  5, 
at  end  ("Amendment  Act,  1890'')  add  as  a  new  sub- 
section:—  (6)  Section  two  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908,  shall  have  effect  as  if  (a)  the  following  words 
were  added  at  the  end  of  subsection  (2^ .  that  is  to  say, 
"  and  shall  have  regard  to  the  character  of  the  applicant 
and  his  general  suitability  for  carrying  on  the  business 
for  which  the  licence  is  sought."  (h)  The  following  sub- 
sections were  added  after  subsection  (2),  that  is  to  eay : 
"  (2a)  Where,  upon  application  for  a  licence  under  this 
section,  the  local  authority  grants  or  refuses  to  grant  a 
licence,  in  every  case  the  applicant  and  the  Society  shall 
have  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs 
from  the  decision  of  the  local  authority,  and  the  said 
Minister  shall  have  power  to  make  such  order  thereon 
as  he  thinks  fit,  and  the  order  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
local  authority  and  the  applicant.  An  order  made  bv 
the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  under  this  subsection  shall 
be  final  and  not  subject  to  appeal  to  any  court,  and  may. 
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on  the  application  of  either  of  the  said  Minister  or  of 
the  apphcant  for  the  licence,  be  enforceable  (■without 
prejudice  to  any  other  remedy)  by  "vvrit  of  mandamus 
(c)  in  subsection  (3)  (which  enables  regulations  to  be 
made  by  Order  in  Council  as  to  certain  matters)  the 
folio-wing  additional  matters  were  specified,  that  is  to  eay, 
"  (/)  the  giving  of  notice  to  the  Society  and  to  the 
Minister  of  Home  Affairs-  of  applications  for  licences,  and 
of  the  time  when  the  application  is  to  be  taken  into 
consideration;  [g)  the  sending  of  copies  of  or  extracts 
from  registers  of  licences  to  the  Registrar." 

This  is  an  amendment  of  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons 
Act  which  enables  the  local  authorities  to  grant  licences 
to  shopkeepers  and  others  for  the  sale  of  agricultural 
poisons.  In  the  original  provision  in  the  Act,  the  local 
authorities  were  only  required  to  take  into  consideration 
whether  or  not  the  requirements  of  the  neighbourhood 
rendered  it  necessary  that  such  a  licence  should  be  issued. 
We  propose  not  only  to  take  that  into  consideration,  but 
also  to  take  into  consideration  the  character  of  the  appli- 
cant. We  also  feel  that  in  case  an  applicant  felt  there 
■was  any  injustice  done  by  the  local  authority  refusing 
such  a  licence  he  should  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
Ministry.  I  beg  to  move.  Amendment  agreed  to. 
Clause,  as  amended,  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill, 

Clause  25  (powers  of  officers  to  inspect  premises  and 
take  samples  of  poisons  and  drugs).  (2)  The  inspector, 
and  any  person  nominated  for  the  purpose  by  the  Minister 
of  Home  Affairs  shall  have,  in  relation  to  the  poisons  and 
drugs  enumerated  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  all  the 
powers  of  procuring  samples  which  are  conferred  by  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1875  to  1907,  upon  officers 
authorised  to  procure  samples  under  those  Acts. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  Clause  25, 
page  23,  lines  30  to  36,  leave  out  subsection  (2).  It  has 
been  represented  by  both  chemists  and  druggists  that  it 
is  unnecessary  that  the  inspector  should  have  the  powers 
conferred  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  I  agree,  and 
I  beg  to  move  this  amendment.  Amendment  agreed  to. 
Clause,  as  amended,  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill. 

Clause  26  (expenses  and  fees  for  annual  licences). 
Motion  made  and  ouestion  proposed:  "That  the  Clause 
stand  part  of  the  Bill." 

Society's  Finances 
Mr.  T.  W.  McMuLLAN :  With  your  permission  I  would 
like  to  say  a  few  words  on  this  Clause,  not  with  any 
idea  of  criticising  it,  but  to  make  as  clear  as  I  can  the 
expected  future  position  financially  of  this  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  This  Clause  deals  with  the  revenue  to  be  de- 
rived from  the  licences  which  will  be  granted  to  the 
trade,  and  it  deals  with  the  application  of  that  revenue. 
Until  all  the  licences  have  been  issued  to  the  pharmaciists 
and  chemists  and  registered  druggists  by  the  Ministry  of 
Home  Affairs  it  is  impossible  to  know  exactly  what  the 
income  will  be,  but  assuming  that  such  licences  should 
be  arranged,  as  they  very  probably  will  be  arranged  at 
three  guineais  for  the  phaimacists  and  two  guineas  for  the 
other  trades  concei-ned,  it  is  expected  that  the  total 
revenue  will  be  perhaps  from  £8€0  to  £900  per  annum. 
The  whole  of  the  revenue  will  go  to  this  new  Society  for 
the  first  two  years.  After  the  first  two  years  it  is  pro- 
posed that  at  least  half  of  the  revenue  should  be  given 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  their  purposes,  and  the 
Government  in  their  discretion  will  take  whatever  pro- 
portion they  think  is  proper  of  the  other  fifty  per  cent. 
Well,  it  is  impossible  until  the  Society  is  formed,  and 
the  Council  has  discussed  its  responsibility,  to  estimate 
what  the  expenditure  is  likely  to  be.  I  think  hon.  mem- 
bers will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  the  Society  is 
not  likely  to  be  unduly  extravagant  on  an  income  of 
£400  to  £500  a  year.  It  is  a  very  important  Society, 
embracing  a  great  many  members,  and  £400  to  £500  a 
year  is  a  very  small  income.  The  members  are  very 
anxious  that  they  should  be  housed.  They  are  very 
anxious  that  they  should  have  a  boardroom  and  offices, 
and,  above  all,  that  they  should  have  well-equipped 
laboratories,  which  are  very  necessary  to  them  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  examinations.  The  members  of  this 
Society  are  under  this  Bill  compelled  to  resign  their  fihare 
of  the  headquarters  in  Dublin.  These  members  helped 
to  install  those  headquarters  in  Dublin,  and  they  have 


helped  to  maintain  them,  and  they  claim  no'w  they  should 
have  something  in  exchangej  that  they  should  be  given 
premises  properly  fitted  up  in  our  own  capital.  With 
the  resources  they  are  expected  to  have  it  seems  to  mo 
it  would  b-e  quite  imposisible  for  the  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  put  up  those  premises.  The 
only  alternative  is  to  ask  the  Government.    We  have 
gone  to  the  Government  on  this  question,  and  of  course 
we  were  met — very  properly  met — with  the  position  that 
as  we  could  not  give  exact  expenditure,  it  was  quite 
impossible  for  them  to  discuss  a  gTant  of  a  definite 
nature,  but  they  have  drawn  our  attention  to  the  way  in 
which  subsection  2  of  this  clause  is  worded.    You  will 
find  there  that  the  Ministry  can  exercise  its  own  judg- 
ment after  the  second  year  as  to  what  proportion  of  the 
second  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  will  be  allocated 
to  Government  Charges  and  what  proportion  may  be 
handed  over  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    The  Parlia- 
mentary   Secretary    of    Finance    (Air.    Barbour),  when 
introducing  th-e  Money  Resolution  of  this  Bill,  very  | 
clearly  indicated  thiis,  and  pointed  out  to  us  that  it  j 
would  be  within  their  power  to  be  generous  if  necessary 
with  this  second  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  income  accruing 
from  licences  after  the  sec-ond  year.    It  has  now  been  5 
arranged  that  as  soon  as  the  Council  of  the  Society  i 
is  prepared  to  put  its  estimate  of  expenditure  before  |) 
the  Ministry  of  Finance,  the  whole  matter  can  be  dis-  ji 
cussed,  and  I  hope  it  can  be  arranged,  not  only  in  a  |i 
fair  but  in  a  generous  way  on  the  part  of  the  Ministry,  ii 
I  think  it  may  be  found  desirable  that  all  the  revenue  i 
for  a  further  period  of  years  should  be  passed  over  to 
the  Society,  and  the  traders  are  in  great  hopes  that 
they  will  be  met  with  great  consideration  and  even 
generosity  in  this  matter.    The  Bill,  1  would  like  to 
say,  as  modified  to-day,  is  a  good  Bill.    I  believe  it  is  a 
first-rate  Bill,  and  I  believe  that  the  traders  are  pleased  : 
and  satisfied.    But  financial  conditions  always  come  up, 
and  I  speak  to-day  in  order  to  emphasise  the  position  ! 
that  we  are  going  to  have  an  important  Society.  We 
want  to  have  it  well  run,  and  I   do  not  think  the  j 
Society  should  be  stinted.    I  think  it  should  be  given  a  k 
fair  chance  to  make  good  backed  by  resources,  if  not  I 
extravagant,  at  least  doubtful.    I  have  said  these  few 
words  in  order  to  emphasise  the  position,  and  I  have 
every  confidence  that  when  the  Council  of  the  Society 
approach  the  Ministry  of  Finance  they  will  be  treated 
exactly  as  I  have  told  them  they  will  be  treated,  in 
fairness  and  with  generosity.      Question,    "  That  the 
Clause  stand  part  of  the  Bill,"  put  and  agreed  to.

Sir  Dawson  Baties  :  I  beg  to  move  in  paragraph  2, 
art  II  of  the  First  Schedule,  to  leave  out  the  words 
Joint  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ulster  Medical 
x:iety  and  the  Ulster  Division  of  the  British  Medical 
ssociation,"  and  insert  :  "  Medical  Committee  of

ssociation."  This  Amendment  is  proposed  to  be  in-

lould  have  representation  on  the  new  Council. 

Sir  EoBEET  Anderson  :  I  desire  to  oppose  this  Amend- 
lent  proposed  by  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs.  I  do  not 
!iink  I  have  ever  known  a  Bill  presented  to  this  Com- 
littee  that  has  been  so  completely  transformed  since 
he  day  it  was  introduced,  or  which  has  contained  so 
lany  amendments  and  alterations  as  appear  on  the  Paper 
0-day  in  respect  of  this  Bill.  I  object  to  this  Amend- 
tient  on  the  broad  principle  that  it  is  not  advisahle  to 
ave  nomination  of  this  character  from  any  one  particular 
istrict.  The  Belfast  Wholesale  Merchants'  Association 
epresents  not  only  druggists  and  those  who  are  con- 
ected  with  that  trade,  but  it  represents  other  branches 
f  the  trade  of  Belfast  as  well,  such  as  the  clothing  trade, 
nd  surely  it  is  not  suggested  that  an  Association  of  that 
haracter  should  have  the  right  to  nomination  on  this 
Jouncil.  On  the  ground  that  it  is  not  right  to  nominate 
rora  any  particular  local  a;ssociation  I  oppose  this  Amend- 
nent. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  If  I  may  interrupt  the  hpn. 
nember,  I  do  not  know  whether  he  was  in  the  House 
vhen  I  made  a  few  remarks  before  moving  the  first 
Amendment.  I  then  endeavoured  to  explain  that  before 
his  Bill  was  prepared  I  had  something  like  fifteen  or 
iixteen  meetings  with  the  chemists  and  druggists  trying 
o  produce  a  Bill  to  suit  these  particular'  trades,  at  the 
;ame  time  having  regard  to  the  public  interest.  Since 
:his  Bill  was  drafted  I  have  had  further  conferences. 
There  has  been  no  pressure  at  all.  It  is  my  desire  s.nd 
the  desire  of  the  Government  that  any  Bill  presented  to 
Parliament  should  carry  out  the  purpose  intended  and 
also  satisfy  the  people  concerned,  always  having  regard 
to  the  public  interest  involved. 

Sir  Robert  Anderson  :  I  have  been  present  since  the 
Bill  first  went  into  Committee  this  afternoon  and  if  my 
right  hon.  friend,  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  has 
had  fifteen  or  sixteen  interviews  with  the  chemists  and 
druggists,  as  he  states  he  has,  I  suggest  that  he  should 
have  fixed  up  all  these  matters  and  had  them  presented 
in  the  House  before  the  Bill  was  circulated  and  not  now. 
However,  I  am  dealing  only  with  this  particular  Amend- 
ment and  while  I  am  not  going  to  go  to  a  division  

Mr.  Devlin  :  Hear,  hear. 

Sir  Robert  Anderson  :  I  do  not  think  this  particular 
Amendment  is  a  wise  or  prudent  one  to  insert  in  a  Bill 
that  is  going  to  deal  with  the  interests  of  a  larger  terri- 
tory outside  Belfast.  My  friends  who  represent  the  city 
of  Belfast  may  think  I  am  a  purist  on  a  point  of  this 
character,  but  I  do  not  think  they  have  really  considered 
what  is  implied  by  the  insertion  of  this  particular  Amend- 
ment. This  Amendment  is  legislation  for  a  particular 
city.  I  might  make  an  equal  claim  for  representation 
on  this  Council  for  associations  in  the  city  of  Derry  and 
m  Coleraine  and  Dungannon  and  other  places,  and  I 
would  only  be  putting  forward  a  reasonable  claim.  I 
do  suggest  that  under  the  circumstances  this  particular 


Amendment  might  be  withdrawn  because  it  will  only  lead 
to  friction  and  unpleasantness. 

Mr.  Devlin  :  I  am  sure  we  were  all  interested  in  tha 
speech,  of  the  hon.  member  (Sir  Robert  Anderson).  1 
have  some  sympathy  with  my  hon.  friend  (Sir  Robert 
Anderson)  in  the  protest  he  has  made  against  Derry  suffer- 
ing from  the  operations  of  Belfast.  He  has  told  us  that 
all  the  legislation  in  this  House  is  directed  towards  the 
advantage  of  the  chief  city  of  this  Province  

Sir  Robert  Anderson  :  I  did  not  make  any  such 
assertion. 

Mr.  Devlin  :  At  all  events,  that  the  Province  is  never 

considered  

Sir  Robert  Anderson  :  No. 

Mr.  Devlin  :  Or  the  Province  is  rarely  considered. 

Sir  Robert  Anderson  :  I  only  dealt  with  a  particular 
clause  in  this  Bill. 

Mr.  Devlin  :  The  hon.  member  generalised  as  a  whole, 
and  made  a  general  statement  as  to  the  neglected  condi- 
tion of  the  Ulster  Province  and  the  advantage  given  to 
Belfast — at  least  that  is  the  inference  I  drew  from  his 
speech. 

Sir  Robert  Anderson  :  May  I  say  at  once  that  my 
hon.  friend  must  have  misunderstood  me  altogether.  I 
only  dealt  with  this  particular  clause  as  it  affected 
Belfast  and  as  it  affected  interests  outside  Belfast.  I 
was  not  speaking  in  any  general  terms  in  regard  to  any 
legislation  whatever. 

Mr.  Devlin  :  I  gathered  from  the  trend  of  his  speech 
that  that  was  the  protest  he  made,  and  he  told  the 
Committee  that  this  legislation  which  was  now  being 
introduced  and  carried  through  the  Committee  was  created 
in  all  its  details  in  the  interest  of  certain  elements  in 
Belfast  through  pressure. 

Sir  Robert  Anderson  indicated  dissent. 

Mr.  Devlin  :  The  hon.  member  need  not  shake  his 
head.  The  words  he  used  were  "  pressure  from  Belfast." 
Why  did  not  the  hon.  member  bring  such  pressure,  as  I 
know  from  his  vast  influence  in  the  councils  of  the 
Government  he  could  bring  to  bear  upon  the  right  hon. 
gentleman,  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  ?  I  gather  from 
what  he  has  said  that  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  is  a 
Minister  who  always  succumbs  to  pressure.  (Laughter.) 

If  that  be  a  true  description  of  the  Ministerial 
characteristics  of  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  then  the 
hon.  member  (Sir  Robert  Anderson)  has  been  most 
neglectful  of  his  duty  in  not  bringing  the  physical  and 
moral  forces  which  he  so  pre-eminently  represents  in 
this  House  to  bear  upon  the  right  hon.  gentleman. 
(Renewed  laughter.) 

Mr.  T.  W.  McMullan  :  This  proposed  amendment  that 
has  raised  the  wrath  of  the  member  for  Derry  (Sir 
Robert  Anderson)  is  not  a  very  serious  matter.  I  am 
very  glad,  however,  that  the  member  for  Derry  raised 
the  question,  because  it  has  given  rise  to  a  very  fine 
speech  on  the  part  of  the  member  for  West  Belfast 
(Mr.  Devlin).  The  wholesale  merchants  are  not  very 
much  worried  as  to  whether  they  should  have  the  power 
of  nomination  of  a  member  on  this  particular  council 
or  not.  But  if  the  pharmacists  and  chemists  have  their 
headquarters  in  Belfast,  and  they  have  questions  some- 
times which  they  would  like  to  discuss  with  some  repre- 
sentatives of  the  wholesale  trade,  very  naturally  it  occurs 
to  them  that  a  member  of  the  wholesale  trade  in  Belfast 
is  the  appropriate  penson  with  whom  to  get  into  touch. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  the  members  of  the  wholesale 
trade  in  Derry  are  just  as  intelligent,  or  very  much  more 
so,  but  then  they  are  at  a  distance  of  90  to  95  miles 
from  Belfast.  It  is  not  very  easy  to  get  into  touch 
with  them  on  small  matters.  The  Wholesale  Merchants' 
Association  is  a  fairly  responsible  association.  It  has 
a  very  large  wholesale'  drug  membership,  and  that  mem- 
bership will  have  the  privilege  of  nominating  this 
member  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  The  member 
for  Derry  need  not  be  afraid  that  a  draper  or  a  corn 
merchant  would  be  asked  to  join  in  the  deliberations 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  I  think  it  is  a  matter 
of  convenience,  and  these  gentlemen  ask  that  they  should 
have  a  representative  of  the  Belfast  Wholesale  Drug- 
gists, so  that  if  questions  have  to  be  discussed  they 
can  be  discussed  without  much  inconvenience. 
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Sir  Egbert  Anderson  :  I  am  not  going  to  enter  into 
any  further  discussion  upon  tliis  particular  amendment. 

'  I  have  already  expressed  my  views  on  the  subject.  The 
Minister  has  not  seen  fit  to  reply,  and  I  leave  it  at  that. 
Mr.  Devlin  :  No,  no.  Go  on  to  a  division. 
Sir  Egbert  Andeksgn  :  It  is  the  Belfast  Wholesale 
Merchants'  Association.  I  have  already  indicated  if  it 
were  a  druggists'  association  it  might  be  a  different 
thing.  Here  the  Belfast  Wholesale  Merchants  nominate 
a  member  on  this  particular  council.  It  was  the  attitude 
I  took  up  when  I  criticised  this  particular  clause,  and 

■  I  may  say  in  reply  to  what  the  hon.  member  for  West 
Belfast  (Mr.  Devlin)  has  said  that  it  is  perfectly  legiti- 
mate to  criticise  all  amendments  whether  they  come  from 
the  Government  or  otherwise.  I  thought  I  was  giving 
helpful  criticism.  I  am  glad  I  tried  to  give  that  helpful 
criticism,  because  it  enabled  the  senior  member  for  West 
Belfast  (Mr.  Devlin)  to  give  us  one  of  his  characteristic 
speeches  and  put  us  all  in  good  humour.  I  do  not  think 
he  'hurts  me  or  anybody  else  with  his  banter.  I  do 
suggest  that  this  Clause  leaves  itself  open  to  the  criticism 
I  have  made  in  regard  to  it.  I  do  not  think  that  when 
it  was  proposed  to  be  inserted  its  full  imiport  wais  appre- 
ciated, and  I  say  it  would  be  better  out  of  the  Bill  than 
in  it 

Dr.  Morrison  :  In  forming  this  council  the  druggists 
and  chemists  have  acted,  I  think,  very  wisely.  They 
have  representatives  of  the  medical  profession  and  those 
of  the  University.  They  have  chosen  for  their  council 
a  representative  body  who  are  qualified  to  give  them 
asisistance  and  know  the  whole  business  from  top  to 
bottom.  In  connection  with  this  addition,  I  think  it 
is  quite  a  reasonable  thing  that  the  wholesale  merchants 
in  Belfast,  who  dispose  of  the  drugs  to  the  chemists 
and  to  the  small  retailers,  should  be  represented.  If 
they  were  overlooked  when  this  clause  was  being  drafted 
it  would  not  be  hard  to  meet,  and  seeing  that  unanimity 
has  marked  the  progress  of  this  Bill  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Home  Minister  and  those  interested,  I  think  if  he 
could  agree  to  guarantee  this  House  that  the  member 
chosen  by  the  Belfast  Wholesale  Merchants'  Association 
was  engaged  in  the  sale  of  drugs  it  might  meet  the 
point  and  lessen  opposition  to  it.  Because  if  the  whole- 
,sale  druggists  want  to  consult  with  them  naturally  he 
is  the  man  interested.  That  would  bring,  I  think,  the 
whole  body  of  those  intercisted  in  the  matter  together  and 
avoid  any  friction.  I  suggest  that  if  he  would  amend 
the  clause  thus:  "One  person  engaged  in  the  sale  of 
drugs  nominated  by  the  Belfast  Wholesale  Merchants' 
Association  "  it  would  meet  the  difficulty  and  confine 
it  to  a  man  who  was  selling  drugs.  Nobody  could 
object  to  that. 

Sir  Egbert  Anderson  :  In  the  city  of  Belfast? 

Dr.  Morrison  :  Obviously  in  the  city  of  Belfast.  Why 
should  they  bring  a  man  from  Derry  or  from  some 
remote  portion  of  Northern  Ireland  when  they  have  a 
man  on  the  spot  with  ten  times  the  business  and  in 
all  probability  ten  times  the  wisdom?  (Laughter.) 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  am  afraid  there  is  a  certain 
amount  of  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  this  thing.  I 
have  explained  to  the  House  that  the  object  of  the 
Government  is  to  try  to  get  a  Bill  that  will  be  acceptable 
to  the  trade  as  a  whole.  The  wholesale  druggists  are 
dealt  with  in  the  Bill,  and  they  do  not  get  representation. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  I  think  it  is  more  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  Society  that  the  wholesale  people  should 
get  representation  rather  than  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  wholesale  people  that  this  amendment  is  proposed. 
With  regard  to  what  my  hon.  friend  (Dr.  Morrison) 
said  I  will  be  quite  agreeable  to  consider  the  question 
on  the  report  stage  of  limiting  the  representative  of 
the  Society  and  confining  it  to  a  man  carrying  on  business 
in  the  wholesale  drug  business.  I  can  assure  my  hon. 
friend  the  member  for  Derry  (Sir  Eobert  Andenson) 
that  there  was  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Society  to 
snub  Derry.^  Far  from  it.  At  the  same  time  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Society  are  in  Belfast.  The  whole  situa- 
tion is  dealt  v/ith  here,  and  the  whole  trade  generally  is 
represented  by  the  representative  of  the  Belfast  Whole- 
sale Merchants'  Association. 


Sir  Egbeut  Anderson  :  If  this  could  be  put  in  :  "  One 
person  selected  from  the  wholesale  druggists  of  Northern 
Ireland."  This  covers  the  area,  the  whole  territory, 
and  nobody  would  feel  aggiieved,  but  you  select  one 
particular  Association,  and  from  that  particular  Associa- 
tion make  your  selection.  I  have  expressed  my  views, 
and  perhaps  between  now  and  report  stage  the  Eight 
Hon.  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  may  be  prepared  to 
consider  this  aspect  of  the  question. 

The  First  Schedule,  as  amended,  was  agreed  to. 

Second  Schedtile 
Part  IV 

Any  person  to  whom  the  provisions  of  this  Part  apply 
shall,  in  order  to  obtain  the  certificate  of  qualification  as 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  satisfy  the  Council  :— (a)  That 
the  duration  of  his  apprenticeship  or  assistantsliip 
separately  or  of  both  of  them  taken  together  has  been 
not  less  than  four  years. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  the  Second 
Schedule,  Part  IV,  paragraph  (a),  to  leave  out  from 
"  apprenticeship  ''  ("  duration  of  his  apprenticeship  "), 
to  "  has"  ("taken  together  has").  These  words  are 
being  left  out,  as  I  do  not  think  they  are  necessary  at 
the  present  time.  An  assistant  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  being  made  an  assistant  serves  an  apprenticeship  of 
four  years.    Amendment  agreed  to. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  the  Second| 
Schedule,  page  31,  line  16,  at  the  end  of  Pai-t  IV,  to  add  :j 
"  Provided  that  in  the  application  of  paragraph  (a)  of 
this  Part  to  a  person  who  have  served  at  least  four  years] 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act  as  an  apprentice  to  a  regis- 
tered chemist  and  druggist,  or  registered  druggist,  twoi 
years  shall  be  substituted  for  four  years  as  the  period 
for  the  duration  of  apprenticeship  to  a  pharmaceutical; 
ciiemist."    This  is  consequential.    Amendment  agreed  t{).| 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  I  beg  to  move  in  the  Seconds 
Schedule,  page  32,  line  8,  at  the  end  of  Part  V,  add:|' 
"  Provided  also  that  in  the  application  of  paragraph  (a) 
of  this  Part  to  a  person  who  has  served  for  a  period  of 
four  years  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  as  an  apprentice 
to  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  or  registered  drug- 
gist, two  years  shall  -be  substituted  for  four  years  as  the 
period  for  the  duration "  of  apprenticeship  to  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist."  This  is  also  consequential.  Amend- 
ment agreed  to.  -^lecond  Schedule,  as  amended,  agreed 
to.

Amendment  agreed  to.l 
Fourth  Schedule,  as  amended,  agreed  to.  ' 

Nev/  Claus3  (Eegulations  as  to  free  distribution  of| 
poisons,  etc.,  by  sanitary  authorities).  25.  The  Minister' 
of  Home  Affairs  shall  have  power  to  make  regulations 
prescribing  the  conditions  to  be  observed,  and 
the  precautions  to  be  taken,  in  connection  with, 
the  distribution  of  poisons  and  poisonous  substances  free 
of  charge  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland)

Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  to  make  regulations  undei, 
which  the  local  authority  will  be  able  to  distribute  these' 
poisons  for  disinfectants.  I  think  this  is  the  simplest 
way  of  meeting  the  situation.  Clause  read  a  Second' 
time,  and  added  to  the  Bill.

(Antrim),  Mr.  J.  E.  O'Neill,  J.P.  (Maghera),  Mr.  J. 
Horner  Haslebt,  Dr.  S.  E.  Acheson,  Mr.  Jas.  Guiler  (chair- 
man of  the  Pharmacists'  Executive),  Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson, 
Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  J. P.,  Mr.  Jos.  Moffet  (secretary  of 
the  Society),  Mr.  G.  B.  Abernethy  (secretary  of  the  pre- 
sentation committee),  Mr.  J.  C.  Culbert  (President  of  the 
Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association),  Mr.  Horatio  Todd 
(President  of  the  North  Irish  Pharmacist-s'  Association), 
and  Dr.  Preston  (Dublin).  The  Chairman  said  they  were 
met  for  a  very  pleasing  purposie — to  honour  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Fred  Storey.  He  was  glad  to  see  sudli  a  magnificent 
'  Bring  of  friends  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Storey  to  partici- 
pate in  that  very  interesting  ceremony  by  which  they 
hoped  to  show  their  appreciation  of  both.

their  battles  with  great  success.  Mr.  Storey  had  been 
President  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  "Society  for 
some  six  years,  and  they  would  agree  with  him  when  he 
said  he  (Mr.  Storey)  had  been  a  greater  success  with  each 
succeeding  year.  He  had  also  been  on  the  Committee 
which  had  to  deal  wit.ti  the  Pharmacy  B.iW,  and  the 
members  of  the  Government  had  great  respect  for  Mr. 
Storey,  and  tliey  had  got  confidence  in  him.  Anything 
Mr.  Sitorey  said  or  any  suggestion  he  advanced  got  deep 
cansidera;tion  from  those  gentlemen  who  promoted  the  Bill, 
and  he  felt  that  their  very  beat  thanks  were  due  to  him 
for  the  splendid  and  unselfish  manner  in  which  he  had 
fought  the  battle  for  the  chemists  and  druggists  against 
what  they  might  call  the  Government  interests,  for,  after 
all,  the  Government  wanted  to  give  as  little  as  they  could.

Mr.  Stoeey's  Reply 

Mrs.  Storey  having  returned  thanks,  Mr.  Storey  said 
that  occasion  was  one  of  the  proudest  in  his  life.  He  was 
rprouid  to  be  President  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Society,  and  prouder  still  of  its  members.  No  leader  or 
president  ever  received  the  unwavering  loyalty  and  support 
that  he  had  received.  He  trusted  that  as  the  years  rolled 
on  the  real  good  fellowship  which  had  always  characterised 
thn  members  of  the  Society  would  continue.  He  had 
formed  life-long  friends  among  them,  and  he  wished  to 
pay  a  tribute  to  the  officers  and  committee  for  the  assist- 
anoe  they  had  given  them  at  all  times,  and  especially  did 
he  thank  the  past  hon.  isecretary  and  the  present  hon.

fit  and  well  again.  (Applause.)  He  considered  one  of  the 
factors  in  the  success  of  their  Society  had  been  the  culti- 
vation of  the  social  side  of  their  organisation,  and  he  was 
glad  that  the  opportunity  was  given  to  his  wife  amid  him- 
self to  encourage  and  develop  that  important  aspect.  He 
would  always  look  back  upon  the  time  spent  in  the  work 
o(f  the  Society  with  great  pleasure.

ment.  The  Dangerous  Drug 
was  rushed  through,  and  tli 
without  consulting  their 
that  they  produced  unworkable  regulations  which  took 
endless  time  and  worry  to  set  right.  They  had  had  con- 
ferences and  interviews  with  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs 
by  the  score,  and  every  proposal  put  forward,  either 
separately  or  by  the  separate  bodies,  or  jointly,  had  been 
considered,  and  if  there  should  be  any  faults  in  the  Bill 
they  could  not  blame  the  Government.  He  consi'dered  thi6 
Bill  a  good  one  ;  they  had  introduced  many  new  ideas 
and  improvements  -wihich  were  long  overdue.  He  would 
like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  officials  in  the  Home  Office 
with  v.'hom  they  had  been  working.  They  gave  every  help 
and  assistance,  and  were  always  at  their  service  He 
v/ould  ask  the  members  of  the  jPresentation  Committee  to 
accept  their  grateful  thaidis.  Congratulatory  speeches 
were  then  delivered  by  Mr.  S.  Gil>son.  J.P.,  Mr.  J.  E. 
O'Neill,  J.P.,  Dr.  Preston  (Dublin),  Dr.  S.  E.  Acheson, 
Mr.  Horatio  Todd,  and  Mr.  James  Guiler,  who  added, 
on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists,  that  they  always  realised 
that  Mr.  Storey  had  acted  fairly  and  straightly.

The  Superphosphate  Inquiry 

The  Board  of  Trade  Committee,  which  is  considering  the 
application  of  the  superphosphate  manufacturers  of  this 
country  for  an  import  duty  on  superphosphate  (C.  <L-  D., 
April  4,  11,  May  2,  16),  met  again  at  Old  Palace  Yard, 
on  Thursday,  May  14.  The  public  sitting  was  arranged 
for  mid-day,  but  the  whole  of  the  moniing  was  occupied 
in  hearing  evidence  in  camera  from  the  Belgian  firm 
whose  figures  have  been  quoted  by  the  applicants  as 
confirming  their  case  that  the  conditions  in  Belgium  are 
such  as  to  bring  into  play  all  the  instructions  to  the 
Committee  as  justifying  a  duty.  Consequently,  it  was 
2.30  p.m.  before  the  Press  and  the  public  were  admitted, 
and  the  sitting  lasted  a  matter  of  less  than  two  hours. 

Mr.  Ellis,  who'  appears  for  the  Farmers'  Union,  has 
been  very  silent  throughout,  and  has  more  than  once  in- 
dicated that  he  did  not  intend  to  call  witnesses.  His 
attitude,  however,  is  none  the  less  strong  on  that  account, 
and  in  particular  he  is  making  great  play  with  the  fact 
that  whereas  when  the  applicants  were  before  the  Board 
of  Trade  making  out  a  prima  facie  case  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee,  it  was  stated  that  the  number  of 
persons  employed  in  the  industry  was  16,500 — and  the 
number  of  people  employed  is  a  material  factor  in  induc- 
ing the  Beard  of  Trade  to  take  action — since  the  case  has 
been  opened  the  number  of  employees  has  been  reduced 
to  5,500,  a  really  material  difference.  Presumably  the 
Committee  has  this  matter  very  much  in  mind,  for  when 
the  proceedings  opened  on  May  14  the  chairman  imme- 
diately stated,  evidently  as  the  result  of  some  recent  dis- 
cussion by  the  Committee,  that  every  opportunity  would 
be  offered  the  applicants  to  explain  this  very  great 
discrepancy. 

The  question  as  to  what  extent  the  conditions  in  foreign 
countries,  by  reason  of  the  depreciated  exchange  and 
otherwise,  constitute  an  export  bounty  against  British 
manufacturers  is  a  vital  one  to  which  the  Committees 
are  directed  to  pay  special  attention,  and  it  is  not  vei'y 
clear  yet  whether  the  Board  of  Trade  has  laid  down  any 
standard  method  of  approaching  this  aspect  of  the  matter 
which  shows  signs  of  becoming  very  complicated,  involving 
considerations  of  internal  and  external  value  of  the  franc, 
for  instance,  the  extent  to  which  labour  is  cheaper  as  a 
result  of  the  same  cause,  and  what  items  in  manufacture 
shall  be  brought  into  consideration.  Thus  it  was  that  Sir 
Ca^isie  Holden,  who  delivered  the  final  speech  to  the 
Committee,  on  Monday,  May  18,  intimated  the  line  he 
proposes  to  take  on  the  question  of  the  export  bounty 
when  he  comes  finally  to  address  the  Committee.  His 
object  in  doing  this,  apparently,  was  to  lead  the  Com- 
mittee to  suggest  where  he  is  wrong  in  the  hypothesis  he 
adopts,  if  he  is  wrong.  "Whatever  the  object,  the  result 
was  a  complication  of  arithmetical  calculations,  which  left 
everybody — and  it  is  not  certain  Sir  Cassie  Holden  him- 
self was  not  in  the  same  condition — bewildered.  Poor 
Mr.  Ellis  was  so  taken  aback  by  it  all  that,  acting  u^j  to 
true  legal  tradition,  he  iplayed  for  safety  by  putting  it 
on  record  that  he  could  not  accept  the  point  of  view 
iput  forward,  and  candidly  confessed  that  he  did  so  for 
the  simple  reason  that  he  had  failed  utterly  to  follow 
the  complications  of  Sir  Cassie's  arithmetic.  As  a  result. 
Sir  Cassie  promised  to  let  Mr.  Ellis  have  a  simpler  work- 
ing out  of  the  calculations  so  that  he  could  be  advised 
upon  it,  and  could  address  the  Committee  with  regard 
to  it  later.  The  net  result,  however,  was  a  claim  by  the 
applicants  that  the  export  bounty  amounts  to  10s.  8^d. 
per  ton  in  the  case  of  Belgium  and  lis.  9d.  in  the  case 
of  France. 

Fabmees'  Opposition 

Mr.  Ellis  then  addressed  the  Committee  on  his  general 
case,  apart  from  the  export  bounty  question,  o_n  behalf 
of  the  Farmers'  Union  of  Great  Britain,  the  Scottish 
Farmers'  Union  and  the  Ulster  Farmers'  Union,  and  asked 
the  Committee  not  to  precede  to.  the  request  of  the  manu- 
facturers for  a  prohibitive  duty  on  important  superphos- 
phates for  the  simple  reason  that  the  agricultural  indufstry 
could   not  possibly  shoulder  the  fuilher  burden  of  at 


least  10s.  per  ton  on  superphosphate,  which  the  applicants 
themselves  had  stated  would  have  to  be  made.  Here 
were  two  depressed  industries,one  employing  a  million  men 
—agriculture — and  the  other  employing  5,500  men — super- 
phosphate manufacture — and  the  one  employing  the  smaller 
number  of  men  was  asking  that  the  other  should  be  still 
further  burdened  with  increased  costs  in  order  to  gain 
relief  itself.  The  result,  if  the  Committee  recommended 
the  duty  and  it  was  applied,  would  be  to  throw  many 
men  out  of  employment  in  agriculture  because  farmers 
would  reduce  the  acreage  of  arable  land.  It  had  been 
said  that  the  superphosphate  industry  is  necessary  in 
time  of  national  emergency  in  ordei-  to  maintain  the 
manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid,  but  it  wo^uld  be  little  use 
having  a  plentiful  supply  of  sulphuric  acid  and  no  home- 
grown food  !  Again,  it  had  been  stated  that  if  the  duty 
were  not  imposed^  the  British  superphosphate  industiy 
would  cease  to  exist,  and  that  British  farmers  would  be 
at  the  mercy  of  foreign  importers..  The  farmers  had  care- 
fully considered  this  matter,  and  he  was  instructed  to  say 
deliberately  that  they  would  rather  run  that  risk  than  to 
have  the  certainty  of  additional  burdens  imposed  upon 
them  to  the  extent  of  something  approaching  £500,000  per 
annum. 

The  Committee  adjourned  until  Monday,  jMay  18,  when 
the 

Inquiry  was  Concluded 

Mr.  Robinson  Waterfall,  managing  director  of  a 
Bristol  firm  of  manure  manufacturers,  said  that  with 
regard  to  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  industry 
as  a  whole  he  regarded  tlie  figure  of  5,500  as  reasonable, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  meet  of  the 
factories  in  the  country  were  only  working  at  half 
capacity,  or  possibly  less,  when  full  efficiency  could  not 
be  expected. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Gill,  of  the  Farmers'  Union,  criticised 
the  methods  of  the  applicants  and  the  figures  they  had 
quoted  in  support  of  their  case. 

Sir  Cassih  Holden,  summing  up  for  the  applicants, 
submitted  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  the 
industry  was  not  carried  on  with  reasonable  efficiency, 
while  figures  showed  thait  the  foreign  manufacturer  did 
have  an  advantage  by  reason  of  the  depreciated  exchange. 
The  applicants  asked  for  a  prohibitive  duty  of  £1  a 
ton  on  all  imported  superphosphate,  and  that  tlie  price 
of  the  home-produced  article  shculd  be  increased  by 
10s.  a  ton  and  the  price  controlled  thereafter  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  or  some  other  responsible  official. 


Gas  Mantles  Inquiry 

The  Board  of  Trade  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  application  of  the  Incandescent  Mantle  Manufacturers' 
Association  for  a  duty  to  be  imposed  upon  imported  gas 
mantles  held  its  first  sitting  in  London,  on  Monday, 
May  18.  The  Committee  consists  of  Sir  Frederick  Mills, 
Bart.,  Sir  John  Barran,  Bart.,  and  Mr.  J.  Arthur  Aiton, 
the  latter  two  having  already  served  on  previous  Com- 
mittees under  the  1921  Act.  The  opposition  is  by  the  gas 
mantle  importers  who  are  members  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  On  the  last  occasion  when  an  application 
was  made  under  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act  of 

1921,  there  was  also  opposition  by  the  National  Gas 
Council,  but  on  this  occasion,  although  this  body  does  not 
appear  at  the  inquiry,  they  are,  so  far  from  opposing, 
willing  to  give  the  Committee  information  in  favour  of  the 
applicants,  in  so  far  as  statistics  relating  to  the  gas 
industry  will  have  this  effect. 

With  regard  to  the  previous  inquiry  under  the  1921  Act, 
it  may  be  stated  that  the  Committee  in  that  case  recom- 
mended a  duty  which  became  operative  on  November, 

1922,  and  continued  until  August,  1924.  It  appears,  how- 
ever, that  it  was  in  the  middle  of  a  lighting  season  that 
the  duty  was  first  imposed,  and  this  fact,  coupled  with  the 
continued  fall,  about  that  time,  of  the  German  mark,- 
did  not  allow  the  duty  to  benefit  the  British  manufacturer 
immediately.  Indeed,  for  a  while,  the  German  costs  of 
production  were  able  to  be  kept  down  to  such  a  level 
that  even  when  the  small  duty  of  33s  per  cent,  was  added, 
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mantles  were  still  imp0rted  here  below  the  profitable  cost 
of  production  of  British  makers. 

Mb.  J.  P.  H.  SoPEE  (managing  director  of  Monarch 
Mantles,  Ltd),  was  first  examined  on  behalf  of  the  appli- 
cants, and  indicated  the  general  lines  on  which  the  case 
will  be  conducted.  In  mam  essentials,  oi  course,  they  are 
similar  to  those  put  forward  in  1922,  with  the  added  advan- 
tage, of  the  experience  under  the  duty  then  imposed.  As 
is  usual  in  all  these  inquiries,  the  applicants,  having  made- 
out  a  prima  facie  case  to  the  Board  of  Trade — without 
which  they  would  not  get  a  Committee  appointed — have  to 
satisfy  the  Committee  on  a  number  of  specific  points  as 
laid  down  in  instructions  to  them,  by  way  of  terms  _  of 
reference,  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  without  referring 
to  each  of  these  matters  in  detail,  mention  will  be  made 
of  the  principal  points  brought  out  by  Mr.  Soper,  whose 
evidence,  by  the  waj',  was  not  completed  when  the  Com- 
mittee, which  did  not  sit  until  3.30  p.m.,  adjourned  until 
Friday,  May  22.  In  the  spring  of  1922  (said  Mr.  Soper), 
the  association  complained  of  the  competition  of  foreign 
mantles  at  prices  below  the  profitable  cost  of  production 
of  similar  goods  in  the  British  factories,  and  a  Committee 
was  appointed  to  investigate  the  complaint  so  far  as  it 
related  to  German  competition.  As  a  resiilt  a  duty  of  333 
per  cent,  was  imposed  upon  all  materials  imported  into 
this  country  from  German)'.  The  duty  came  into  operation 
on  October  8,  1922,  and  it  lapsed  on  August  19,  1924.  The 
essential  ingredient  of  the  gas  mantle  continued  the  wit- 
ness, was  nitrate  of  thorium,  from  wnich  its  illuminating 
property  was  derived.  Nitrate  of  thorium  was  a  product 
extraoted  from  monazite  sand,  large  deposits  of  which  were 
found  at  Travancore,  in  Southern  India,  and  in  Brazil. 
As  these  deposits  were  discovered  the  German  chemical 
manufacturers  and  the  German  mantle  manufacturers, 
working  in  concert,  obtained  control  of  these  supplies ;  p.nd 
the  British  manufacturers  became  dependent  on  Germany 
for  them.  They  were  also  subjected  to  foreign  competi- 
tion in  the  form  of  dumping  of  the  finished  materials.  It 
had  only  been  since  the  Travancore  deposit  was  freed 
from  German  control  by  the  India  Office  and  the  Board 
of  Trade  that  the  manufacture  of  nitrate  of  thprium,  and 
other  materials,  was  established  in  this  country,  and  that 
the  British  manufacturers  had  been  placed  in  a  position 
to  enter  into  competition. 

German  Mantle  Imports 

After  the  lapse  of  the  duty  the  imports  from  Germany 
for  the  last  quarter  of  1924  was  42,629  gross,  representing 
27.91  per  cent,  of  the  trade.  The  duty  was  taken  off  at  a 
time  when  it  was  beginning  to  show  a  material  benefit  to 
British  manufacturers.  Now  that  they  were  being  under- 
sold, and  in  order  to  maintain  their  business  and  keep 
employment  up  to  a  certain  level,  they  had  been  com- 
pelled to  offer  mantles  at  prices  below,  or  barely  covering, 
the  actual  costs  of  manufacture.  They  were  finding  it 
very  difficult  to  book  orders,  and  unless  an  improvement 
was  shown  in  forward  booking  he  believed  more  short 
time  would  have  to  be  worked  this  summer  than  in  any 
other  year;  and  th«  staffs  of  workers,  of  whom  95  per 
cent,  were  women,  would  have  to  be  materially  reduced. 
In  the  last  quarter  of  1924  employment  was  lower  than  it 
had  e\er  been  in  any  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding 
four  years.  Asked  ais  to  a  suggestion  that  has  been  made 
at  some  time  by  somebody  that  the  gas  mantle  industry  is 
a  dying  one,  Mr.  Soper  pointed  to  the  increasing  number 
of  mantles  being  made,  and.  denying  that  the  industry 
is  dying,  apologised  for  it  taking  bo  long  about  it. 

Another  statement  made  was  that  although  foreign  ^as 
mantles  are  coming  into  this  country  at  extremely  low 
prices,  the  charge  to  the  consumer  is  so  regulated  that  he 
does  not  get  the  benefit  to  any  great  extent.  The  differ- 
ence, said  Mr.  Soiper,  is  probably  not  entirely  taken  by 
the  wholesaler,  but  is  divided  between  the  shopkeeper's 
and  intermediate  agefts. 

The  inquiry  will  be  resumed  on  Friday,  Mav  22.

Opium  Convenitons 

Mr.  Dalton  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  on  May  13,  whether  any  States  have  yet  ratified 
the  Opium  Conventions  recently  signed  at  Geneva;  and 
when  His  Majesty's  Government  propose  to  take  this 
step  ? 

Mr.  G.  Locker-Lampson,  who  replied,  said  the  Con- 
vention concluded  by  the  Second  Conference  remains 
open  for  signature  until  September  30  and  cannot,  he 
"was  advised,  be  ratified  until  after  that  date.  As  regards 
the  agreement  concluded  by  the  First  Conference,  he 
was  informed  that  no  State  has  yet  ratified  it.  The 
Government  hope  to  do  so  at  an  early  date,  but  it  is 
necessary  first  to  consult  certain  of  our  Protectorates. 

Antipyeine  on  the  "Danger  List" 

Colonel  Day  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on  May  15, 
whether  he  is  aware  of  the  increasing  pra.ctice  by 
manufacturers  of  cheap  headache  powders  of  using  anti- 
,pyrine,  a  poisonous  drug;  and  whether  he  is  prepared  to 
have  this  drug  placed  upon  the  danger  list  so  as  to 
prevent  its  improper  use  ? 

Mr.  N.  Chamberlain  replied  that  he  is  infonned  that 
antipyrine  is  an  ingredient  in  certain  proprietary  head- 
ache powders,  but  he  had  no  information  indicating  that 
its  use  is  increasing.  As  regards  the  last  part  of  the 
question,  the  member  "was  referred  to  the  reply  to  a 
similar  question  in  regard  to  acetanilide.  (C.  cO  D., 
May  16,  p.  712.) 

Sheep  Dip 

Mr.  Macquisten  asked  the  Secretary  for  Scotland,  cm 
May  19,  whether  he  is  aware  that  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act  the  exception  in  regard  to  sheep  dip  was  recently 
annulled,  and  that  in  respect  thereof  farmers  resident  in 
remote  sheep  farms,  and  especially  in  the  Highlands,  are 
unable  to  get  to  Glasgow,  Berkhamsted,  Manchester, 
or  other  places  where  sheep  dips  are  manufactured,  to 
sign  the  poisons  register  ;  and,  as  a  result  of  this  regula- 
tion it  would  be  impossible  for  farmers  to  dip  the  sheep 
in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  sheep  scab,  will  he  take  steps 
to  forthwith  have  the  exception  in  the  above  Act  of 
sheep  dip  restored,  with  the  free  sale  thereof  ? 

Sir  J.  Gilmour  :  I  am  informed  that  the  position  in 
regard  to  sheep  dip  has  been  modified  by  an  alteration 
in  the  Schedule  of  Poisons  recently  approved  by  the 
Privy  Council.  Representations  as  to  the  effect  of  this 
modification  have  been  made  by  agricultural  interests, 
and  I  understand  that  they  are  being  considered  by  the 
Privy  Council  Office. 

Cash-on-Deliveey  Postal  System 
Viscount  Wolmer  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on 
May  18,  that  the  cash-on-delivery  system  is  in  operation 
in  the  internal  service  of  Australia,  Canada,  tJie  Irish 
Free  State,  India  and  Ceylon,  and  of  30  foreign  postal 
administrations,  including  nearly  all  the  principal  Euro- 
pean countries  and  the  United-  States.  It  cannot  be 
stated  when  the  service  was  introduced  in  each  case,  but 
in  some  countries  it  has  been  in  operation  for  very 
many  years.  In  Australia  it  dates  back  to  1914  or  pos- 
sibly earlier,  w'hile  in  Canada  it  was  introduced  ais 
recently  as  1922.  "Tlie  fees  charged  for  the  collection  of 
the  money  vary  considerably ;  for  instance,  in  Denmark 
the  fee  ranges  from  30  ore  (*2id. )  for  collecting  25  kroner 
(18s.  7id.)  to  75  ore  (e^d.)  for  collecting  1.000  kroner 
(£37)  ;  whereas  the  minimum  fee  in  the  Irish  Free  State 
is  6d.  for  collecting  £1  and  the  maximum  2s.  5d.  for 
collecting  £20;  while  in  Australia  the  minimum  fee  is 
9d.  for  collecting  10s..  Is.  9d.  for  collecting  £3,  and  then 
3d.  for  each  £1.  In  Germany  the  minimum  fee  is  30 
•pfennig  (3|d.)  for  25  marks  (£1  5s.)  and  the  maximum 
1  m.  70  pf.  (Is.  Bkd.)  for  1.000  marks  (£49).  Reports 
which  have  been  received  from  certain  European  postal 
administrations  and  from  the  Australian  and  Canadian 
post  offices  state  that  the  service  has  been  of  consider- 
able benefit  to  the  community  at  large  and  is  held  to 
have  justified  its  introduction. 
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Prophietaey  Infani  Foods 

Mr.  Groves  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on  Jlay  19, 
whether  he  will  consider  the  possible  danger  to  infant 
life  ariising  from  the  sale  of  proprietary  infant  foods 
consisting  largely  of  starch  and  flour ;  and  whether  he 
will  introduce  regulations  governing,  the  sale  of  such 
foods,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  has  issued  instruc- 
tions controlling  the  sale  of  dried  milks  ? 

Sir  K.  Wood  :  My  right  hon.  friend  is  aware  that 
misleading  claims  are  sometimes  made  as  to  the  value 
of  infants'  foods,  consisting  largely  of  starch,  but  he  is 
not  satisfied  on  the  information  at  present  before  him 
that  there  is  sufficient  evidence  of  danger  arising  to 
public  health  to  justify  the  issue  of  regulations  at  the 
present  time. 

Patent  Medicines 

Colonel  Day  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on  May  19, 
whether  his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  dangers 
arising  from  the  unrestricted  sales  of  certain  patent 
medicines,  where  the  manufacturers  are  not  compelled  to 
state  the  composition  of  the  products  bearing  their 
labels ;  whether  he  proposes  to  take  any  action  in  the 
matter  to  further  protect  the  public ;  and  will  he  intro- 
duce legislation  to  compel  all  manufacturers  of  patent 
medicines  to  state  plainly  on  the  labels  of  medicines  sold 
the  ingredients  contained  in  them? 

Sir  K.  Wood  :  My  right  hon.  friend  fully  appreciates 
the  importance  in  the  interest  of  public  health  of  secur- 
ing some  statutory  regulation  of  the  conditions  under 
which  patent  medicines  are  advertised  and  sold,  but  in 
the  present  state  of  business  he  does  not  anticipate  that 
it  will  be  possible  to  introduce  legislation  on  this  subject 
during  the  present  session.

Three  years'  experience  at  Sheffield 
followed,  and  then  Mr.  MacKenzie  spent  five  yeaiis  with 
Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.,  at  their  pharmacy  at  North 
Bridge,  Edinburgh — a  shop  in  which  chloroform  had  first 
been  prepared  for  Professor  J.  Y.  Simpson  in  1847.  He 
commenced  business  on  bis  own  account  in  Edinburgh  in 
1863,  removing  to  Forrest  Road  in  1872.  (His  pharmacy 
was  illustrated  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  II,  1912, 
p.- 145;  and  a  portrait  of  its  proprietor  appeared  in  our 
volume  for  1917,  p.  782.)  Mr.  MacKenzie  always  kept 
the  practical  applications  of  pharmacy  to  the  fore  ;  he 
was  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  first,  to  introduce  an 
emulsion  of  cod-liver  oil,  and  in  the  early  'eighties  his 
preparation  had  an  extensive  sale.  A  many-sided  man, 
he  began  quite  early  in  his  career  the  literary  and 
archseological  studies  with  which  his  name  was  associated. 
In  1871  he  read  a  paper  before  the  North  British  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  under  the  title  "  Phar- 
macy in  Edinburgh  in  the  Olden  Time,"  evidencing  the 
habit  of  independent  research  that  characterises  the  true 
student.  Pharmaceutical  politics  attracted  him,  and  he 
made  many  effective  speeches  at  annual  meetings  in 
London  of  the  Society.  The  wider  interests  of  the  drug 
trade  as  a  whole  also  claimed  his  attention  ;  he  took  an 
active  part  in  the  formation  of  the  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' 'Trade  Association  in  1876,  served  on  its  executive 
committee,  and  was  the  first  Vice-President  of  the  Scottish 
branch.  In  1905  his  literary  researches  found  expression 
in  a  Life  of  Michael  Bruce,  the  young  schoolmaster-poet, 
who  died  in  1767  at  the  early  age  of  twenty-one  :  a  copy 
of  this  work  was  accepted  "by  His  Majesty  The  King. 
JSTearly  twenty  years  later  appeared  "  A  New  Life  and 
Vindication  of  Robert  Burns,"  which  was  briefly  re- 
viewed in  our  issue  of  April  25.  Mr.  MacKenzie  was  one 
of  the  speakers  at  last  year's  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Societv,  and  was  congratulated  by  Mr. 
E.  _T.  Neathercoat,  then  President  of  the  Society,  on 
having  been  behind  a  pharmacist's  counter  for  more  than 
seventy  years — a  remarkable  and  perhaps  unequalled 
record.

liooses  the  most  painful  of  poisons.  More  than  half  of 
16  suicides  recorded  in  the  report  of  the  Registrar- 
reneral  for  Scotland  which  you  referred  to  in  your  issue 
f  May  16,  p.  721,  were  due  to  corrosive  acids,  among 
'hich  lysol  held  a  bad  pre-eminence.  It  is  curious  that 
hat  cheerful  Scottish  poet,  Blair,  in  his  famous  lines  on 
uicide,  does  not  mention  poison  as  one  of  its  means. 
Whether  by  hemp  or  steel,"  he  says,  "  death's  thou- 
]  and  doors  stand  open."  Even  this  is  not  quite  true;  the 
oors  that  have  to  be  opened  by  hemp  or  eteel  cannot 
roperly  be  said  to  "  stand  open."  I  do  not  think  that 
nybody  who  has  seen  a  fatal  case  of  cai'bolic  poisoning 
as  I  have)  would  choose  lysol  as  a  key  to  death's  door, 
,nd  I  suppose  the  frequency  with  which  it  is  used  is  due 

0  the  fact  that  it  can  be  easily  procured. 

"he  Increase 

in  food  prices  is  at  once  an  effect  and  one 
)f  the  causes  of  the  increased  cost  of  living,  but  primarily 
t  is  an  effect  and  only  secondarily  a  cause.  Income-tax, 
t  is  true,  cannot  be  directly  passed  on  to  the  consumer, 
IS,  for  example,  an  excise  duty  can ;  but  when  the  re- 
ailer  (or,  for  the  matter  of  that,  the  wholesaler)  finds 
lis  income-tax,  his  rates,  his  rent,  the  cost  of  transit  of 
foods,  of  labour,  of  the  education  of  his  children,  in 
ine,  every  item  of  his  expenditure,  increased,  he 
laturally,  not  to  say  necessarily,  increases  his  own  prices 
io  as  to  meet  the  increased  demand  made  upon  him.  It 
s  not  fair  to  blame  .  the  tradesman  for  taking  part  in 

1  universal  movement.  He  cannot  help  it.  Every  kind 
)f  tradesman  suffers  fiom  increased  prices  in  other  trades; 
the  grocer  pays  more  for  his  clothes,  the  clothier  for  his 
groceries.  It  must  be  remembered,  too,  chat  prices  cannot 
be  regulated  with  the  same  nicety  as  rates  and  taxes  and 
most  items  of  oncost.  An  increase  of  fourpence  in  the 
pound  in  the  duty  on  tobacco,  for  instance,  means  either 
I  loss  of  profit  to  the  dealer  in  the  cheaper  kinds  or  an 
lincrease  of  a  halfpenny  per  ounce  {double  the  increase 
in  the  duty)  in  the  retail  price.  And  so  with  other  in- 
creases. Oncost  cannot  all  be  recovered  on  one  item  or 
.species  of  goods ;  it  has  to  be  distributed  among  all, 
usually  to  the  same  effect  as  that  noted  in  the  case  of 
tobacco  duty.  Thus  it  comes  about  that  the  tradesman, 
and  especially  the  retailer,  seems  to  increase  his  prices 
out  of  proportion  with  what  he  has  to  bear  in  the  way 
of  increased  cost. 

The  Manchester  Branch 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has, 
I  am  glad  to  see,  passed,  with  only  one  dissentient,  a 
resolution  embodying  my  suggestion,  that  an  arrangement 
should  be  attempted  with  those  chemical  societies  whose 
members  covet  the  right  to  style  themselves  chemists,  by 
which,  in  return  for  the  surrender  of  our  exclusive  legal 
right  thereto,  their  support  of  a  Bill  for  extending  the  title 
"pharmaceutical  chemist"  to  all  registered  persons,  and 
securing  it  to  them  in  perpetuity,  might  be  obtained. 
That  they  will  sooner  or  later  attempt  in  Parliament  to 
deprive  us  of  the  exclusive  right  we  now  possess  is  cer- 
tain, and  our  ability  to  retain  it  by  no  means  so.  An 
agreement  of  the  kind  suggested  would  secure  us  all 
^^'e  really  want  as  regards  title,  and  the  opportunity 
afforded  by  such  a  Bill  as  would  be  required  migiit  be 
taken  to  secure  other  desired  reforms  without  opposition. 

It  is  Perhaps  Worth  Noting 

as  an  instance  of  the  Council's 
respect  for  the  Charter  that  the  change  in  the  ti  ne  of 
the  general  meeting  and  in  the  mode  of  conducting  the 
election  makes  it  impossible  to  carry  out  the  provision 
that  members  of  the  Council  shall 'be  elected  at  that 
meeting.  So  long  as  voting  papers  could  be  handed  in 
at  the  meeting,  and  the  issue  was  therefore  not  decided 


till  it  had  actually  assembled,  it  might,  by  straining  a 
point,  be  held  that  the  provision  was  virtually  adhered 
to;  but  even  that  is  not  possible  when  the  election  is 
completed  three  hours  before  the  meeting  begins.  It 
is  not  a  matter  of  any  importance,  except  as  showing 
that  in  practice  the  Council  is  not  so  tied  and  bound  by 
the  Charter  as  it  sometimes  jjretends  to  be.  It  is,  how- 
ever, convenient  upon  occasion  ta  make  the  Charter  play 
the  part  of  "  my  partner,  Mr.  Joskins,"  to  the  Council's 
Mr.  Spenlow. 

Your  Correspondent 

"  Inspection  for  all  "  makes  out  a 
better  case  for  taking'  dispensing  out  of  the  doctor's  hands 
than  for  putting  him  on  the  same  level  as  ourselves  in 
this  respect,  which  is  not  practicable,  nor,  to  take  what 
is  perliaps  a  cynical  view  of  it,  altogether  desirable  in 
our  own  interest.  The  doctor  ought,  indeed,  to  be  com- 
pelled to  employ  a  legally  qualified  dispenser,  and  to 
use  the  same  precautions  as  we  to  avoid  accidental  poison- 
ing ;  but  beyond  this  I  do  not  see  what  can  be  done.  The 
question  of  weights  and  measures  is  irrelevant,  since  it 
affects  dispensing  only  when  the  latter  is  construed  as  a 
sale,  and  the  doctor  does  not  sell  his  medicines.  Even 
if  it  were  ruled  that  he  does,  and  it  were  shown  that  he 
had  supplied  a  different  quantity  from  the  one  named  in 
his  prescription  (which  would  be  difficult),  he  would 
have  the  defence  of  Hood's  practitioner.  "  Oh  yes," 
said  the  doctor,  "  I  meant  it  for  that."  It  could 
not  well  be  proved  that  he  had  either  defeated  his  own 
intention  or  defrauded  his  patient.  So,  too,  as  regards  the 
purity  of  his  drugs.  Our  own  drugs  are  not  "  inspected  " 
until  they  are  sold,  and  tlien  only  to  see  whether  they 
are  of  the  kind  and  quality  demanded.  Who  makes  the 
demand  on  the  doctor,  unless  it  is  himself  ?  It  is  a 
crying  shame  that  doctors  should  be  able,  as  they  are, 
to  supply  inferior  or  deteriorated  drugs  without  check, 
but  the  only  practicable  remedy  is  to  transfer  all  dis- 
pensing to  those  who  are  at  once  qualified  and  liable  to 
prosecution  for  fraud  or  error. 

The  Resolutions 

condemnatory  of  the  working  of  the  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act,  which  were  passed  at  the 
meeting  of  chemical  and  dyestuff  merchants  in  Man- 
chester (C.  <£•  D.,  May  16,  p.  722),  confusedly  as  they  are 
worded,  nevertheless  give  unmistakable  voice  to  real  and 
serious  grievances.  The  second  of  the  two,  though  I  con- 
fess I  do  not  understand  what  is  meant  by  its  final 
clause,  is  a  strong  condemnation  of  the  Dyestuffs  (Import 
Regulation)  1920,  itself,  and  the  other,  though  ostensibly 
aimed  only  at  the  administration  of  the  Key  Industries 
Section  of  the  Act  of  1921,  amounts  in  effect  to  an 
almost  equally  strong  condemnation  of  the  Act  itself,  for 
an  Act  capable  of  being  administered  in  a  manner  so 
prejudicial  "  to  the  general  trade  of  the  country  "  can- 
not but  be  a  bad  one.  These  resolutions  are  not  political 
in  origin  or  intention,  but  simply  the  protests  of  practical 
business  men  against  the  interference  of  unpractical 
politicians  and  ignorant  officials  with  the  vital  interests 
of  trade  and  commerce. 

Cha^jacter- giving 

is  what  in  the  North  is  called  a  "  tickle  " 
business,  and  I  have  rarely,  if  ever,  received  a  character 
with  any  assistant  that  was  worth  the  paper  on  which 
it  was  written.  As  a  rule  they  are  much  too  laudatory, 
or  they  omit  to  state  just  what  it  most  behoves  an  em- 
ployer to  know.  I  must  confess,  too,  that  I  have  some- 
times strained  a  point  a  little  in  an  assistant's  favour 
when  giving  a  character  myself.  I  should  pay  more 
regard  to  the  length  of  service  in  his  last  or  previous 
situations  than  to  any  statement  of  a  man's  qualifications, 
and  where  that  is  satisfactory  no  "  character  "  is_.  as  a 
rule,  needed.  I  have  sometimes  wondered  why  assistants 
do  not  require  a  "  character  "  of  the  employer  to  whom 
they  engage  tliemselves.  I  was  once  saved  from  a  really 
disastrous  engagement  abroad  by  having  asked  for  a 
reference.  There  is  not  so  much  risk  in  engagements  at 
home,  but  it  is  sometimes  sufficiently  serious-

Editorial  Articles 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Election 

The  Council  election  of  tlie.  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  for  1925  gave  every  promise  of  being  an 
interesting    contest,    but     the    number   of  candidates 
dwindled  before  the  need  for  an  inteneive  campaign.  The 
election  shows  plainly  how  much  the  method  of  haphazard 
choice  of  candidate  and  consequent  expense  is  out  of 
date ;  11,244   papers  were    issued    and  5,231  returneci, 
leaving  a  balance  of  6,013  members  uninterested  in  the 
result.      A  feature  ot  the  election  campaign  was  the 
importation  of  political  tactics,  but  there  is  no  evidence 
that  the  expressions  "socialists"  and  "communists" 
helped  t!ie  group  that  used  them.      Then  at  times  'it 
appei^red  that  Mr.  Skinner,  to  whom  the  members  ewe 
effect iva  opposition  on  the  Council,  had  attracted  the  fire 
of  those  who  wished  to  make  a  scapegoat  of  someone. 
The  election  was,    however,   without   doubt  fought  on 
the  question  of  the  new  by-laws  and  regulations,  which 
are  not  likely  to  be  changed  unless  the  Privy  Council 
insists  upon  it  as  a  result  of  appeals  that  have  been  made 
to  them.    The  branch  system  instituted  scarcely  seems 
to  be  effective,  judging  by  the  results  of  the  two  elections 
held  during  its  existence,  while  the  prohibitive  cost  of 
fighting  a  seat  with  an  electorate  of  over  10,000  makes 
the  ijoeition  of  a  councillor  a  costly  affair.     While  the 
charter  may  prevent  change,  it  is  obvious  that  the  real 
cause  of  trouble  is  the  limitation  imposed  by  the  1898 
Act.    Any  improvement  in   the   method   means  parha- 
nientary  action,  and  there  are  few  venturous  enough  to 
risk  the  consequences  of  such  procedure.    An  examination 
of  the  election  details  serves  to  confirm  the  impression  that 
the  vote,  would  be  a  aom23licated  one.    The  three  new 
men  did  remarkably  well  with  a  score  of  2,237  for  the 
last  candidate.  Tnat  there  was  strong  feeling  throughout 
the  country  was  clear  from  the  fact  that  new  men,  with 
but  little  propaganda,  got  such  a  large  number  of  votes. 
One  of  the  old  members,  Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd,  who  had 
emphasised  the  nationality  plea  rather  too  much,  lost  his 
seat  to  Mr.  Beardsley,  a  new  man.    Wales  thus  loses  its 
only  representative.    One  gratifying  feature  of  the  elec- 
tion ie  that  Messrs.  Skinner  and  Marns,  the  London 
progressives,  polled  so  well  as  to  be  two  and  three  in 
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the  list,  the  latter  a  tie  with  an  ex-President.  The 
rote  of  the  ex-Seivice  men  was  probably  the  cause  of 
Mr.  Peck  being  at  the  top  of  the  poll  with  235  votes  to 
spare.  It  may  be  quite  frankly  admitted  that  the  election 
showed  a  condemnation  of  the  rush  policy  of  the  Council, 
but  the  feehng  against  them  was  insufficiently  marked 
to  prove  disastrous  to  more  than  one  of  the  old  members. 

Dispensing  Industrial  Methylated  Spirits 

In  the  C.  &  D.,  April  18,  we  were  able  to  pubff'sh  an 
official  communication  from  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  which  definitely  conceded  to  retail  chemists 
the  right  to  sell  preparations  purchased  from  wholesale 
houses  made  with  industrial  methylated  spirits.  This 
concession,  valuable  ais  it  is,  appears  to  us  to  be  only  a 
partial,  if  frank,  recognition  of  the  change  which  has 
taken  place  in  our  social  and  industrial  order  of  things 
since  the  original  regulations  governing  the  manufacture, 
sale  and  use  of  industrial  spirits  were  issued.  The  Finance 
Act  of  1902,  which  first  provided  for  the  use  of^  pure 
spirits  duty  free  for  industrial  purposes  in  cases  in  which 
it  could  be  shown  that  ordinary  methylated  spirits  would 
be  unsuitable  or  detrimental,  merely  embodied  a  revised 
expression  of  the  principle  of  the  earlier  Acts  dealing 
with  methylated  (spirits,  that  the  use  of  spirits  duty  free 
should  be  allowed  where  this  could  be  done  without 
risk  of  loss  to  the  revenue.  The  loss  contemplated  was, 
of  course,  that  which  would  arise  if  the  duty-free  spirits 
were  to  take  the  place  of  duty-paid  spirits  for  beverage 
purposes.  Viewed  from  the  point  of  view  of  revenue 
security,  the  regulations  for  the  use  of  methylated  sjoirits 
have,  on  the  whole,  proved  eminently  satisfactory.  It 
is  true  that  public  opinion  has  been  recently  somewhat 
alarmed  by  reports  of  cases  of  methylr.ted  spiritis  tippling. 
For  these  there  has  evidently  been  some  justification; 
but,  as  we  have  more  than  once  said,  it  is  a  question 
whether  the  proper  remedy  for  this  abuse,  so  far  as  it 
exists,  would  not  bo  to  lower  the  rate  of  duty  on 
beverage  spirits,  rather  than  impose  further  restrictions 
on  the  use  ot  duty-fr^^€  spirits  in  industry,  and  thereby 
inevitably  hamper  trade.  Unfoi-tunately,  those  who  have 
undertaken  to  find  the  remedy  have  adopted,  though  in  a 
confused  and  partial  way,  the  idea  that  restrictions  ought 
to  be  increased.  One  effect  of  this  policy  has  been  to 
make  ordinary  methylated  spirits  quite  unsuited  for  some 
of  the  purposes  for  which  they  had  hitherto  been  avail- 
able, and,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  to  enlarge  •  the 
category  of  cases  in  which,  in  the  words  of  the  Act  of 
1902,  "  it  could  be  shown  that  ordinary  methylated 
spirits  would  be  unsuitable  or  d-etrimental."  This  is  the 
position  which  we  hope  the  Commissioners  will  now 
courageously  recognise.  Methylated  spirits  containing 
pyridine  or  a  colouring  agent  are  quite  unsuited  for  a 
number  of  purposes,  some  of  them  of  extreme  importance 
from  the  point  of  view  of  public  health,  while  under  the 
present  regulations  the  industrial  spirits  which  might 
take  their  place  are  not  available.  We  refer  in  particular 
to  sick-room  lotions  and  antiseptics.  We  would  there- 
fore urge  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  use  of 
industrial  spirits  for  purposes  such  as  those  we  have 
indicated.  Tlier-e  seems  no  difficulty  in  the  way  of 
devising  regulations  which  would  safeguard  the  revenue 
while  allowing  this  use.  A  chemist  and  druggist  who 
takes  out  a  methylated  spirit  retailer's  licence  may  now 
supply,  under  stated  revenue  safeguards,  mineralised 
methylated  spirits  to  his  customers.  What  obstacle  can 
there  be  in  principle  to  allowing  him  to  supply  the 
industrial  variety  ?  Surely,  if  a  medical  man  or  even  a 
veterinary  surgeon  or  a  dentist  finds  that  lie  must  have 
industrial  methylated  spirits  for  use  in  his  profession  he 
ought  not  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  complying  with 


all  the  elaborate  formalities  which  must  at  present  be 
gone  through  before  industrial  spirits  can  be  obtained. 
He  ought  to  be  able  to  get  it  on  application  to  the 
chemist  and  druggist  from  whom  he  obtains  so  many 
of  the  other  requisites  for  his  professional  work.  And 
here  it  may  be  of  interest  to  point  out  that  in  every 
instance  that  has  come  to  our  knowledge  of  the  wrongful 
use  of  methylated  spirits  for  beverage  purposes  during 
the  recent  Press  scare  on  the  subject,  the  type  of  spirits 
used  has  been  the  mineralised,  not  the  industrial  variety. 
A  concession  of  this  kind  to  chemists  and  druggists 
would,  of  course,  if  it  were  not  to  be  merely  illusory, 
have  to  take  account  of  the  fact  that  the  great  bulk 
of  these  are  retailers  and  not  wholesale  dealers,  and 
the  minimum  quantities  which  they  might  be  allowed  to 
buy  and  sell  should  be  fixed  accordingly. 

The  Mercury  Market 

A  SOMEWHAT  uncertain  feeling  has  characterised  the 
market  for  quicksilver  of  late,  but  in  spite  of  the  more 
liberal  quantities  held  on  this  side  a  survey  of  the 
present  position  and  prospects  would  suggest  that  the 
outlook  is  tolerably  healthy.  At  the  same  time,  a  price 
of  anything  over  £13  per  bottle  is  still  abnormally  high. 
As  suggested  in  our  Trade  Report  some  time  ago,  and 
since  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns,  there 
was  a  very  large  increase  in  our  imports  of  mercury 
during  April,  the  total  representing  5,901  bottles,  against 
only  2,350  bottles  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  year. 
Duiing  the  first  quartei'  of  the  year  the  market  was 
dominated  by  a  scarcity  of  spot  supplies,  which,  inci- 
dental to  a  continued  demand,  caused  the  price  to 
advance  to  about  £14  10s.  per  bottle  in  the  latter  part 
of  March.  Within  the  finst  week  in  April  the  market 
showed  remarkable  resistance,  but  under  the  influence  of 
advices  that  important  consignments  were  coming, 
chiefly  from  Spain,  the  price  sagged  slowly  down  to 
about  £13  10s.,  with  quite  a  listless  demand,  and 
rumours  that  certain  dealers  were  quietly  cutting  prices 
to  well  below  the  usual  market  quotations.  These 
rumours  were  possibly  exaggerated,  although  there 
was  evidently  a  desire  to  push  resales  somewhat 
against  the  important  quantities  that  were  purchased 
from  the  Spanish  mines.  With  the  chief  consuming 
markets  extremely  bare  of  stock,  the  Almaden  mines 
were  able  to  sell  very  extensively  towards  the  second 
half  of  February  at  the  reported  comparatively  good 
price  of  £12,  free  on  rail  Almadenejos,  when  the  London 
spot  price  stood  at  £12  5s.  The  whole  of  the  sales 
effected  at  about  that  time  represented  as  much  as 
17,500  bottles,  of  which  about  ten  thousand  bottles  were 
booked  for  London  houses,  five  thousand  bottles  for  a 
prominent  German  firm,  and  the  remainder  for  the 
United  States.  The  Spanish  surplus  at  that  time  at 
any  rate  was  disposed  of,  and  so  far  as  can  be  gathered 
the  Spanisli  mines  have  since  been  quoting  terms  against 
individual  inquiries  more  or  less  in  sympathy  with  the 
trend  of  the  chief  world  markets,  instead  of  issuing  an 
official  quotation  from  time  to  time  through  the  Press, 
either  for  export  or  for  domestic  consumption,  as  was 
customary.  There  has  thus  been  a  change  of  policy 
on  the  part  of  the  chief  Spanisli  producers  in  marketing 
their  product,  in  order  to  be  able  to  more  effectively 
meet  outside  competition.  The  adoption  of  such  a  policy 
was  doubtless  considered  wise,  as  it  should  tend  to  guard 
against  the  accumulation  of  large  stocks  and  the  posisi- 
bility  of  sudden  wide  and  rapid  fluctuations.  Leading 
dealers  or  merchants  in  this  country  and  abroad  have 
still  fairly  good  reserve  supplies  on  hand,  and  although 
the  market  lately  has  been  in  a  subdued  state,  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  usei-s  are  none  too  well  supplied, 
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and  will  have  to  buy  rather  more  freely  in  the  near 
future.  Late  last  week  the  undertone  became  a  little 
harder,  with  few  sellers  under  £13  15s.  per  bottle  on 
the  spot,  less  the  usual  discount.  So  far  as  the 
Spanish  and  the  Italian  mines  are  concerned,  they 
appear  to  be  healthily  situated,  and  firsthand  offers  are 
by  no  meanis  pressed  on  the  market.  It  is  perhaps  as 
well  to  bear  in  mind  that  t^ie  time  is  now  approaching 
when  actual  production  at  the  Almaden  mines  will  be 
practically  suspended  a.s  usual  for  the  summer  months, 
and  will  not  be  in  -full  swing  again  until  towards  the 
autumn;  so  that  there  is,  in  any  case,  but  little  fear  of 
any  important  accumulation  of  stocks  there  for  months 
to  come.  The  outlet  for  the  metal  in  Germany  for  some 
time  past  has  been  rather  more  satisfactory,  and  dealers 
there,  especially  at  Hamburg,  are  showing  more  interest, 
either  for  Spanish  or  Italian  supplies.  In  more  recent 
yeans  the  Spanish  production  has  varied  greatly.  After 
amounting  to  38,083  bottles  for  1922,  the  returns  fell 
for  1923  to  28,922  bottles,  but  very  little  information 
has  since  been  obtainable  from  the  progress  of  operation 
at  the  Almaden  mines.  The  substantial  deficit  in  the 
output  in  1923  was  partly  the  result  of  labour  troubles, 
apart  from  the  long  delay  experienced  in  establishing 
n2W  plant  for  more  economic  and  up-to-date  working. 
Since  the  beginning  of  September  last  year,  .there  is 
no  doubt  that  operations  have  been  going  on  very  satis- 
factorily. According  to  a  report  said  to  have  emanated 
from  an  official  source,  the  quantities  of  paying  ore  in 
sight  in  Spain  were  estimated  as  being  sufficient  to 
produce  approximately  one  million  bottles  of  mercui'y, 
although  estimates  made  by  engineers  not  connected  with 
the  Government  are  widely  divergent  regarding  ore 
reserves.  However,  under  the  present  more  efficient 
methods  of  working  the  output  is  susceptible  of  being 
increased  again  to  as  much  as.  it  ever  was.  The  Italian 
output  for  last  year  was  about  1,700  metric  tons,  against 
1,655  m.  tons  in  1923  and  1,541  m.  tons  in  1922.  Selling 
agents  closely  connected  with  the  Italian  mines  estimate 
that  the  production  of  the  latter  has  been  within  a 
year  or  so  past  at  the  rate  of  anything  between  50,000 
and  52,000  bottles  per  annum.  The  official  U.K.  returns 
of  imports  and  re-exports  converted  into  bottles  for  the 
four  months  to  the  end  of  April,  with  comparisons, 
make  the  following  interesting  showing  : —

Thus  it  is  to  be  noted  that,  thanks  to  the  very 
large  April  receipts  and  the  abnormally  small  re-exports, 
our  net  imports  for  that  month  were  5,666  bottles,  which 
effectively  remedied  spot  scarcity,  -but  the  net  imports 
for  the  four  montlis  only  represent  6,627  bottles,  which 
is  well  under  the  corresponding  fig"ures  for  the  same 
period  last  year.  Allowing  for  home  requirements  at  the 
rate  of  about  1,000  bottles  a  month,  or  4,000  bottles  for 
the  four  months,  the  available  stocks  at  the  end  of 
April,  including  a  certain  surplus  carried  from  last 
year,  were  presumably  only  about  moderate.  The 
American  production  for  1924  amounted  to  9,600  bottles, 
an  increase  on  the  year  of  1,663  bottles,  but  America  is 
of  course  still  dependent  to  a  good  extent  on  importa- 
tions to  complete  her  needs.  Just  as  we  close  for  press 
(Wednesday  night)  we  learn  from  an  authoritative  source 
that  advices  have  been  received  from  Madrid  to  the 
effect  that  the  Spanish  mines  have  "  cleared  out  their 
entire  stock  and  their  production  '  to  the  end  of  the 
campaign."  In  these  circumstances  Italy  has  refused 
to  quote,  saying  "  make  a  firm  offer."  The  position 
therefore  closes  potentially  stronger. 


Ancient  Healing  Rings

Much  interest  was  created  by  a  sale  of  curious  rin^s 
of  all  periods  and  countries  held  some  months  ago  at 
Sotheby's,  in  London.  The  collection  had  been  formed 
by  Lady  Grantley,  and  contained  no  fewer  than  1,500 
specimens.  There  were  Roman,  Egyptian  and  official 
rings  (many  mounted  with  intagli,  cameos  and  scarabs), 
love,  inarriage  and  memory  rings,  while  two  lots  came 
under  The  heading  of  "  Healing  and  Talismanic  Rings." 
The  catalogug  description  reads  as  follows  : — 

An  English  fifteenth-century  Plague  Ring,  a  plain  broad 
silver  band,  iesvs  nasahenvs  h  ave  maria  gbacia  plena, 
outlined  in  gold  in  two  lines;  from  the  S.  Fenton  collection- 
found  at  Mildenhall,  Suffolk;  very  rare.  \ 

A  rare  bronze  "  Toad  "  Healing  Ring,  and  three  others, 
probably  pla.guo  or  cramp  rings;  a  brass  and  horn  Ring, 
worn  to  guard  against  epilepsy ;  and  four  Talismanic  Rings, 
one  in  gold. 

The  former  sold  for  ,£21,  and  nine  rings  in  the  subse- 
quent lot  for  £8  5s.  Toad  stones  were  frequently 
extolled  by  early  medical  writers,  and  we  are  not  entirely  i 
emancipated  from  similar  ideas  to-day.  The  July  issue 
of  the  "  Connoisseur  "  contains  a  prize  competition 
essay,  by  Lady  Constance  Russell,  on  the  subject  of 
Dr.  Dee's  cabalistic  and  toad  stone  bracelet.  Dr.  Dee 
was  physician  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  the  famous 
relic  was  actually  worn  by  her  Majesty  as  a  cure  for 
rheumatism.  The  bracelet  is  now  in  Lady  Russell's 
possession.  In  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries 
these  toad  stones  were  eagerly  sought  for  by  kings  and 
persons  of  rank ;  one  of  the  supposed  virtues  was  to 
warn  wearers  of  the  proximity  of  poison,  by  perspiring 
or  changing  colour.  A  writer  under  the  name  of 
"  W.  W.  Philosophus,  student  in  celestial  sciences," 
published  his  "Occult  Physic"  in  1650.  He  says: 
"  Take  a  great  toad,  kill  him,  and  put  him  into  a  horse 
dunghill.  There  let  him  lie,  and  the  ants  will  consume 
the  flesh.  In  the  head  you  will  find  a  thing  like  a 
stone,  great  or  little,  the  which,  being  set  in  gold  and 
worn  about  a  man,  doth  give  him  warning  of  any 
mischief  or  ill  by  changing  colour  in  divers  manners."  I 
As  early  as  1579  Thomas  Lupton  called  these  so-called 
stones  Crepandina,  and  recommended  them  as  a  remedy 
for  stings  of  wasps  or  bites  of  venomous  beasts,  j 
Albertus  Alaski  states  that  a  figure  resembling  that  of 
a  toad  is  imprinted  on  the  stones  at  the  time  they  are 
taken  out  of  the  toad's  head.  Shakespeare,  never  at  a 
loss  for  an  appropriate  simile,  wrote  ; — 

"  Sweet  are  the  uses  of  adversity  , 

Whicli,  like  the  toad,  ugly  and  venomous, 

Wears  yet  a  precious  jewel  in  his  head."  | 

Lady  Russell's  essay  is  also  fascinating  for  the  way  in  I; 
which  she  traces  the  unbroken  pedigree  of  her  treasure  ! 
through  many  ages. 


Summer  Outings 

Visit  to  A.  and  F.  Pears 

A  PARTY  of  Portsmouth  pharmacists  and  their  wives, 
to  the  number  of  about  forty,  on  May  13  visited  the 
works  of  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.,  Isleworth.  Travelling 
to  town  by  an  early  train,  the  party  spent  the  morning 
on  a  sightseeing  expedition.  Later  the  tour  of  the 
works  was  chiefly  confined  to  the  transparent  and  milled 
soaps,  where  conductors  showed  and  explained  to  the 
visitors  saponification  of  fats  and  alcohol  recovery.  The 
hosts  provided  tea  and  a  few  felicitous  speeches  followed. 
Representatives  of  the  directorate- expressed  their  welcome, 
and  Messrs.  Atterbury  &  Bown,  President  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmacists'  Association,  voiced  the  thanks 
of  the  visitors. 


Cost  of  Living. — Official  figures  give  the  cost  of  living 
on  May  1  as  being  about  73  per  cent,  above  that  of 
Julj',  1914    compared  with  75  per  cent,  on  April  1. 
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The  change  in  the  hour  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Hinual  meeting,  from  noon  to  three  o'clock,  did  not, 
judging  from  the  attendance  on  Wednesday,  prove  ais 
popular  as  its  advocates  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1924 
lad  persuaded  theniiselves  and  others  to  expect.  At  any 
late,  the  number  of  members  present  appeared  to  be 
about  the  same  ais  that  of  last  year,  and  some  of  the 
most  regular  speakers  at  recent  gatherings  of  the  kind 
failed  to  put  in  an  appearance.  On  tlie  President's 
right  were  the  Vice-Preisident  and  treasurer ;  on  hiis 
left  were  the  Society's'  solicitor  (Mr.  W.  H.  Quarrell), 
the  resident  secretary  in  Scotland  (Mr.  J.  Rutherford 
Hill),  and  the  assistant  secretary  of  the  Society  (Mr. 
H.  N.  Lin-stead).  The  members  of  the  Council  present, 
in  addition  to  those  at  the  table,  were  (s.o  far  as  we 
could  ascertain)  Mr.  H.  Antcliife,  Mr.  T.  Guthrie, 
Mr.  T.  Hardy,  Mr.  F.  G.  Hines,  Mr.  A.  R. 
Keith,  Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd,  Mr.  H.  0.  Lloyd, 
Mr.  T.  Marns,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Mr. 
E.  T.  Neatherooat,  Mr.  L.  M.  Parry,  Mr.  E.  S. 
Peck,  IMr.  E.  H.  Simmons,  Mr.  H.  Skinner,  and  Mr. 
E,  White.  Among  the  audience  we  noticed  Mr.  G. 
Duncan  Bowie,  Mr.  A.  J.  Oliater,  Mr.  R.  Feaver 
Clarke,  Mr.  J.  Cofniau-Nicoreisti,  Mr.  J.  Downing,  Mr. 
J.  P.  EUerington,  Mr.  H.  Finnemore,  Mr.  H.  Wippell 
Gadd,  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish,  Mr.  J.  Ingham,  Mr. 
H.  J.  Kluge,  Mr.  Langford  Moore,  Mr.  Arthur  Mortimer, 
Mr.  C.  A.  Noble,  Mr.  R.  E.  Pratt,  Mr.  John  H.  Robin- 
son, Mr.  N.  H.  Schollar,-  Mr.  W.  M.  Tims,  and  Mr.  G.  A. 
Tocher. 

After  a  brief  tribute  to  the  late  Mr.  Jame^  MacKenzie, 
J. P.,  Edinburgh,  the  President  read,  clearly  and  with, 
emphasis,  a  speech  of  ratlier  greater  length  tlian  has 
been  usual  in  recent  years  :  it  was  punctuated  w'itli 
decorous  applause,  and  at  3.45  the  Vice-President  briefly 
seconded  the  adoption  of  the  annual  reportr  No  one 
rose  to  make  any  observations  upon  it ;  the  audience 
"looked  at  each  other  vvith  a  wild  surmise,"  and  the 
report  was  adopted.  The  way  was  thus  cleared  for  a 
motion  by  Mr.  W.  M.  Tims  (the  text  of  which  will 
be  found  in  the  full  report  below),  advocating  revision 
of  the  Charter.  This  was  discussed  with  entire  com- 
posure, and  incidentally  brought  to  light  a  new  humorist 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  S.  Lamplough  Scott.  Eventually 
the  motion  was  witlidrawn,  after  two  amendments  had 
been  lost,  in  favour  of  a  resolution  moved  by  the  Presi- 
dent; this  was  carried  witli  two  dissentients,  and  the 
meeting  ended  just  before  4.30. 


The  assistant  secretary  having  read  the  notice  con- 
vening the  meeting,  and  the  report  having  been  taken 
as  read,  the  President  said  that,  before  connnencing 
the  formal  business  of  the  meeting,  he  wished  to  refer 
to  the  death  of  Mr.  James  MacKenzie.  Edinburgh,  which 
occurred  on  Tuesday  of  last  week,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
eight.  It  was  not  uisual  to  refer  in  that"  way  to°  tl'ie 
death  of  a  member  of  the  Society,  but  he  thought  every- 
one would  agree  that  if  an  exception  were  to"  be  made 
it  should  be  in  tha  case  of  Mr.  MacKenzie,  who  had 
been  a  meniber  of  the  Society  for  fifty  years,  and 
was  the  senior  member  in  Scotland.  He"  had  been  a 
regular  and  constant  attender  at  the  Society's  meeting.?, 
and  was,  indeed,  at  Bloomsbury  Square  as  recently  "as 
the  end  of  last  month,  being  "then  apparently  iii  his 


usual  health.  It  would  be  the  wish  of  the  Council  that 
reference  should  be  made  at  their  ne-xt  meeting  to 
Mr.  MacKenzie'e  death,  and  a  resolution  of  sympathy 
passed,  but  he  (the  President)  felt  that  it  would  not 
be  right  to  have  that  meeting  witliout  some  reference 
to  the  matter. 

The  President's  Speech 

The  President  then  said : — The  eighty-fourth 
annual  report  having  been  received,  and  no  doubt 
read,  by  some  of  tlie  members,  it  remains  for  me 
to  propose  its  adoption,  and  in  doing  so  I  should  wish  in 
the  first  instance  io  congratulate  the  members  on  the 
increasingly  sound  financial  stability  of  the  Society. 
Referring  to  this  phase  of  the  subject,  I  think  it  will 
be  agreed  that  the  position  revealed  by  the  financial 
statement  is,  on  the  whole,  a  satisfactory  one.  On 
general  fund  account  the  total  income  received  during 
the  year  amounted  to  £42,172,  tlie  expenditure  being 
£38,526.  These  figures  are  both  appreciably  Jess  than 
the  corresponding  ones  for  1923;  but  this  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  1923  figures  were 
swollen  by  the  heavy  income  and  expenditure  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issue  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
in  that  year.  Accordingly,  it  is  necessary  to  eliminate 
the  Codex  figures  m  order  to  get  a  true  comparison 
between  the  two  years,  and  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
comparative  figures  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  report 
are  on  this  basis.  The  income  from  practically  every 
source  has  increased,  with  the  exception  of  that  derived 
from  examination  fees.  These  show  a  drop  of  £1,683; 
but  while  this  is  in  itself  unsatisfactory,  it  muet  not  be 
taken  as  an  indication  of  a  declining  interest  in  the 
Society's  qualification.  The  falling  off  in  examination 
fees  was  to  be  expected  after  the  great  influx  of  candi- 
dates after  the  war — which  reached  a  maximum  in  1921; 
but  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  whilst,  since  that  year, 
the  examination  fees  have  fallen  off  by  nearly  50  per 
cent.,  the  registrations  as  apprentice  or  student  have 
increased  by  more  than  50  per  cent.  In  1924  the 
decrease  in  examination  fees  was  appreciably  less  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope  that 
equilibrium  has  now  been  reached.  Altogether,  the 
regular  income  of  the  Society  was  only  £748  less  than 
in  the  preceding  year,  thanks  largely  to  an  increase 
in  membership.  This,  as  stated  in  the  report,  accounted 
for  a  further  £542,  and  whilst  this  is  extremely  satis- 
factory, I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  add  that  the  present 
year  gives  promise  of  an  even  larger  increase,  for  the 
subscriptions  paid  to  date  exceed  tlie  number  paid  laLjt 
year,  at  the  corresponding  date,  by  500.,  On  the  expen- 
diture side  the  most  important  increases,  namely,  those 
in  respect  of  central  heating,  the  "  Year-Book  "  and 
"  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  are  explained  in  the 
report.  The  other  increases  that  appear  are  the  natural 
consequence  of  either  the  increased  membership  or  the 
fuller  development  of  the  Society's  activities.  The 
treasurer  and  the  Finance  Committee  have  throughout 
the  year  exercised  a  careful  control  over  all  expenditure; 
no  new  commitments  can  be  entered  into,  nor  any 
standing  charges  paid,  without  their  critical  scrutiny, 
and  members  can  rest  assured  that  the  Society's  work 
in  every  department  is  carried  on  with  the  greatest 
economy  consistent  with  efficiency.  The  net  result  of 
tlie  year's  working  is  a  surplus  of  £3.646,  and  the 
accumulated  fund  now  stands  at  £76.024.  (Applause.) 

The  Society's  Benevolent  Funds 

The  various  benevolent  funds  of  the  Society  have 
met  with  unequal  fortune.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
report,  the  subscriptions  to  the  Benevolent  Fund — ^w'hicli 
for  some  years  past  have  declined,  notwithstanding  an 
increase  in  membership — this  year  show  a  small  increase. 
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At  the  same  time,  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  did 
not  need  to  spend  so  much  in  grants,  and  the  net 
result  is  a  surplus  of  £386.  In  seeking  a  reason  for  the 
falling  off  of  Benevolent  Fund  subscriptions,  it  occurs 
to  me  that  the  large  accumulated  fund  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  may  perhaps  deter  some  members  from  subscribing 
on  the  ground  that  the  Benevolent  Fund  is  already 
sufficiently  well  provided  with  funds,  and  I  should  like, 
therefore,  to  remind  members  that  the  greater  part  of 
this  fund  is  not  available  to  the  Council  for  the  purposes 
of  relief.  The  by-laws  prohibit  it.  The  only  part  of  the 
fund  which  is  .available  for  grants  consists  of  past 
accumulations  of  revenue,  and  amounts  at  the  jiresent 
time  to  about  £1,600.  The  extent  of  the  operations 
connected  with  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  and 
the  Supplementary  Fund  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  the 
accounts.  The  claims  on  the  latter  fund,  which  was 
instituted  for  the  relief  of  relatives  of  pharmacists  who 
are  ineligible  for  relief  from  the  principal  fund  are  not 
large,  but  a  few  more  subscriptions  are  needed.  The 
Orphan  Fund,  on  the  other  hand,  is  deserving  of  much 
greater  support.  The  claims  on  this  fund  have  increased, 
and,  as  the  report  mdicates,  there  would  have  been  a 
deficit  on  the  fund  last  year  if  it  had  not  been  for  a 
special  contribution  of  £20.  The  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  are  anxious  to  secure  much  fuller  support 
for  this  fund  in  order  to  assure  an  income  which  will 
be  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  deal  liberally  with  the 
claims  made  upon  it;  and  in  leaving  the  subject  of 
finance  I  would  especially  commend  this  fund  to  the 
generosity  of  members. 

Main  Features  of  the  Eepoet 

Turning  now  to  the  main  features  of  the  a-eport,  I 
think  it  may  be  said  fairly  that  it  sets  out  the  details 
of  the  Society's  activities  during  the  period  covered, 
but  following  the  usaal  custom,  I  propose,  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  report,  to  supplement  it,  by  going 
more  fully  into  some  of  the  matters  dealt  with  in  it. 
We  may,  I  think,  say  that  as  a  Society  we  have 
succeeded,  at  least  so  far  a<3  externals  are  concerned, 
in  returning  more  or  less  to  the  normal  after  the  up- 
heaval caused  by  tha  war,  though  we  have  only  to 
look  round  on  the  international  situation  to  realise 
that  there  is  little  chance  of  a  real  return  to  noi'mal 
conditions  again  during  the  lifetime  of  most  of  those 
present  to-day.  But  the  iSociety,  as  a  society,  has,  as 
I  have  said,  been  able  to  solve  the  majority  of  the 
problems  arising  out  of  the  war  which  have  confronted 
it.  The  arrangements  for  the  training  and-  examination 
of  the  large  number  of  pharmaceutical  ex-Service 
students  have  come  to  a  successful  conclusion,  and  I 
am  sure  that  the  meeting  will  be  gratified  to  hear  that 
of  those  ex-Service  students  who  received  Government 
grants  for  training  after  the  war,  no  less  than  64  per 
cent,  have  succeeded'  in  passing  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion. There  are  still  a  number  who  have  not  yet 
succeeded  in  passing,  but  I  think  we  shall  find  that 
about  70  per  cent,  of  these  students  will  finally  qualify. 
Of  the  64  per  cent,  who  have  so  far  qualified,  70  per 
cent,  are  members  of  the  Society.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  probably  a  considerable  number  of  these 
students  are  at  present  only  assistants  in  retail  busi- 
nesses, I  think  the  Society  should  be  gratified  at  this 
percentage  of  membership,  and  will  take  it  as  a  mark 
of  appreciation  of  the  Society's  labours  in  obtaining 
for  these  students  the  full  training  grant,  and  for 
administering  this  grant  and  arranging  facilities  for 
training.  Having  put  its  war-time  problems  behind  it, 
the  Society  has  gone  forward  with  renewed  vigour,  and 
I  think  we  shall  find  in  future  years,  when  we  come  to 
look  back  upon  1925,  that  the  work  which  the  Society, 
through  its  Council,  has  accomplished  during  this  year 
is  some  of  the  most  important  work  in  the  Society's 
history.  Particularly  on  the  educational  side,  the  new 
by-laws  and  regulations  represent  a  great  step  forward, 
the  full  results  of  which  will  not  be  seen  for  a  number 
of  years.  Coming  to  the  question  of  mem.bership,  it 
is  not  many  years  ago  j^rat  my  friend  and  colleague, 
Mr.  Edmund  White,  set  liimself  the  task  to  raise  the 
membership  of  the   Society   to  10,000.    He  was  called 
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an  optimist,  the  Council  were  called  optimists,  collec- 
tively and  individually.  They  are  still  called  optimists. 
In  1920  the  membership  had  risen  to  10,803;  in  1921 
the  figure  was  10,954;  1922,  11,282;  1923,  11,554;  and 
on  January  1,  1925,  the  membership  stood  at  the  record 
figure  of  11,800.    This  is  gratifying  in  the  extreme,  but 

it  is  'even  more  gratifying  to  know,  as  I  have  already  | 

said,  that  up  to  May  19  the  number  of  subscriptions  j 

received  has  been  500  more  than  during  the  correspond-  ■; 
ing  period  of  last  year.    Added  also  to  these  figures  we 
have  the  very   interesting  and   again  gratifying  facts 

that  in  1922  the  proportion  of  new  members  to  that  of  i 
additions  to  the  Register  was  49.9  per  cent. ;  in  1923, 

52.4  per  cent. ;"  and  in  1924  76.8  per  cent.,  so  that  the  i 

Council  may  not  be  considered  unduly  optimistic  if  it  \[ 

looks   forward   to   a  membership  of  12,000  at  a  very  ] 

early  date.    (Applause.)  | 

New  By-Laws  and  Ejegulations 

As  I  mentioned  a  short  time  ago,  probably  the  greatest 

development  during  the  last  year  has  been  that  repre-  I 

sented  by  the  new  by-laws  and  the  regulations  made  under  j 

them.    The  by-laws  and  regulations  have  been  subject  to  a  I 

considerable  amount  of  criticism,  and  it  has  been  par-  i 

ticularly  emphasised  that  they  represent  hasty  and  ill-  |, 

considered  work  which  ihe  Council  has  brought  forward  ij 

without  consideration   or   consultation   with   interested  | 

parties.    I  can  assure  the  meeting  that  this  is  not  so.   The  1 

regulations  represent  the  results  of  years  of  patient  detail  | 

work  by  the  Council's  Education  Committee,  by  the  Coun-  f 
cil  itself,  by  the  boards  of  examines  in  England  and  in 

Scotland,  by  the  whole  of  the  teachers  in  Great  Britain,  1 

and  by  the  local  associations.    The  recommendations  of  i 

these  various  bodies  cover  several  hundred  foolscap  pages,  i 

They  have  all  received,  since  1908,  the  most  Qareful  and  j; 

painstaking  consideration  from  various  subcommittees,  the  i 

Education  Committee,  and,  finally,  after  consultation  with  ' 

the  delegates,  by  the  Council  itself.    I  have  just  read  re-  i 

commendations  submitted  to  the  Council,  at  the  Council's  j 

request,  on  these  matters  in  1911  by  the  then  local  asso-  i 

ciations.    The  changes,  based  on  this  pile  of  suggestions,  i 

and  which  have  been  carried  into  the  regulations  for  the  1 

Qualifying  examination,  were  foreshadowed  in  a  report  | 
of  the  Education  Committee  published  in  the  "  Journal" 

in  December  1922,  and  so  far  from  their  being  hurried,  i 

they  have  been  held  up  for  various  reasons  until  they  are  i 

now  long  overdue.  | 

When  one  remembers  that  all  over  the  country  facilities 
for  secondary  education  are  becoming  more  and  more 
widespread  and  that  this  is  resulting  in  an  increasing 
number  of  people  taking  up  "higher  education"  and  j 
working  for  University  degrees,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  | 
obvious  duty  of  the  Society  is  to  see  that  its  standard  of  | 
training  and  examination  is  correspondingly  raised,  so  that  I 
the  pharmacist  of  the  future  may  not  compare  unfavour-  {I 
ably  with  the  pharmacist  of  the  past  in  the  relation  which  j 
his  education  tjeai's  to  the  general  education  of   the  com-  li 
munity.    As  the  annual  report  points  out,  the  division  of 
the  training  for  the  Qualifying  examination  into  two  separ' 
ate  parts  and  the  requirement  by  regulations  that  students 
shall  be  prevented  from  taking  both  parts  of  the  examina- 
tion at  the  same  time  have  been  urged  upon  us  by  the  \ 
Privy  Council  visitors  for  a  number  _  of  years,  and  this  ] 
change  which  the  new  );egulations  bring  into  effect  is  a 
change  which  is  in  the  student's  own  interest.  _  In  making  I 
the  change  the  Council  has.  however,  borne  in  mind  its 
obligations   to   students   at  present  preparing  for  the 
examination.      The  Council  obviously  could    not    allow  i 
students  to  enter  for  the  examination  under  the  conditions  | 
which  were  in  force  at  the  time  of  their  registration  as  i 
"  apprentice  or  student,  "  without  imposing  some  limit  of  <\ 
tisne,  as  the  arrangements  for  the  examinations  would  | 
otherwise  become  extremely  complicated  and  possibly  un- 
workable.   The  Council  originally  intended  that  the  regula-  j 
tions  should  remain  in  substantially  their  present  form  i 
until  August  1928.    Since  that  time,  however,  it  has  been  ! 
indicated     to     the     Council     by     our    colleagues  in 
the    country    that    the    amount    of    hardehip    which  j 
must    inevitably    happen    in     changes    oyer_  of    this  \ 
description  would  be  reduced  to  vanishing  point  if  the  date  ;| 
could  be  placed  at  August  1929.    Though  this  is  opposed 
to  the  precedent  of  three  years'  oflicial  notice,  the  Council  I 
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has  felt  that,  with  the  branches  behind  it,  it  is  strong 
enough  to  make  this  alteration,  and  it  has  done  so.  There 
will  also  be  one  or  two  alterations  in  matters  of  detail, 
and  when  the  Council  comes  to  approve  the  regulations  in 
their  final  form  before  sending  them  to  the  Privy  Council 
for  their  confirmation  it  will  be  found  that  they  have  been 
amended  in  such  a  way  that  the  regulations  for  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  examination,  the  fees  and  the 
methods  of  conducting  that  examination,  will  remain  sub- 
stantially as  at  present  until  August  1,  1929.  The  revised 
syllabuses  will,  of  coarse,  come  into  operation  at  once ; 
they  represent  a  very  small  change.  The  changes  in  the 
Major  examination  are  merely  the  natural  result  of  the 
changes  in  the  Minor  examination  which  have  been  going 
on  since  the  Act  of  1908  gave  power  to  the  Society  to 
impose  a  curriculum  for  that  examination.  What  has  really 
been  done  with  the  Major  examination  is  to  i;aise  the 
standard  so  that  in  future  it  will  stand  in  the  same  relation 
to  the  new  Minor  examination  as  the  present  Major  ex- 
amination did  to  the  old  Minor  examination.  The  course 
of  instruction  and  the  examination  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  Qualifying  examination  have  been  co-ordinated 
with  the  courses  of  instruction  and  the  examination  for 
the  London  University  degree  in  pharmacy,  so  that  the 
standard  of  knowledge  required  from  the  future  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  will  be  the  same  standard  of  knowledge 
as  is  required  by  the  University  for  the  degree.  I  hope  to 
be  able  to  touch  later  on  on  what  I  consider  will  be  some 
of  the  possibilities  for  a  man  who  has  obtained  the  new 
Major  qua;lifi  cation. 

The  SociETy's  School 

rollowing  this  'brief  outline  of  the  educational  changes, 
I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  Society's  School.  You  will 
see  from  the  report  that  tbe  School  has  been  praotically 
full  during  the  last  session,  and  the  students,  I  under- 
stand, are  showing  e.xcellent  promise.  Tlie  School  has 
recently  been  recognised  by  thie  University  of  London  as 
an  approved  school  for  the  teaching  of  pharmacy  for  five 
years  from  January  1  last,  and  the  Council' has  therefore 
been  able  to  arrange  for  the  first  year  of  a  two-years' 
coursie  for  the  new  Major  and  Degree  examinations  to 
comjmehce  in  October  next.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  with  University  College  for  an  iintercollegiate  course, 
whereby  students  will  obtain  instruction  in  chemistry  and 
botany  at  tbe  College  and  in  pharmacy  and  pliarmaoog- 
nosy  at  tbe  Society's  School.  Although  these  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  particularly  with  reference  to  the 
timie-table  at  University  College,  there  is,  of  course, 
nothing  to  prevent  a  student  receiving  liis  instruction  in 
chemistry  anid  botany  at  any  other  school  approved  by  the 
University.  In  this  connection  I  may  perhaps  mention 
that  the  Society  has  already  received  applications  from 
two  institutions  for  recognition  for  the  new  Major 
examination,  and  it  understands  that  there  are  other 
schools  recognised  for  Part  II  which  contemplate  provid- 
ing classes  for  the  new  Major  examination.  It  is  highly 
improbable  that  the  Society  will  recognise  any  school  for 
this  purpose  unless  a  separate  department  in  pharmacy  is 
provided.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  the  Council 
hag  arranged  that  there  shall  be  no  further  classes  for 
Part  I  at  the  School  after  the  end  of  the  present  session. 
This,  perhaps,  serves  to  emphasise  the  importance  which 
the  Council  attaohes  to  the  necessity  for  the  courses  of 
instruction  for  the  two  parts  of  the  examination  beingi 
separated,  but  the  real  reaison  why  the  Council  has  decided 
to  discontinue  teaching  chemistry,  physios  and  botany  is 
that  it  is  satisfied  that  those  subjects  are  being  taught 
certainly  as  eflficiently  as  in  the  Society's  School  at  a  great 
number  of  other  institutions  all  over  the  country.  It  feels 
that  while  this  instruction  is  being  provided,  largely  at 
the  public  cost,  it  ought  not  to  spend  the  Society's  money 
oil  providing  that  instruction,  but  should  utilise  that 
money  so  far  as  is  possible  for  teaching  the  subjects  of 
Part  II  of  the  examination,  and  particularly  in  research 
and  higher  pharmaceutical  instruction  which  iis  not  readily 
obtainable  elsewhere. 

Poisons  Order  and  Poisons  Schedule 
"The  report  refers  to  two  legal  matters — the  Labelling  of 
Poisons  Order  and  the  additions  to  the  Poisons  Schedule. 
In  conneotion  with  the         of  these,. I  think  the  Society 


may  congratulate  itself  on  having  been  able  to  secure  th« 
r©co|puition  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  along 
with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  the  purpose  of  making 
declarations  of  poisons.  The  additions  to  the  Poisons 
Sohedule  were  brought  about  by  resolution  of  the  Council 
passed  at  their  August  meeting  and  iconfirmed  by  the 
Privy  Council  on  March  3.  In  order  to  bring  the  changes 
brought  about  by  the  resolution  to  the  notice  of  all  thoso 
concerned,  the  Council  authorised  the  sending  of  a  circular 
letter  to  all  pharmacists  on  the  Register,  and  also  to  {'11 
authorities  entitled  tio  grant  licences  for  the  sale  of  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  poisons  under  Section  2  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The  chief  change  is 
that  bringing  into  Part  I  of  the  Schedule  arsenical  weed- 
killers and  nicotine  insecticides,  and  thereby  making  it 
necessary  for  the  purchaser  to  be  known  to  the  seller,  and 
for  the  appropriate  entry  in  the  poisons  book  to  be  made 
when  any  of  thesie  preparations  are  sold.  That  these  con- 
ditions are  necessary,  particularly  in  the  case  of  prepara- 
tions O'f  arsenic,  has  been  shown  by  a  nurriber  of  recent 
poisoning  cases  where  arsenic  was  obtained  from  a  seller 
at  a  distance  to  whom  the  purchaser  was  unknown. 

Therapeutic  Substances  Bill 
The  Therapeijtic  Substances  Bill,  which  is  a  Bill  for  the 
control  of  the  manufacture  and  standardisation  of  sub- 
stances such  as  serums,  vaccines,  glandular  preparations 
and  organic  arseno  compounds,  the  standardisation  of 
which  cannot  be  undertaken  by  chemical  means,  has 
received  its  second  reading  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
there  is  every  prospect  that  the  Bill  will  become  law,  if 
not  during  the  present  session,  certainly  during  the  next 
session  of  Parliament.  The  Bill  deals  with  a  number  of 
substances  whicih  are  at  present  manufactured  and  stan- 
dardised in  the  main  eitiher  by  wholesale  houses  or  by 
large  hospitals.  There  is  a  field  of  work  here  which  at 
present  does  not  belong  either  to  the  province  of  the 
doctor,  or  to  the  pure  chemisit,  or  to  the  pharmacist.  I 
think  there  can  be  no  dispute  as  to  the  fact  that  they 
come  legitimately  within  the  province  of  the  last-named, 
for  it  should  be  the  pharmacist's  duty  to  supply  any 
preparation  required  by  a,  medical  man  for  the  cure  of 
disease ;  but  at  present  there  is  nowhere  where  the 
average  pharmacist  can  receive  training  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  such  substances  as  serums  and  vaccines,  and  it  is 
only  a  comparatively  few  pharmacists  who  prepare  them. 
The  Council  has  taken  what  may  be  regarded  as  the 
finst  step  in  marking  out  this  no-man's  land  between 
medicine  and  pharmacy  as  the  province  of  the  phar- 
macist. It  has  decided  in  principle  upon  the  establish- 
ment on  the  Society's  premises  here  of  a  laboratory  for 
the  standardisation  of  the  substances  which  are  the 
subject  of  the  provisions  of  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Bill,  that  is  to  isay,  such  substances  as  cannot  be 
adequately  tested  by  chemical  means.  The  Council  has 
been*  in  communication  with  the  Medical  Research 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  has  learnt  that 
the  project  has  the  approval  of  both  those  bodies.  As 
the  finst  practical  step  towards  the  setting  up  of  the 
laboratory,  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  General  Medical 
Council,  the  Medical  Research  Council,  and  the  British 
Medical  Association  have  been  invited  to  appoint  one 
representative  each  to  serve  with  members  of  the 
Council  upon  an  advisory  committee  which  would  com- 
municate to  the  Council  the  lines  upon  which  they  would 
proceed.  The  Minister  of  Health  has  been  unable  to 
nominate  a  representative  to  serve  upon  the  committee, 
as  he  will  have  certain  official  duties  to  perform  if  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Bill  becomes  law  ;  but  the  Medi- 
cal Research  Council  have  appointed  Dr.  H.  H.  Dale, 
M.D.,  F.R.S.,  as  their  representative,  .  and  the  British 
Medical  Association  Sir  Humphrey  Rolleston.  President 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians.  The  Council  hope 
to  receive  the  name  of  the  representative  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  within  the  next  week.  The  Council 
believes  that  this  laboratory  will  be  of  commercial  value 
in  examining  and  standardising  batches  of  the  substances 
to  which  I  have  referred ;  but,  of  course,  its  chief  value 
will  lie  in  the  posisibilities  which  it  will  afford  for  the 
training  of  pharmacists  and  for  the  carrying  out  of 
research  work.    The  obvious  necessity  of  some  such  step 
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on  behalf  of  the  Society  becomes  more  pronounced  if,  as 
Mr.  White  pointed  out  at  Bath,  the  changing  materia 
medica  of  the  tinieis  is  considered  and  if  pharmacy  is 
to  keep  pace  with  the  ever-progressing  marcli  of  medical 
science.  To  isummarise,  such  a  laboratory  would  have 
three  functions  : — (1)  Pharmacological  research,  (2) 
standardisation  of  therapeutic  substances,  (3)  the  training 
of  pharmacists  in  these  branches  of  materia  medica. 

Otheb  Activities 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Science  Committee, 
I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  publication  of  a  revised 
edition  of  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Pocket-Book."  This 
book,  while  it  cannot  compare  with  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex,  does  afford  some  indication  of  the 
work  which  this  committee  is  doing,  although  only  a 
small  indication.  The  Council  has  been  fortunate  in 
securing  on  the  committee  the  services  of  a  number 
of  distinguished  men,  and  the  committee  is  responsible 
for  some  of  the  most  important  work  which  the  Society 
is  doing.  During  the  last  year  the  committee  has  been 
considering  a  large  number  of  suggestions  which  have 
been  received  for  improving  the  Codex  monographs, 
and  has  also  published  a  list  of  abbreviations  of  the 
full  Latin  names  of  substances  and  preparations  in  the 
Codex  in  the  same  way  that  a  list  of  abbreviations 
is  published  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  publication  of 
this  list  as  a  supplement  to  the  Codex  on  the  same 
footing  as  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  indicated  in  the  Label- 
ling of  Poisons  Order.  It  was  reported  at  the  annual 
meeting  last  year  that  the  Council  had  been  considering 
the  arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  future  conduct 
of  the  library  and  museums,  and  that  the  Council  had 
contemplated  securing  the  services  of  a  pharmacist  with 
academic  qualifications  to  act  as  librarian  and  curator. 
Since  then,  however,  the  Council  has  given  further  con- 
sideration to  the  matter,  and  has  decided  that  in  view 
of  the  great  amount  of  work  requiring  to  be  done  in 
the  library  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  librarian 
wduld  be  justified.  As  members  of  the  Society  probably 
know^  the  Council  has  appointed  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  the  rearrangement  of  the  library  is  now 
nearly  complete.  A  large  number  of  old  books  have 
been  removed,  and  a  new  catalogue  ie  being  compiled. 
The  last  catalogue  was  brought  out  in  1911,  and  members 
will  realise  that  with  a  library  containing  some  18,000 
books  the  preparation  of  the.  new  catalogue  may  possibly 
take  a  considerable  time.  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  as  the  official  organ  of  the  Society,  is  of 
particular  value  as  a  means  of  communication  between 
the  Council  and  the  members.  During  the  last  year  it 
has  been  found  possible  to  give  more  epace  to  the 
reports  of  branch  meetings,  and  the  Council  believes 
that  this  section  of  the  "  Journal  "  will  be  a  section 
particularly  attractive  to  members.  There  has  always 
been  a  certain  amount  of  difficulty  in  connection  with 
the  "  Journal  "  since  it  has  to  play  the  role  of  an 
official  publication  of  a  scientific  society,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  include  many  features  of  general  and 
business  interest  to  its  readers ;  but  I  can  assure  mem- 
bers that  the  Council  looks  to  the  "  Journal  "  to  be 
a  publication  worthy  of  the  Society  and  of  the  greatest 
possible  use  to  members.  A.s  will  be  seen  from  the 
balance  sheet,  we  have  during  the  year  spent 
£2,326  16s.  lOd.  in  connection  with  our  branch  organi- 
sation, and  that  expenditure,  I  feel  sure  members  will 
agree,  has  been  more  than  justified.  There  have  been 
more  and  better  attended  meetings  of  the  branches  than 
in  any  of  the  previous  years,  and  there  is  every  indica- 
tion that  our  branches  are  not  merely  maintaining  their 

Erevious  position,  but  are  stronger  than  they  have  ever 
een.  The  value  of  the  branch  system  has  been  parti- 
cularly shown  in  the  discussions  wiiich  have  taken  place 
over  pharmaceutical  service  in  the  Army  and  revision 
of  the  regulations  governing  the  Society's  examinations. 
Meetings  of  delegates  from  the  branches  were  held  at 
Bath  during  the  meeting  of  the  Conference,  when  the 
control  of  the  sale  of  pha'maeeutieal  Bpecialti&s,  articles 
of  pupilage,  and  pharmaceutical  service  in  the  Army 
were  considered,  and  more  recently  in  London  to  discuss 
the  regulations.    Meetings  of  delegates  are  to  take  place 


at  the  Glasgow  conference,  when  discussion  will  be  held 
on  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  and  Regulations  and  the 
Acts  of  Parliament  and  Charters  which  govern  the 
Society's  activities. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
The  British  Pharmaceutic^,!  Conference  met  at  Bath  in 
July,  and  some  330  persons  attended.  Twenty-three 
scientific  papers  were  read,  and  I  think  the  Society  may 
claim  that  the  result  of  th©  meeting  at  Bath  was  to  show 
that  the  Conference  is  well  established  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  Society,  and  that  a  successful  future  is 
assured  for  it.  A  great  deal  of  the  success  of  the  Bath 
Conference  depended  upon  the  energy  of  the  local  com- 
mittee, to  the  members  of  which  I  am  sure  the  Society 
is  particularly  grateful.  The  local  committee  in  Glasgow 
have  all  the  arrangements  for  this  year's  Conference  well 
in  hand,  and  I  feel  certain  that  that  Conference  wiU  be 
in  every  way-  as  successful  as  its  predecessor.  I  may 
perhaps  mention  here  a  combined  outing  of  the  London 
and  home  counties  branches  of  the  Society,  at  the  invi- 
tation of  the  Brighton  and  Hove  Branch,  to  Brighton  on 
June  10.  This  represents  something  of  a  new  departure 
in  connection  with  our  organisation  branch  scheme,  but 
I  hope  that  if  this  is  successful  it  will  be  followed  by 
similar  events  in  other  parts  of  the  country  organised  by 
groups  of  branches. 

Army  Pharmaceutical  Service  and  other  Matters 

With  regard  to  the  progress  of  the  Society's  efforts  to 
secure  a  reform  of  the  Army  pharmaceutical  service,  we 
have  to  report  that  up  to  the  present  we  have  been  unable 
to  secure  any  satisfactory  move  from  the  War  Office. 
The  matter,  however,  cannot  be  left  where  it  is.  As  the 
result  of  the  enthusiastic  branch  meetings  which  we  have 
had,  we  have  secured  an  immense  amount  of  evidence 
about  the  mismanagement  of  the  Army  pharmaceutical 
service  during  the  war,  and  in  order  that  further  pres- 
sure may  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  authorities — either 
directly  or,  if  necessary,  through  Parliament — the  Council 
has  decided  upon  the  formation  of  a  League  of  ex- 
Service  Pharmacists.  This  League  is  to  be  composed  of 
pharmacists  who  served  in  his  Majesty's  Forces  during 
the  war,  and  who  therefore  will  have  had  some  oppor- 
tunity of  judging  the  conditions  under  which  the  phar- 
maceutical work  was  carried  on.  Major  E.  Saville  Peck 
has  agreed  to  give  up  some  of  his  valuable  time  to  act 
as  chairman  of  the  League,  and  the  Council  considers 
itself  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to  secure  the  services 
of  Captain  H.  A.  Hill  a>s  secretary.  No  fewer  than  1,028 
ex-Servioe  pharmacists  have  already  signified  their  inten- 
tion of  joining  the  League,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  under 
the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  will  be 
appointed  at  the  ina,ugural  meeting  on  May  27,  we 
shall  succeed  in  impressing  the  authorities  with  the  neces- 
sity of  adopting  what  are,  after  all,  very  moderate 
proposals  for  the  reform  of  the  pharmaceutical  service. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British 
Branch  has  been  mentioned  in  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  and  shows  that  the  interests  of  pharmacists  jn 
Scotland  are  being  carefully  watched  over  by  the 
Executive,  that  the  Society's  property  in  Scotland  is  in 
good  condition,  and  its  affairs  generally  in  that  countiy 
effectively  managed.  During  the  last  year  the  Society 
has  lost  through  death  a  number  of  valuable  members. 
Among  them,  Mr.  Leo  Joseph,  who  was  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  local  association's  executive  committee,  and 
Mr.  T.  H.  W,  Idris  and  Dr.  C.  Symes,  both  of  whom 
were  paist-Prosidents  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, I  ought  also  to  refer  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Gilbert 
Jones,  who  for  many  years  rendered  loyal  and  efficient 
service  to  the  Society  as  their  accountant.  The  annual 
meeting  gives  to  the  Council  through  the  President  the 
opportunity  of  thanking  the  permanent  officers  of  the 
Society  both  in  London  and  in  Edinburgh  for  their  ser- 
vices during  the  past  year.  The  year  has_  brought_  a 
large  number  of  problems  of  the  most  varied  descrip- 
tion, and  in  dealing  with  all  the  Council  has  received 
most  efficient  assiistance  from  every  member  of  the  staff. 
1925  has  marked  the  beginning  of  a  number  of  move- 
ments full  of  great  possibilities.    In  setting  these  move- 
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ints  on  foot,  the  Council  has  felt  sure  that  if  it  has 
pt  before  it  one  aim,  namely,  the  betterment  of  the 
ofession  of  phai'macy,  it  has  had  behind  it  the  support 
the  great  majority  of  its  members,  and  I  hope  that 
8  result  of  the  election  to-day  -will  be  to  show  that 
6  present  Council  does  retain  in  full  the  confidence  of 
6  members.  I  have  on  behalf  of  the  Council  to  express 
'  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Society  for  their  support 
ring  the  year. 

I  now  have  to  move  formally  :  That  the  annual  report 
adopted.  (Applause.) 

Discussion 

Mr.  W.  M.  Tims  (Cobham),  in  accordance  with  notice 
:  motion,  proposed  the  following  resolution  : — 
"  In  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  steps  should  be  taken  to 
vise  the  Charter  of  the  Society  with  a  view  to  modom- 
ing  it." 

e  explained  that  he  decided  to  do  so  after  the  first 
eeting  held  to  discuss   the  by-laws  and  regulations, 
e  was  struck  with  the  manner  in  which  that  meeting 
as  conducted,  and  accordingly  put  down  the  resolu- 
on.    After  that  the  Council  called  another  meeting,  at 
hich  he  was  unable  to  be  present,  and  on  that  occasion 
orae  of  the  members  seemed  to  think  it  was  time  the 
Aarter  was  revised.    If  it  were  an  acknowledged  fact 
hat  the  opinion  was  in  favour  of  such  a  step,  he  did 
lot  intend  to  give  any  reaisons  why  it  should  be  taken. 
le  proposed  to  take  it  for  granted  that  the  majority 
f  people  were  of  opinion  that  the  Charter  ought  to  be 
■evised.    He  believed  that  an  Act  of  Parliament  would 
e  required  for  that  purpose,  and  laid  stress  on  the 
raportance  of  codifying  various  Acts  of  Parliament, and 
rders   in    Council,    which   he   enumerated  in  detail. 
The  Society  should  obtain  the  very  best  legal  advice. 
Laughter.)    He  was  not  casting  any  reflection  on  their 
present  legal  advisers,  but  he  did  not  mind  how  big  a 
fee  they  paid;    they   could   go   to   the  present  Lord 
0-xford,  who  was  said  to  be  the  greatest  master  of 
legal  English  in  the  country.    His  next  point  was  that 
in  the  Charter  there  should  be  a  clause  compelling  every 
person  who  came  on  the  Register  to  pay  the  fee,  whether 
he  wanted  or  not.    The  coluntary  system  was  dead.  It 
died  with  the  Great  War  and  the  coming  of  the  In- 
.surance  Act,  and   there  was  no  reason  why  everyone 
who  came  on  the  Register  should  not  pay.  Dentists 
had  now  to  pay  five  guineas,  and  he  thought  a  chemist 
should  pay  a  guinea.    Then  the  Society  might  as  well 
move  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  from  summer  to 
winter,  so  that  those  who  attended  it  would  not  have 
to  forgo  the  sun.    (Laughter.)    The  whole  job,  however, 
wanted    doing    carefully — (Hear,  hear)— so  carefully 
indeed,  that,  to  tell  the  truth,  he  would  not  have  the 
whole  of  the  Council  doing  it,    (Laughter.)    He  sug- 
gested that  the  President,  Vice-President,  Mr.  Neather- 
coat,  Mr.   White,   and   other  members   who  had  held 
"  cabinet  "  rank  in  the  Society   should  be  appointed  on 
a  small  committee,  and  that  Sir  William  Glyn -Jones  and 
Mr,  Rutherford  Hill  should  be  on  it,  with  power  to 
vote,  for  they  were  quite  capable  individua's.  (Laughter 
and  Hear,  hear.)    The  work  should  be  done  reasonably 
quickly,  but  it  should  also  be  done  well.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  C.  E.  GooDE  (Twickenham)  seconded.  He  said 
he  did  not  pixipose  to  follow  Mr.  .Tims'e  line  of  argu- 
ment, but  he  thought  the  whole  of  the  Council  should 
practically  pledge  themselves  that  the  time  must  come 
when  provision  would  have  to  be  made  to  iput  the 
statutory  meeting  on  a  businesslike  footing,  so  that  they 
could  do  away  with  the  custom  of  two  or  three  hundred 
speaking  for  the  whole  of  the  memberehip  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  CoFMAN-NicoRESTi  (London)  proposed  an  amend- 
ment that  the  suggested  committee  be  composed  of 
three  members  nominated  by  the  Council,  three 
nominated  by  that  meeting,  and  the  editors  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  and  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
qrST.  He  did  not  like  the  idea,  he  said,  of  giving  the 
Council  authority  to  muddle  about  with  the  present 
Charter.  Everything  should  be  done  after  full  considera- 
tion, and  with  the  full  approval  of  the  members,  by 
an  independent  committee. 


Mr.  John  Ingham  (London)  seconded,  expressing  the 
view  that  the  amendment  was  an  improvement  on  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  Tims  said  all  he  wanted  was  to  get  the  job  done. 
So  long  as  the  spirit  was  there  he  did  not  mind,  and 
was  quite  willing  to  withdraw  his  suggestion  regarding 
the  personnel  of  the  committee. 

The  President  said  that  the  subject  had  been  made 
public  for  discussion  at  tlie  delegate  meeting  in  Glasgow, 
and  it  was  really  for  the  delegates  on  that  occasion  to 
say  what  should  be  done,  and  how. 

Mr.  CoFMAN-NicORESTi  askcd  if  the  meeting  might 
take  it  that  the  delegates  would  liave  the  subject  before 
them  prior  to  the  meeting  at  Glasgow.  Otherwise  there 
might  be  a  repetition  of  what  happened  with  regard  to 
patent  medicines;  that  came  to  nothing. 

The  President  said  it  would  be  arranged  that  the 
Charter  and  the  Acts  of  Parliament  and  powers  under 
the  Charter  should  be  considered.  The  actual  work, 
however,  could  not  be  done  in  twelve  months,  nor  in 
two  years,  for  the  whole  subject  required  full  considera- 
tion, and  would  have  to  go  before  the  branches.  It  was 
not  necessary  for  him  to  tell  the  meeting  how  long  legis- 
lation took,  and  a  great  many  things  would  have  to  be 
dealt  with  before  they  reached  that  stage.  He  wished 
to  press  on  the  members  present  the  necessity  for  great 
care  on  the  part  of  whoever  undertook  the  work.  There 
were  reforms  which  were  eminently  desirable,  and  which 
ought  to  take  off  the  shoulders  of  the  President  the  sins 
of  the  constitution. 

On  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  John  Noble  (London),  Mr. 
Cofman-Nicoresti  re-read  hTs  amendment,  and  suggested 
that  by  forming  such  a  committee  as  he  had  proposed 
they  would  know  exactly  where  they  stood. 

The  President  said  he  hoped  that  the  meeting  would 
not  pass  such  an  amendment,  which  would  be  entirely 
and  absolutely  ineffective. 

The  amendment  was  then  put  to  the  meeting;  only  a 
few  members  voted  in  favour  of  it,  and  it  was  declared 
lost. 

Mr.  S.  L.  Scott  (Bournemouth)  proposed  an  amend- 
ment that  the  matter  should  be  submitted  to  the  local 
branches,  voted  on  by  them,  and  then  resubmitted  to 
the  Society.  They  were  moving  rather  too  fast  in  phar- 
macy, and  without  due  consideration,  he  suggested. 
The  Council,  to  a  great  extent,  was  out  of  touch  with 
the  general  mass  of  opinion,  and  he  felt  that  the  tendency 
of  their  legislation  had  been  very  revolutionary  of  late. 
He  did  not  say  it  wais  bad.  He  was  in  .sympathy  with 
a  good  deal  that  had  been  said  with  regard  to  the  status 
of  the  pharmacist,  raising  the  standard  of  phaimiaceu- 
tical  education  and  so  on.  Had  anyone  told  him  a  few 
years  ago  that  he  would  get  up  in  a  meeting  in  order  to 
protest  against  the  revolutionary  tendency  of  the  Council's 
legislation  he  would  have  been  incredulous.  (Laughter.) 
He  would  have  said  that  the  Council  was  not  capable 
even  of  mild  radicalism,  and  yet  they  now  found  that 
four  ex-members  of  the  Council  who  were  putting  up  for 
re-election  had  to  go  so  far  as  to  say  they  were  not 
Bolsheviks.  (Laughter.)  Until  he  heard  that  sort  of 
thing  it  had  never  occurred  to  him  to  associate  pharmacy 
and  the  Council  in  any  way  with  Nihilism  and  anarchism. 
But  could  anyone  propose  a  more  disastrous  step  than 
that  a  man  should  be  allowed  to  go  to  the  counter  with- 
out a  knowledge  of  Latin  ?  That  was  a  retrograde  step. 
He  also  held  still  that  the  examination  Avas  the  best  test. 
Could  anything  be  more  Gilbertian  than  that  a  man 
should  go"  on  the  chemist  and  druggist  pass  list  because 
he  had  failed  to  pass  a  higher  examination  ?  If  any 
were  to  be  granted  concessions,  he  suggested  it  should 
be  those  who  had  borne  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day; 
thase  should  be  admitted  to  the  Society  without  having 
to  pass  the  examination.  Did  the  great  mass  of  members 
of  the  Society  know  sufficient  about  the  Charter  to  say 
it  should  be  revisod  ? 

Mr.  Cofman-Nicoresti  seconded  the  amendment. 

The  President  submitted  the  following  resolution  : — 

"  That  in  the  opinioii  of  this  meeting  steps  should  be 
taken  to  examine  the  eonstitution  of  the_  Society  with  a 
view  to  bringing  it  into  unifomiity  with  the  present 
oig-aaiisatioii  of  the  Society. " 
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Investigation  of  the  matter,  he  said,  would  naturally 
be  carried  out  through  the  Society's  official  body — the 
Council — and  that  having  been  carried  out  and  all  the 
statements  got  together,  the  question  should  then  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  branches  for  their  observations.  The  main 
point  was  that  those  present  felt  that  some  investigation 
was  necessary  to  see  if  they  could  not  get  more  really 
the  view  of  the  pharmiacists  of  the  country  than  was 
possible  now  through  wliat  might  he  called  scrappy 
meetings.  That  day's  meeting,  for  instance,  could  not 
possibly  be  representative  of  the  whole  of  the  member- 
ship. In  other  words,  they  had  got  a  very  fine  organisa- 
tion, and  they  ought  to  bring  the  constitution  into  line 
with  it. 

Mr.  Tims  said  he  would  lil^e  the  Acts  of  Parliament  to 
be  specifically  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  and  'this 
suggestion  was  adopted  by  the  President., 

The  President  said  it  was  absolutely  impossible  for  a 
delegates'  meeting  to  give  an  effective  vot-e  until  the 
Society  got  some  alteration  in  the  constitution.  But  in 
the  meantime  the  Council  could  not  be  accused  of  having 
taken  no  interest  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Scott's  amendment  was  put  to  the  meeting,  and 
was  declared  lost. 

Me.  Tims  then  moved  the  President's  i-esolution  (with- 
drstwing  his  own)  as  follows  : — 

"  Tka.t  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  steps  should  be 
taken  to  examine  the  constitution  of  the  Society,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Oha.rter  and  various  Acts  of  Parliameint,  with 
a  view.-  to  bringing  it  into  uniformity  with  the  present 
organisation  of  the  Society." 

Mr.  GooDE  seconded,  and  the  resolution  was  carried 
with  two  dissentients. 

The  resolution  for  the  adoption  of  the  report  was 
carried  unanimously. 

Scrutineers 

■On  the  motion  of  the  President,  several  persons  were 
appointed  to  act  as  scrutineers  to  examine  the  ballot 
papers  in  the  Council  election. 

Auditors 

It  was  proposed,  seconded,  and  adopted  that  the  fol- 
lowing be  reappointed  auditors  : — Messrs.  G.  B.  Francis, 
J.  F.  Harrington,  J.  S.  Hills,  T.  E.  Lescher,  E.  J. 
Millard. 

The  President  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Registers  were  open  to  inspection. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  for  the  purpose  of 
counting  the  votes.

The  scrutineers  in  the  Council  election  finished  their 
task  shortly  after  eight  o'clock,  and  the  result  was

105  per  100 
kilos.  In  view  of  the  formation  of  the  combine,  prices  show 
a  rising  tendency. 

Java  Cinchona  Exports

kilos  of  cinchona  bark  were  exporte.d  from  Java,  compared 
with  1,321,000  kilos  in  the  same  period  of  1924.

The  latest  bulletin  of  the  British  CSiemical  and  Dyestuffs 
Traders'  Association,  Ltd.,  intinv^tes  that  members  shoul-d 
be  careful  as  regards  liability  to  duty  in  respect  of  imports 
of  the  industrial  qualities  of  some  materials  that  are  listed 
as  dutiable  if  of  "R"  or  pure  grade.  Such  produots  as 
white  acetate  of  lea,d  (super  refined)  is  always  a  doubtful 
free  import.  Permanganate  of  potash  is  another  item  that, 
when  bought  and  sold  (prior  to  importation)  as  "  com- 
mercial "  quality,  has  been  found  to  be  sufficiently  pure 
as  to  warrant  it  being  retvirned  as  of  "  R  "  grade  and  made 
dutiable.  The  Association  will  be  pleased  to  ascertain  the 
position  in  respect  of  any  chemical  in  this  way  if  members 
will  give  the  facts  before  shipment.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  Customs  will  not  accept  (and  allow  free  import) 
fi  statement  that  the  goods  were  boug'ht  and  sold  as  "  com- 
mercial "  quality.  The  only  point  that  concerns  them  is  the 
quality. 

Palestine  Honey 

About  4.000  kilos  of  honey  were  exported  from  Palestine  to 
England  during  1923,  this  product  being  thia-d  in  the  list  of 
values.  The  Directors  of  Agriculture  and  P'orests,  Pales-tine, 
estimates  the  honey  crop  for  1924-25  at  60,000  kilos  from 
about  4,000  modem  hives,  an  average  of  50  kilos  per  imit. 
Returns  from  primitive  native  hives,  however,  have  been 
very  poor,  no  surplus  having  been  obtained  in  sevei'al 
districts.    Nearly  the  whole  crop  has  been  sold  through  the 


Beekeepers'  Association,  meeting  with  a  ready  demand.  It 
i?  further  estimated  that  about  10.000  kilos  will  h&  sliipped 
to  England,  8,000  to  Egypt,  and  2,500  to  the  United  States. 
The  Beekeepers'  Association  have-  been  discussing  the  possi- 
bility of  official  ceitification  of  pui'ity  and  origin  for  exported 
honey,  together  with  the  question  of  an  attractive  and 
pictorial  label  for  all  containers, 

Buchu  Leaves 

A  Cape  correspondent  writes  us  on  April  29  in  regard  to  the 
present  condition  of  the  buchu  market.  "  The  Government 
(he  says)  collects  the  buchu  growing  on  Crown  lands  eod 
calls  for  tenders  for  its  purchase.  They  usually  collect 
abo'ut  14  tons  (1  ton=2,000  lb.)  per  annum,  and  have  eleven 
tons  on  hand  at  present.

American  Peppermint  Oil 

We  have  received  the  following  report  from  a  New  York 
firm  of  distillers  and  merchants: — ^"  The  market  is  at 
present  dull,  with  a  downward  tendency.  In  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  when  the  shortage  of  the  present  crop  became 
acute,  there  was  almost  a  panic  in  the  market  caused  by 
buyers  rushing  to  cover  their  requirements.  The  price  of 
the  oil  rose  rapidly  from  about  $10.00  (42s.  6d.)  per  lb.  to 
as  high  as  $15.50  (65s.),  at  which  point  demand  suddenly 
ceased.  The  assumption  is  that  the  miajority  of  consumers 
had  bought  sufficient  oil  to  last  some  months,  and  those 
who  had  not  so  bought  decided  to  uise  some  substitute. 
There  has  therefore  ensued  a  period  when  demand  has  been 
practically  nil,  an_d  holders  of  peppermint  oil,  as  the  new 
crop  approaches,  have  been  gradually  reducing  their  ideas 
of  price.  These  holdings  are  not  large,  and  if  any  important 
demand  developed  the  downward  course  of  the  market  would 
be  checked,  and  a  further  rapid  rise  in  price  might  ensue. 
Actual  supplies  are  very  .Short,  and  about  July  and  Augu^, 
before  the  new  crop  supplies  arrive  on  the  market,  there 
is  likely  to  be  an  extreme  scarcity.  At  this  time  of  the 
year  there  is  always  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  speculators 
to  forecast  the  new  crop  prices,  and  the  situation  this  year 
has  led  to  an  even  keener  speculation.  New  crop  oil  for 
August-September-October  shipment  has  been  oflfered  at  a 
variety  of  prices'  ranging  from  about  $6.00  (25s.)  to  $8.00 
(35s.)  per  lb.  It  is  reported  that  very  large  plantings' have 
been  made  this  year,  and  this  should  lead  to  a  heavy  crop. 
It  is  too  early,  however,  to  take  any  such  reports  serioualy. 
Even  supposing  a  larger  acreage  has  been  placed  under  culti- 
vation than  normally,  the  weather,  growing  conditions,  and 
otjier  vagaries  to  which  the  growing  plant  is  subject  may 
appreciably  affeot  the  crop.  The  value  of  the  present 
quotations  is  that  .they  indicate  the  general  feeling  of  the 
market  regarding  the  new  crop.  There  will  probably  be  a 
considerable  reduction  in  price,  but  the  level  ultimately 
reached  is  unlikely  to  be  low.  As  the  market  is  awaiting 
supplies  there  should  be  a  considerable  demand  immediately 
any  oil  is  availahlg.

Basic  Principles 

Sir, — Not  long  ago  "  Xrayser  II."  enunciated  the  pro- 
-sition  (or  rather,  perhaps,  the  axiom)  that  the  prin- 
ciples of  successful  business  are  the  same  everywhere. 
It  would  be  instructive  to  have  the  ideas  of  your 
readers  regarding  these  basic  principles.  Personally,  I 
consider  the  first  point  is  that  the  proprietor  should 
always  be  on  the  spot,  eeipecially  in  our  business ;  then 
a  pharmacy  should  be  scrupulously  clean ;  windows 
should  be  changed  frequently  and  regularly  every  two 
or  three  weeks ;  all  goods  on  display  should  be  marked 
in  ]i)lain  selling  prices ;  all  waste  should  be  eliminated  ; 
books  should  be  kept  neatly  and  up  to  date ;  stock 
should  be  looked  over  regularly  and  goods  entered  in 
the  want  book  when  getting  low;  assistants'  hours  and 
meal  times  should  be  adhered  to  promptly ;  and,  above 
all,  customera  should  be  served  civilly  and  not  kept 
waiting.  Although  even  the  most  energetic  man  becomes 
irritated  with  constant  routine  work  at  times,  it  must 
be  faced  if  success  is  to  be  gained ;  and  I  venture  to 
affirm  that  the  systematic  plodder  will  establish  a  sounder 
business  than  the  man  who  indulges  in  "  stunts."

The  High  Level  of  Expenses 

Sir, — In  your  reply  to  "  Recreo  "  on  the  comparative 
turnover  of  business  (C.  db  D.,  May  16,  p.  732)  you 
state  that  a  figure  of  £42  a  week  would  be  a  suitable 
equivalent  to  £50  weekly  in  1918,  in  view  of  the  fall  in 
the  index  figure  of  commodities.  This  may  be  so,  but 
this  also  represents  a  decline  in  profits;  if  the  gross 
profit  is  25  per  cent.,  on  a  drop  of  £8  a  week  there  is 
a  total  loss  of  £2.  To  those  who  are  so  fortunate  as 
to  have  a  long  -lease  running  at  pre-war  rentals  this  is 
not  such  a  serioiis  matter,  but  to  those  who  have  had 
to  renew  their  lease  or  to  purchase  or  rent  property 
at  greatly  enhanced  prices,  the  continued  fall  of  retail 
prices  makes  all  the  difference  between  making  a  net 
profit  and  just  rubbing  along.  All  other  expenses  remain 
at  a  high  level ;  if  the  drop  in  the  index  figure  continues, 
the  pharmacist  will  before  long  be  back  in  his  pre-war 
position  of  working  for  the  landlord,  and  the  only  way 
to  counteract  this  loss  is  to  secure  an  increased  turnover 
to  make  up  for  the  lower  prices  With  the  present  slump 
in  trade  this  is  a  problem  which  is  puzzling  the  cleverest 
business  men,  and  so  we  have  all  kinds  of  free-gift 
schemes,  competitons,  etc.,  to  try  to  induce  the  public  to 
spend  their  money. — Faithfully  yours,

Insurance  Prescribing  Problems 

Sir, — The  question  of  the  validity  of  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions raised  by  your  coiTespondent  "  Indigo  " 
(C  <.()  D.,  May  16,  p.  731)  is  an  important  one.  It  is 
underskiod  that  where  a  locum  or  an  assistant  is 
employed  by  a  doctor  on  the  panel,  he  should  sign  Iiis 
prescriptions  with  his  own  name  and  also  with  that  of 
the  doctor  for  whom  he  is  acting ;  but  the  statement 
that  there  is  no  reason  why  the  body  of  the  script  should 
not  be  filled  in  by  a  secretary  or  other  person,  provided 
it  is  signed  by  the  doctor,  seems  to  leave  a  way  open 
to  serious  irregularities.    For  example,  what  is  to  prevent 


a  doctor  signing  a  whole  bunch  of  forms  and  leaving 
them  with  his  dispenser  or  other  person  in  the  surgery, 
who  could  interview  the  patients  as  they  came  along 
and  fill  in  the  prescription  for  them  ?  Now  that  we 
have  in  each  district  a  set  of  formulary  mixtures  this 
would  not  be  such  a  difficult  matter,  although  a  proper 
diagnosis  might  eventually  show  that  the  treatment 
given  was  wrong.  Another  loophole  is  the  possibility  of 
non-insured  persons  obtaining  treatment  on  the  panel. 
Are  the  names  and  addresses  on  the  scripts  checked  by 
the  bureau,  or  are  all  panel  patients  required  to  produce 
their  medical  card  when  they  visit  the  doctor?  Some 
people  take  their  empty  bottles  and  ask  for  a  repeat ; 
what  is  to  prevent  some  other  person  borrowing  a 
bottle  and  going  to  the  doctor's  with  it,  or  even  borrow- 
ing a  medical  card  ?  At  times  one  wonders  whether  these 
irregularities  do  occur,  and  whether  any  means  are  taken 
to  detect  them. — Yours  faithfully,

Legal  Queries 

Apprentice  (11/5). — ^Apprenticeship  indenture. — Sug- 
gested wordingis.of  this  deed  were  given  in  the  C.  <£■  D., 
October  4,  1924,  p.  517,  and  January  10,  1925,  p.  49. 

F.  0.  (19/5). — The  use  of  "  pharmacy  "  as  a  place- 
name  is  not  confined  to  registered  chemists,  but  if  used 
by  unqualified  persons  it  might  be  evidence  that  they 
were  carrying  on  the  "  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist." 

H.  E.  H.  (18/5). — ^You  are  not  entitled  to  use  surgical 
spirit  made  with  industrial  spirit  for  other  purposes, 
e.g.,  as  a  substitute  for  methylated  spirit  ordered  in  a 
hair  lotion.  Regulations  allowing  the  use  of  industrial 
spirit  in  medicines  prescribed  for  external  application 
are,  we  believe,  being  devised  by  the  authorities. 

.7.  W.  S.  (1/5).— The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise 
informed  us  in  1909  that  the  Board  "  cannot  in  any 
circumstances  allow  dutiable  medicines  to  be  sold  un- 
stamped to  medical  men."  It  is  possible,  however,  that 
medicines  liable  to  medicine  duty  may  be  in  "  bulk  " 
packages — i.e.,  not  in  a  form  suitliible  for  sale  to  the 
public. 

K.  M.  (13/5). — The  provisions  dealing  with  the  label- 
ling of  poison  are  the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons 
(Amendment)  Act,  1923,  Section  4  (2),  and  the  Order 
in  Council  published  in  the  "  London  Gazette,"  Decem- 
ber 9,  1924,  and  subsequently  as  a  Statutory  Rule  and 
Order.  These  are  obtainable  from  tlie  Stationery  Office, 
Kingsway.  They  have  been  the  subject  of  several  articles 
in  theC.  &  D. 

D.  A.  E.  (1/5). — The  saline  preparations,  of  which  your 
"  Tonic  Seidlitz  Powder  "  is  an  example,  come  within  th'e 
exemption  applying  to  artificial  mineral  waters  and  "  all 
compositions  in  a  liquid  or  solid  state  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  compounding  or  making  any  of  the  said  waters.'' 
The  applicability  of  this  to  salines  was  definitely  decided 
in  the  Lamplough  case  in  1877,  up  to  which  time  tha 
Inland  Rvenue  were  doubtful  on  the  point. 

C.  H.  G.  (21/4).— The  object  of  asking  you  about  the 
composition  and  purpose  of  the  preparation  you  contem- 
plate packing  was  to  find  out  whether  it  would  come 
within  the  mineral  water  and  salts  exemption  of  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Acts.  If  it  did,  proprietary  rights  can 
be  claimed  and  recommendations  for  the  cure  of  ailments 
could  be  made  without  incurring  liability  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty,  as  in  the  case  of  salines. 

Locum  (11/5).— A  qualified  chemist,  registered  as  the 
superintendent  of  a  limited  company  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  must  bona  Jide  con- 
duct the  business  and  conspicuously  display  his  certifi- 
cate of  qualification  in  the  shop.  It  follows  that  the 
chemist  cannot  legally  carry  on  business  in  two  towns, 
as  he  could  not  exhibit  his  certificate  of  qualification 
in  two  places.  A  company  superintendent  cannot  act  in 
a  similar  capacity  for  any  other  body  corporate,  firm  or 
partnerehip.

F.  C.  (Orange  Free  State)  (9/3). — Elixir  of  gitaiacol. 
— There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  r-ecognised  formula  for 
this,  but  Martindale  ("  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  ")  gives 
the  following  recipe  for  Guaiacol  Cordial,  which  is  on  the 
same  lines  as  an  elixir  : —

Alcohol  (90  per  cent.)   250 

Vin.  xcrici    ad  1,000 

Dose  :  sij.,  two  or  three  times  a  day  in  water. 

SjKro  (Shanghai)  (12/3). — Manufacture  of  caffeine. — 
Ther-e  are  various  methods  of  extracting  caffeine  from 
tea,  the  principle  being  shown  in  the  following  process  : — 
The  tea  is  heated  with  four  times  its  weight  of  boiling 
water,  the  Solution  filtered  and  mixed  with  lime  equal  in 
weight  to  the  tea^  and  the  mixture  dried  in  a  water- 
bath.  The  powdered^  residue  is  then  exhausted  with 
chloroform,  which  dissolves  the  caffeine.  The  alkaloid 
is  purified  from  alcohol  or  water.  Another  process 
which  avoids  the  use  of  expensive  solvents  is  to  boil  the 
tea  with  water,  strain  and  precipitate  tanning  by  adding 
litharge  or  basic  lead  acetate.  Filter  and  concentrate 
until  crystallisation  occurs.  This  process  requires  a 
steam  pan  and  filtration  apparatus.  So  far  as  we  are 
aware  there  is  no  book  dealing  with  the  commercial 
manufacture  of  caffeine. 

P.  D.  O.  (Transvaal  (18/3).— We  do  not  think  that  free 
iodine  could  be  retained  in  a  pastille,  as  there  is  no  suit- 
able coating  that  would  not  be  attacked  in  time  by  the 
iodine. 

A.  D.  S.  (India)  (19/3). — Hair-dye  stains. — ^As  the 
stains  in  this  case  are  due  to  paraphenylenediamine  they 
should  be  treated  with  chlorinated  lime  or  oxalic  acid. 
The  material  should  then  be  washed  with  soap  and  water. 

D.  T.  (21/3). — Leak-testing  fluid. — This  is  a  dark 
brown  odourless  liquid,  which  on  great  dilution  gives  a 
strongly  fluorescent  liquid.  It  is  used  for  tracing  leaks 
in  underground  pipes,  drains,  etc.  It  yields  1.9  per  cent, 
of  total  solids  and  0.5  per  cent,  of  ash.  These  figures 
and  chemical  tests  are  in  conformity  with  the  preparation 
being  a  solution  of  the  sodium  salt  of  fluorescein  in 
water ;  or  what  comes  to  the  same  thing,  a  solution  of 
fluorescein  dissolved  by  the  aid  of  a  little  caustic  soda. 

Piscator  (N.Z.)  (23/3). — Fish  preserving. — Salt  is  the 
only  preservative  used  for  fiish  wiliich  is  to  be  canned. 
The  canning  process  is  conducted  by  first  rinsing  off  the 
excess  of  salt,  then  removing  the  offal  and  packing  the 
choice  portions  in  tins,  and  adding  a  little  salt.  The 
tins  are  then  soldered  down,  leaving  a  vent  hole  in  the 
top,  and  steamed  until  the  fish  is  cooked.  When  removed 
trom  the  cooking  chamber  the  hole  left  in  the  top  of 
each  tin  is  quickly  soldered  down.  -Gleaning  the  outside 
of  the  tins  and  labelling  completes  the  process. 


/.  R.  G.  (Calcutta)  (27/3).— We  do  not  know  the  com- 
position of  the  proprietary  boot  polish  to  which  you 
refer.  We  advise  you  to  continue  the  series  of  experi- 
ments which  you  have  begun,  as  by  this  means  you  will 
better  understand  the  action  of  the  various  ingredients. 
Carnauba  wax  is  the  chief  constituent  of  the  best  polishes. 
C.  H.  S.  (Natal)  (30/3). — White  pine  expectorant.—

Wild  cherry  bark   1  oz. 

Balm  of  g-ilead  buds,

Aspirin  (1/4). — Dental  absenical  paste. — There  are 
many  forms  of  this,  each  dentist  preferring  particular 
combinations,  but  owing  to  the  sinister  influence  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  it  is  becoming  usual  to  supply 
pasta  arsenicalis  B.P.C.,  because  it  is  an  "  exempted  " 
preparation.  This  consists  of  arsenious  anhydride  2, 
morphine  acetate  1,  made  into  a  paste  with  creosote. 

W.  T.  (17/4). — Liquid  disinfecting  soap. — ^^The  sample 
you  send  appears  to  be  made  with  a  soft  soap  basis 
(e.g.,  two  of  soap  to  one  of  water)  to  which  cresols 
have  been  added.  A  few  experiments  on  these  lines  will 
give  you  a  preparation  corresponding  to  the  sample,  but 
as  the  colour  of  cresol  solutions  darkens  on  keeping,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  add  burnt  sugar  to  produce  the 
colour  you  require. 

I{.  P.   (Pretoria)   (22/4). — Manufacture  of  hydrogen 
peroxide. — The  following  is  the  method  of  making  hydro- 
gen peroxide  solution  from  sodium  perborate  : — 
Sodiimi  perborate  ...     170  gm. 

Powdered  citric  acid     ...      60  gm. 

Water    1,000  c.c. 

Filter  the  solution  if  cloudy.  This  makes  a  peroxide 
solution  of  from  10  to  12  volume  strength. 

/.  2'.  D.  (25/4). — Red  colouring  for  dark-room  lamp. 
- — Erythrosin  or  eosm  dissolved  in  lin.  saponis  makes  a 
suitable  red  coating  for  electric  light  bulbs,  but  is  not 
altogether  satisfactory.  The  coating  is  apt  to  become 
detached  with  wear,  and  we  question  the  "safety"  of 
the  colour.

Mr.  Stanford's  Patents 

Mr.  Stanford's  patent  for  manufaoturin|'  certain 
chemicals  from  seaweed  having  expired,  an  application  for 
renewal  was  made  to  tlie  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Cauncil  on  May  4,  but  refused.  Tiieir  Lordships  considered 
that  £4,800  in  shares,  which  it  was  shown  had  been  paid 
to  Mr.  Stanford  for  the  right  of  working  his  invention  by 
the  British  Seaweed  Company,  was  a  sufficient  remunera- 
tion. This  deoision,  which  has  occasioned  some  surprise, 
indicates  how  strong  is  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  the 
Privy  Council  agiainst  extension  of  patents.  This  is  shown 
lako  by  the  Lord  Chancellor's  Bill,  on  which  we  commemt 
elsewhere.  Praotioally,  in  this  particular  case  no  great 
injury  is  effected,  because  to  compete  with  the  _  present 
workers  of  the  process  would  demand  large  capital  and 
special  acquirements.  But  the  theory  is  suggestive.  If 
£4,800  is  sufficient  reward  for  an  idea  which  has  required 
fourteen  years  of  hard  work  to  develop,  and  whach, 
according  to  the  testimony  of  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  has 
largely  benefited  one  of  the  poorest  sections  of  the  Empire, 
how  much  ought  an  rmtried  patent  to  be  worth?

ilchaulmoogra. — Chaulmoogra  oil  was  for  a  long  time 
llpposed  to  be  obtained  from  the  6«eds  of  Gynocmdia 
mtoratu,  R.  Brown,  but  was  proved  in  1900  by  Sir  D. 
ilrain  to  te  derived  from  the  seeds  of  Taraktogenos 
jl«rzu,  King,  a  tree  indigenous  to  Burma  (nat.  ord. 
iliMceos).  The  seeds  are  collected  in  the  Chittagong 
Ijills  and  sent  to  Calcutta.  The  crop  is  an  irregular 
lie,  and  the  seeds  are  only  collected  in  October  and 
■ovember  in  years  wh^n  the  crop  is  good.  Unfortu- 
mtely,  bears  are  fond  of  the  flesh  of  the  fruit,  and 
wavel  in  herds,  so  that  the  collection  of  the  seeds  has 
:l  degree  of  danger  attached  to  it.  The  seeds  also  are 
laten  by  wild  pigs.  An  interesting  account  of  the 
loUection  of  the  seeds  is  given  by  Mr.  Rock  (U.S.  Dept. 
jiLgriculture,  Bulletin  No.  1057).  The  name  of  chaulmoogra 
leed  has  sometimes  been  misapplied,  as  in  Dr.  P.  Smith's 
Ehinese  materia  medica,  to  a  smaller  and  different  seed, 
lubsequently  shown  by  Dr.  Pierre  to  be  derived  from 
Kydnocar'pus  cmthtlminthica,  a  native  of  Siam,  where 
It  is  known  as  Lukrabao.  It  is  exported  to  China, 
Ivhere  it  iis  called  Ta-fung-tsze,  and  is  similarly  used  in 
■he  treatment  of  leprosy  instead  of  the  true  chaulmoogra 
leed,  which  may  be  regarded  as  the  East  Indian  remedy 
■or  the  same  disease.  It  belongs  to  the  same  natural 
l>rder,  Bixacece.  The  oil  of  the  seeds  of  another  species 
If  iHydnocarpus,  viz.,  H.  Wightiana,  Blume,  is  used  in 
jvVestern  India  for  the  same  complaint.  The  active  con- 
Ktituent  of  chaulmoogra  oil  has  been  shown  to  be 
lhaulmoogric  acid,  which  is  also  found  to  be  present  in 
Ithe  oil  of  Hydnocarpus  Wightiana,  as  well  as  in  that  of 
mH.  antJielminthica,  and  also  in  that  of  Oncoha  echinata, 
■Dliv.,  a  native  of  Sierra  Leone,  in  West  Africa,  where  it 
(bears  the  name  of  "  Gorli."  The  oil  obtained  from 
Jthig  tree  yields  84  per  cent,  of  chaulmoogric  acid, 
jlC,5H3j02.  The  ethyl  ester  of  chaulmoogric  acid  is 
lobtained  from  the  chaulmoogra  oil  of  Taraktogenos  Kurzii 
Iby  Glen  &  Co.,  Calcutta,  and  from  the  seeds  of  Hydno- 
Mcarfus  Wightiana  by  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.,  Calcutta. 
■A  great  deal  of  literature  has  been  devoted  of  recent 
I  years  to  the  chemistry  of  chaulmoogra  oil  and  to  its 
I  physiological  action  (see  "  Year  Book  of  Phaa-- 
imacy,"  1925  and  "  Chem.  Abs.,"  March  10,  1925,  872). 
I  It  is  stated  to  possess  a  distinct  and  bactericidal  action. 
I  The  sodium  salt  of  chaulmoogric  acid  is,  used  externally. 
I  Mr.  Bernard  E.  Read  recommends  the  use  of  the  seeds 
I  of  Hydnocarpus  anthelminthica,  Pierre,  as  an  official 
I  source  of  chaulmoogr.i  oil,  as  the  seeds  are  much  more 
I  easily  obtained,  and  are  cheaper,  and  equally  efficacious. 

I  The  price  of  the  seed  in  China  is  $20  for  100  lb.,  but 

II  the  seeds  only  yield  32  per  cent,  of  kernels.  Neverthe- 
I  less  the  seeds,  although  imported  from  Siam, 
I  are  used  almost  exclusively  in  China  as  the  remedy  for 
I  leprosy.

I  Chemical  Glassware  Standards.— The  Metrology  Depart- 
I  ment  of  the  National  Physical  Laboratory,  Ted- 
I  dington,  conducts  tests  on  volumetric  glassware, 
I  distinguishing  between  Class  A  (tests  of  highest 
if 


accuracy)  and  Class  B  (tests  of  commercial 
accuracy).  Class  A  tests  "  with  certificate  "  are 
issued  for  apparatus  calibrated  with  a  view  to  statement 
of  errors,  but  ordinary  Class  A  tests  falling  within 
specified  limits  of  tolerance  are  branded  with  the  N.P.L. 
distinctive  mark,  and  issued  without  certificate.  The 
latest  regulations  regarding  N.P.L.  tests  were  published 
in  1924.  when  the  fees  for  testing  were  increased  several 
times  compared  with  those  of  1919.  Apparatus  submitted 
for  verification  may  be  graduated  in  any  of  the  following 
units  : — 

(1)  Litre  =  1  kilogram  of  waiter  at  maximum  density  and 
subjected  to  normal  atmospheric  pressure.  (This  is  not 
quite  the  same  as  the  apparent  weight  in  air,  owing  to  tho 
slight  compressdbiliity  of  water.)

The  fees  for  verification  are  sufficiently  onerous  to 
make  any  tested  apparatus  relatively  costly,  but  pro- 
vide standards  of  comparison  (a)  for  ordinary  scientific 
accuracy  (Class  A),  (b)  of  commercial  accuracy  (Claiss  B), 
The  most  important  fees  are  : — Flasks  with  one  mark — 
A,  3s.  to  4s.  6d.  ;  B,  2s.  3d.  to  3s.  6d.  Pipettes— A,  3s. 
to  4s.  ;  B,  2s.  3d.  to  3s.  Burette  (five  points  tested)— 
A,  12s.  6d.  ;  B,  9s.  Graduated  cylinders — A,  8s.  to 
10s.  6d.  ;  B,  6s.  to  8s.  Specific  gravity  bottles — A, 
7s.  6d.  The  above  price  is  for  each  article  tested,  the 
rate  being  one-third  less  for  twelve  or  more  vessels  of 
the  same  type  and  capacity. 

Chemical  industry  C!ub.— Formed  in  1917  as  a  common 
ground  for  all  persons  engaged  in  chemical  industry.  It 
was  promoted  in  the  first  place  by  members  of  the  London 
section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry.  The  club 
premises  are  at  2  Whitehall  Court,  London,  S.W.  A 
larger  scheme  is  expected  to  develop  from  the  present 
nucleus. 

Chemical  Laboratories  Equipment. — The  Chemical 
Society  in  1921  published  a  pamphlet  on  the  furnishing 
and  equipment  of  chem^'cal  laboratories.  This  gives  notes 
on  the  wood  for  bench  tops,  shelves  for  reagents,  fume 
cupboards  and  hoods,  sinks  and  waste-water  channels, 
ventilation,  water  and  gas  supply,  steam  supply,  and 
flooring.  The  bibliography  includes  tv;o  works  in  Eng- 
lish: T.  H.  Russell's  "Planning  and  Fitting-up  of 
Chemical  and  Physical  Laboratories  "  and  A.  E.  Munby's 
"  Laboratories  :  their  Planning  and  Fittings." 

Chemical  Society. — Founded  at  a  meeting  held  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts,  London,  on  Febru- 
ary 23,  1841,  for  "  the  promotion  of  chemistry  and  of 
those  branches  of  science  immediately  connected  with  it, 
by  the  reading,  discussion  and  subsequent  publication  of 
original  communications  ;  also  the  formation  of  a  chemi- 
cal library  and  museum."  A  Royal  Charter  was  granted 
on  November  2.  184S.  Fellows  of  the  Societj^  (F.C.S.) 
are  elected  by  the  council  on  the  recommendation  of  not 
less  than  three  fellows  of  the  Society,  of  whom  one  is 


personally  known  to  the  candidate.  The  entrance  fee  is 
£3,  and  the  annual  subscription  £3.  The  Society  pub- 
lishes a  journal  divided  into  "  Transactions  "  and 
"  Abstracts,"  and  an  "  Annual  Report."  The  library 
is  at  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  the  use  of  which  is 
granted  by  the  Government,  at  Burlington  House, 
Piccadilly,  London,  W.  Many  pharmacists  have  takeii 
up  the  fellowship  so  as  to  receive  the  publications  of  the 
Society,  and  to  be  able  to  use  the  library  and  attend  the 
meetings,  which  are  held  in  the  winter  months. 

Chemical  Works  ReguSations.— 5ec  Alkali  Works. 

Chemicals  (Fine  and  Heavy). — Whilst  any  chemist 
knows  generally  whether  a  given  chemical  is  "  fine  "  o'r' 
"  heavy,"  it  is  quite  certain  that  no  definition  of  these 
terms  can  be  given.  The  two  classes  of  chemicals  merge 
gradually  into  each  other,  and  one  can  no  more  define  them 
and  accurately  distinguish  between  them,  than  one  could 
the  terms  "  a  small  stone  "  and  "  a  large  stone."  Nor, 
for  ordinary  purposes,  is  a  definition  necessary.  No  one 
would  describe  phenazone,  ionone,  and  methyl  anthrani- 
late  other  than  as  fine  chemicals.  Nor  would  anyone 
(except  a  Government  Department)  describe  Epsom  salts 
as  anything  but  a  heavy  chemical.  It  was,  however, 
necessary  to  attempt  some  measure  of  differentiation  be- 
tween the  terms,  after  the  appearance  of  that  most 
slovenly  drafted  Act,  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act, 
appeared  on  the  Statute  Book.  The  learned  Referee 
appointed  to  decide  disputes  arieing  out  of  this  Act, 
attempted  to  get  something  like  a  definition  of  a  fine 
chemical  from  the  numerous  witnesses  called  before  him. 
Every  attempt  proved  a  failure,  and  the  more  cautious 
witnesses  pref  erred  to  indicate  and  not  to  define.  Gener- 
ally speaking  it  was  agreed  that  fi7ie  chemicals  were 
usually  distinguished  by  the  following  characters,  to 
which,  however,  there  were  necessary  exceptions.  (1) 
They  are  made  in  comparatively  small  quantities ;  (2) 
they  are  comparatively  expensive  ;  (3)  they  require  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  skilled  chemical  control  in  their 
manufacture ;  (4)  they  are  made  with  apparatus  which 
can  be  used  for  many  different  chemicals  ;  (5)  they  are 
of  a  very  high  degree  of  purity.  A  very  large  proportion 
of  pharmaceutical,  analytical  and  photographic  chemicals 
are  fine  chemicals.  Pure  salicylic  acid  is  agreed  to  be  one, 
but  crude  salicylic  acid  used  for  industrial  purposes,  might 
possibly  be  described  as  an  "  industrial  "  chemical  and 
not  a  fine  chemical.  It  is  obvious  that,  except  for  the 
purposes  of  the  above-mentioned  Act  of  Parliament,  no 
sharp  distinction  is  required,  and  any  attempt  at  a 
definition  must  of  necessity  be  artificial  and  partial. 

Chemist,  Title  of. — Section  I  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  states  that  it  is  "  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
or  keep  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or  com- 
pounding poisons,  or  to  assume  the  title  '  dhemist  and 
druggist,'  or  chemist  or  druggist,  or  pharmacist,  or  dis- 
pensing chemist  or  druggist  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain 
unless  such  person  shall  be  a  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
or  a  chemist  and  druggist  within  the  meaning  of  this 
Act."  It  is  not  unusual  for  the  word  "  chemist,"  pre- 
ceaed  generally  by  a  qualifying  word,  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  industrial  chemistry  or  chemistry  in 
its  various  phases,  though  the  restrictive  nature  specified 
above  is  quite  clear.  Its  origin  was  undoubtedly  in 
connection  with  the  protection  of  the  puiblic  in  the 
sale  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  but  the  word  lhas 
developed  a  wider  meaning,  owing  to  the  development 
of  chemistry.  No  restriction,  even  in  the  early  days, 
wais  enforced  on  wholesale  chemists,  and  the  same  free 
connotation  applies  to  the  modern  works  or  professional 
chemists  of  whatever  phase  of  chemistry  practised. 

Chemist-Optician  as  Title. — As  part  of  this  title  is 
restricted,  the  style  chemist-optician  forms  a  convenient 
way  for  chemists  doin,g  ophthalmic  work  to  indicate  their 
scientific  and  technical  training  to  the  public.  The  use 
of  the  title  was  advocated  by  the  now  defunct  Society 
of  Chemist-Opticians.
